Archacotogy in Nepal now making rapid stnde$» and this hook is a proof 
of the advance made in this dircaion, The excavations ai Tilaura-kot and Kodan, and 
ibc explorations of many andcni siies in the neighbourhood, paniculaily those briefly 
visited and reported upon by P. C Mukherjee as far back as IS99, of which all this is a 
studied account and much more, were the outcome of ajotnt venture in the Tarai regions 
in 1962 beitvecn the Archaeological Survey of India and the Depanmeni of Archaeology. 
HMG, Nepal. The report of the work ‘ivriiicn by the leader of the joint team.Smt. Debala 
Milra of the Archaeological Survey of India, would be useful to and welcomed by nil 
scholars of the archaeology of Nepal. It comes closely in the wake of two other recent 
archaeological reports, by Dr. S. B. Deo. on the Arcfiaeohgicat ftiv^stigettionx ht Neptil 
Terai- 1964 and Archat(*hgkQt Exravationa at respectively published by 

the Department in 1968. 

The present repon spans the progress in the field in ihe period between 1899. 
when 1 he area was explored extensively for the first time following the discovery of Anoka's 
inscribed pillar at Lumbini. and 1962, wlien the world had also witnessed considerable 
development in the technique of archaeological excavations and records. It also takes into 
account the work done at Lumbini in 1933-34 at the instance of His Late Highness Kaiser 
Shumshcr Jang Bahadur Ran a. 

In the neighbouring fields of India a good deal of archaeological work has 
been done in the past, beginning front 1S61, but more mtcnsively between 1944 and the 
present day, thanks to the tremendous drive of Dr, (now Sir) Mortimer Wheeler as Director 
General of Archaeology in India in the years 1944-48, and later of his successors and 
illustrious pupils who now man various fields of archaeological activity throughout (he 
country. 

The mass of mataiai available in [ndia now from the early levels of occu¬ 
pation provides ample comparable evidence for purposes of assessmcni of the inevitable 
cultural and chronological oililiatjons of the Nepalese materials as woll, and makes our 
task all the easier. The value of NepaJese coniribution to the fuller understanding of the 
early archaeology of India can in this context be easily appreciated. 

I avail myself of the oppoiiimiiy of tlianking Shri A. Ghosh, formerly 
Director General of Archaeology in India, whose forethought and choice of personnel 
on the Indian side, technical help of a variety and, above ail, his solicitude and ready 
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co-Dpcfation which madi; ihese archaeotopoalaciiviiies in Nepal possible. 1 must also thank 
the authonties of the Indian Co-operation Mission, Nepal, who have helped to organize 
the works and have also hnanced the publication of the reports. Finally, I wish to thank 
sincerely all my colleagues, of both India and Nepal, and* most of all, the author, for 
their respective shares In the work of which thh is the visual form.

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I. INTRODUCTION 

IN 1959 ihe Indian Co-operation Mission in Nepal was requested by His 
Majesty’s Government of Nepal lo obtain a senior archacolO(;isi from India to advise the 
Government on the reorganizaiton of its Department of Archaeotogy. Accordingly. 
Shri A. Ghosh, Director General of Archaeology in India, who was deputed by the 
Government of India for the purpose, visited Kathmandu for about ten days in May and 
June 1960 and made several recommendations for the Improvement of archaeology and 
its service in the country. The excavations and explorations described in this report were 
Ihc outcome of one ofhls recommendations and were undertaken as a joint venlure of the 
Department of Archaeology. His Majesty’s Government of Nepal, and the Archaeologi¬ 
cal Survey of India, The excavations were preceded by fairly detailed explorations in the 
central Tarai (below, p. 193, lig. 37K Already something of the archaeological poientialhies 
of the region was known, thanks to the previous work (below, p, 51 which served to guide 
the present author in planning out her programme of explorations and selection of 
sites for excavuiions. keeping in view the public interest that a project of excavarion in 
the Lumbini region was likely to evoke. 

In February 1962 the Government of India sanctioned the deputation of 
the author (at that time Superintendent, Eastern Circle. Archaeological Survey of India) 
and the following members of the Archaeological Survey of India to Nepal for three 
monilts and a half for carrying out excavations and cxploraTtons in the Lumbim-ICapilii- 
vastu amt in the ccitirul Tarai: Shri Sushanta tCumar Mukheiji, Technical Assistant: 
Shri Sanat Kumar Ghosh, Surveyor; Shri Ajit Kumar Chose, Draftsman; ShriKalachand 
Das, Pliotographer; Shri RakhaJ Chandra Roy, Upper Division Clerk ; and Shri Bajrang 
Singh, Driver-Mechanic. 

According to the instructions that the author had received from the Direelor 
General of Archaeology in India prior to her departure, the party, with its camp at Lum* 
bini, was to carry out an exploration of (he Tarai region around Lumhini, select a suitable 
site for excavation and then start excavation after shifting the camp to a place near the 
site. Funds were to be provided by the Indian Co-operation Mission in Nepal which had 
sponsored the project. 

The party detrained at Nowgarh (District Gorakhpur, India) on the 12th 
February 1962 and reached Lumbini the same day by its jeep, Customs-cIearancc was 
arranged by Shri Janak I-al Sharma, Chief Resotreh Officer, who represented the 
Department of Archaeology, His Majesty's Government of Nepal, and was with the 
party throughout its stay in Nepal.

Tile party dumped at Lunibmi up to (he 26Lh I'cbrunry mid surveyed h 
nttinber ofitilcSf Konic i'ti llicni altcaity known as u result of the exploraiions earned out 
laic in the nineteenth t-f-mury by archaeotoai-ns from India. Ultimately, the author deeiJed 
to excavate at Tilaura'kot and Kodan, the Ibmicr for ihe vestiges oJ uncicnl habitaiton 
and the laUCT for religious structures. 

To be nearer the sites^ the party shifted its camp near Tilaura-koi on the 
2bth, In the absence of nny other arrangement, it stayed in a small unt'umtshed dhamisaiu 
at Ram Ghat, ll may be mentioned here that the stay at Lnmbini had to be prolonged 
by a week due to lack oi accommodatiott even in that dharmsala whiclt had been occupied 
by a few xadhus. This inters'al was uiifi/cd tn tKudying the prohlcms of conservation at 
Lumbini and in exposing limitedty the base of the pilhu' of Asokn there u'iih a view lo 
examining its buried tower part. 

Though the author iniendcd to coininence first the e.xcavatbn at Til.iura* 
Kot, which was at that lime choked with vast Jungle, immediately after encamping :it Ram 
Ghat, the plan could not he implemented for want of labourers. Consequenily. excava* 
tion was started at Kodan, where some local per-sons, thiinkj- to the assistance of the 
District Magisirutc ofTauIihawa, agreed to work. When, in the first week of April, this 
work had progressed sufficiently to pre.^eni an idea of the structures to he exposed, the 
author left it under Shri Sushania Kumar Mukherji, visiling it afterwards every now uml 
then to watch the progress and to give instruct ions, and began at Tilaura*kot, By that time 
Shri Sanat Kumar Ghosh, guarded against wjld animals hy armed police kindly prov ided 
by His Majesty’s Government of Nepal, had cleared the fortified area of its jungle and 
started preparing the contour-map of Tilaura-koi. Having at her disposed barely two 
months, Ihe .\uthor laid a small trench acroiis the fortification- During the latter part of 
the work ibc party was considerably handicapped by rains which had set in by the last 
week of May and stood in tlie way of gening good photographs of ilic excava¬ 
tions at iheJr close. 

The Director General of Archaeology in India arrived at the campon the 
JRlh of May and, but for a break of four days, when hewent loKaihnitmdu to discuss ihc 
principle of the division of antiquities, stayed there till the 29th, diiring w-hich period he 
Lnspecicd the excavations and the site of Lumbini. Shri S. S. Bhandarkar. the then Member 
(Education), Indian Co-operation Mission in Nepal, joLned him on the 20lh with Shri 
R. J* Thapa, Director of the Dcpartmeni of Archaeology, His Majesty’s Government of 
Nepal, who had once paid a visit earlier a.s well. 

On the recommendations of the Director Genera! of Archaeology in India, 
the halt of the party was extended ito that all the membem, except Shri AJit Kumar Chose, 
left for India on the lOih June. Shri Ghose left on ihe 1st July after completing the plan 
of the exposed structures of Kodan, Before leaving Nepal, the author made over to 
Shri Bhandarkar notes on the conservation of the monuments at Lumbini and Ciotihawa 
which were not in a good state of preservation and left detailed Instructions with the 
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OvcrsecT of His Majesty's Government of Nepal on the conservation of the nei^-ly- 
excavated stmctur^is at Kotian. The old bricks that had been found in the dibris of the 
structures and would be ncccssiiry for njpjtifv were left JieaiJy slacked For use. 

The author will be failing in her duly if she docs not racnlion the great help 
that she received from different persons in this context. She is immensely beholden to 
Shri Sushanla Kumar Mukhetji, Technical Assistant, Shri Katachand Das. Photographer, 
Sbri Sanai Kumar Ghosh, Surveyor, Shri Rakbai Chandra Roy, Upper Division Clerk, 
and Shri Bajrang Singh.

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11. PREVIOUS WORK 


1 HE rcpon. in ocwsiwpcrs, of ihc tiiscovcry of a pillar of Aioka at Bairal, 
a tlcscTiuil siic in pargaim Kolhuwa of TahsU Nepalgiinj, by Major inskaran StngH of 
6a1r%impijr ^District Ganda, Uttar Pradesh. India) in March 18^3' attracted for ihc first 
time the attention of the archaeologists and oriemalfsts towards this part of the Nepalese 
Tarai» ihc poteniiiitiiy of which had hitherto been irnknown. In March JK* *)5 A. Fuhrer, 
Archaeological Surveyor. Nonh*wcsiern Provinces and Oudh Circle, was deputed to take 
estanipages of the inscription on the pillar. He found tlte pillar not ai Bairat but on the 
l)ank of a large tank, called Nrgali-sagar’tfig. 37). On this occasion huhrer received the 
news about a second pillar near Bhagwanpur(close toRummin-dei). Thepurportof Ihein- 
scription on the lower rragmenLof ihc pillar ai Nigali'-sagar created great sensation among 
scholars, L. A. Waddell was ihc first lo point out that the pillar, with the record of ASoka 
about the cnlargemeoi of the siupa of Kanakamuni (which lay within a few kilometres 
of Kapiiavastu according lo Ea-hicn and Hiuert Tsang). would be a sure indicator Towards 
the lost site of Kapilavostu,' hhheito searched loo far to the south in Gorakhpur and 
Hasti Districts of India, The Government of India moved the Nepal Cjovernmcm for the 
pemtission to explore the area around NigaJi-sagar. 

Fi)hrer was again sem in 1896* lo advise ou the excavation of Konakamuni's 
stitpn which, however, was not attempted, though he gave an elaborate description of the 
nirvtpia-stupa Of ilus Manuslii'Buddha close to the inscribed pillar, the latter claimed by 
Fuhrer to he m situ. The Nepalese authorities were induced to excavate the tow'er ]mjt of 
the partly^buried pilktr at Rummtn-dci. The tesuli vvus the momemous discovery of 
Aktka's rccorrl which provetl the ideinilication of Rummin-dci with the aiiciem Lumbini 
(lig, 37). Fuhrer identified Krukuchchhanda*s town with the mounds between Kodati 
(fig. 37) and Ooiitmwa (fig. 37) and hts rurm^a-Aiupa with ilie sfwpu of Gotihawa. He 
Vaguely traced the natal town of kanukamuni near the hamlets of fllaura and Goburi 
and the site of Kapilavast u ‘between ial.

Fulirer WHS once again cummlssionetl in December 1897 loasstst. with advice 
and suggestions, Chauttariya Captain Bir Jang of Buiaul-Tanstn deputed by the Nepal 
Darhar lo supervise the excavation which siartcd on ihc 25nd December 1897 and lasted 
till the begmuing of March 1898,' The rtiujor part of the operations was on (he banks of 
a large tank, called Sugar, in Sagrahawa (fig, 3?), where in tlic name of excavation* was 
perpetuated a wholesale destruction The sole object having been the recovery of treasures 
and reliquaries, the slrudurcs were ruthlessly destroyed down lo their foundalions, where 
were fcnerally encountered in most cases vases wiUi some deposit (pp. 231 If,). Thus dis¬ 
appeared completely sevemcen so-called square and a conspicuously large slnicture 
(caUed xtupa with attached monasiery) leaving pit-Uke depressions. No necessity was felt 
for a comprehensive record in the form of adequate description and photographs. Nor was 
there any attempt to understand the nature of these structures, singubr on account of the 
symbols, chiefly of Weapons, on the bricks, usually of the last course of the foundations. 
These siruciures were summarily disposed as the j/tipas containing the relies of the ^Skyas 
maisaefed by Kbg VidOdabJia of Kosala. FLihrer's attempts lo associate the names of 
eighteen Sakyas, including Mahanaman, with these siructures on the false ckim of the 
find of writings in pre-Awkan characters were fortunately foiled in time by V. A- Smith, 
who paid a surprise visit during Uic excavation in progress and exposed ihe forgery 
fully to the public.* Thus, whatever limited work was undertaken was not only on the 
dcstrurtivc lines, bui was mixed with dangerous fabrications. 

At Bikuli (fig. 37) were located the ruins of three icinplcs and at GoUhawa 
was exposed, by the side of the yrrijiM, the lower portion of u pillar of Asoka in siiii. 

The Goveminent of India was apprised of the fact that FOhrer's work was 
not only full of mistakes and fabricatioiis bul was also incomplete. Realizing that such a 
promising field should not be left unexplored, the Government, in communication with 
the Nepalese authorities, dcpuled P. C. Mtikhcrji to explore the area, to prepare records 
in the form of drawing?, csiampagcs, maps and photographs, to locate and plot precisely

Major WaUdett also obiained 
permission to carry out his own investigations. 

The fuli account of P. C. MuXherji’s work during i ebruary and March 
fH99 is embodied in his til list rated book enlilicd -1 mt o Tour 0 / axphrathn 0 / the 

AntiqttitU'^ in tlw Turut. Nepni. Considering die limited time at liin disposal and condition 
under which he worked praciically single-handed with a sole diafismun, who^ too, joined 
him Jatc, tils work Is highly satisfactory. His rc[Hin anil drawings presctri a fair idea of 
his ruitbful and keen observaiion. He was, however, jiarllally obt^sed hy lUc Quddliiiit 
iissiKiation of the region, ivhich led him to recognise Huildhist nionuincnts in several 
slriictnrcs and mouitds in spite of llie ■ibsence of sitccilically Eiuddhist antiiiuilies. Such 
commissions arc iiiiiTe admissible considering Mic lime iii which he worked and which 
wtincs<M:d the discovery of the pillar of Kaiiakumtini, Lumbini ami the stupa of Plpnihwa^ 
(Disirici Basil bordering ihc NcpalcJic larai. fig, .Hj in ilie area, ludccd. ihe lempo of 
research on the native town of Sakyamuni had reached its /cniih in the last decade of 
the nineteenth eenlury, 

Mukherji identified rilaoia-kot willi Kapjlioaslii and supported F'ilhrcr 
in his iJcnidicution of the xtftpa of Gotihawa with KrakuchclihanduV stupa and of the 
sirvciures on the bank of the Sagar with the siiifHts com memo rating the massacre of i!ic 
Sakyas. 'I hoiigh he cou^d not aiight upon the alleged stupu of Kannkamuni in the vicinity 
of NtguH-sagtir and confirmed the findings of Major Waddell, who liad exposed Ihe broken 
boltom of the pillar, to The cfTcct that the pillar w^hs ool at he fell 1 hat Ute heavy pillar 
could npt have been removed far away froni ilie original site* Accordingly, he idenijfied 
Araura-kot (fig, 3Ti wiih Kanukamuni's lown. According to him, the arrow-well of 
Hiuen Tsang correspoiidcci To either Pagfcki Sisanta I fig, 37) or Ptprahwa (fig. 37) of 
District liasti (India). 

Apart from his trial-excavalioiis at Tilaura-kot. Chitradci (Chatrudi, fig. 37) 
and Rutnmiii-dci, he traced, by superlicfal excavation, the ftiCt/Ht of Goiiliawa in which a 
trench had been laid by Waddell* from ibc centre to the circumference towiinis the pillar, 
re-examined the sites noticed by Fiihrcr and explored a few new sites. He also supplied 
some very useful mformatUm on the Buddhist remains of Piprahwa (District Basil. India) 
cxpo!!ed by I'cpp6 and ilic demolished slniciuics on the banks of Sag:ir. I'urihcr, he took 
the trouble of repairing one of the omissions of Ftihrer by preparing, with the help of the 
laltcr’s draftsman, Bhairava Buksh, a sketch-map of Sagar wiih the remains and key- 
plans of II few stnictiircs containing bricks with symbols. 

Three pi>pular articles by General His HighnesN Prince Khadga Sumsher 
Jung Rana Bahadur, who was Governor of the western pan of Nepal for some time,

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IIL EXCAVATION AT TlLAURA-KOT 


I. THE SITE AND ITS ENVIRONS 

The anciein she t)f Titaura-ko* (lat. 27" J4' 30- N,; Jong. HI' 3' 30* E.)» 
name after tlie nmuia of Tilaitra in which the kof (mound, fortified moinidj is tocated. 
tes aboul Ihroc-fourtb km. (o the west of the vjJlagc-habitaiion (pt.X A} ofTilaura, which, 
intum^issiluatedat a straight distance of 3i km, to tJic tiorlh*itorth-ca.st of faulihawa 
( at. 27 52 ?0 N.; long, 5* W E-ti- h Drstrict head quarters in tlic central part of the 
Nepalese Tarai* Taulihawa itself is 2) km. lo the norih-east of Shohratgarh, a town in 
District Basti (Unar Pradesh, IndiuJ and a rail way-slat ion on Ihe Gondu-Gorakhpur 
toop-Unc of the North-eastern Railway. The two towns arc connected with each other by 
a road, about half of which on the Indian side, up to Khunuan on the Indo-Ncpatcsc 
border, is metalled. The foot of the nearest range of the bwesi HimalayHS (pL VI [) is at ;i 
distance of nearly 20 km. from Tilaura. 

TrlaurU'kOL tics on the TauJihawii-Palharkot cari-traek wtiich passes through 
Uie eastern gale (pJs, Xll and XlUf of the ancient fortilicaiion and a recenily-made open- 
tug in the corresponding western rampart. Surrounded on the cast, south and west sides 
by fields, the site, with its dense jungle, is almost like a forest (pis, X B and XI) which 
extends north^'ard for a considerable distance and is the resort of wild anitnuLs, Save for 
rhe temple (pj< XIV A) of Samat-Tnayi, where some devotees assemble rather occasionally 
and offer terracotta animal figures (pi, XiV B) to the deity, the site is absolutely deserted. 

The rain-fed Banganga river' (ph. VIII and IX A), less than half a km. to 
die cast of which Tilaura-koi is situated, originates in the Churta range, and mingles with 
the Burhi Rapti. and the combined waters, known as the Dilar, flow into the Rapli, which 
itself is a irsbuiary of the Gogra (Ghaghra or Ghaghara). Five successive beds of this 
meandering river, mefuding the present one, each receding towards the west, are clearly 
visible on the spot (pi. h. While the west bank of each stage of the river, c,^cepi ihe last 
one, has been washed away by the next stage, the cast banks present a terracedike 
formation, the dificrcncc i n the heights of the highest (of the first stage near Lhp

narthoWtMtuti comer of (he fofiiTicd urcii) and lIic tgwcit (of Ihc t(t6t and present) t>iink<i 
being ttcarty m. 

The ancient town rcprcscntcit by Tilaura-kot was focated on t)ic first 
(earJiciit) caj^t bank of the river. As the dJfTercnce between the natural suit on which the 
habitation sprang up and the second bank of tfie liver is only 1*44 it seems that tlie 
river was at that time flowing in its second bed, os otherwise ttic seillcmcnt would have

liccn subjected to pcnodic^t Hoods, Ttie part of ibe b^iik. i>o ^hicli tlie habitation 
grew up, look first u gcnilv and then a very sharp tune towards the west. On (he river 
side the ^ttlcnicnt followed these curvesbui oiv the other sides it had a more 
regubr aligiiTncnt. 

Ouring the lifctiine of the lowit it was provided with u mud ramtmrl and a 
brick rortilieution'wall (below, p, 12). On the cast the rortifieuiion seems to have been 
more or less co-cxlcnsivc with the limils of the then-existing sedJentent, Un the sooth 
superficial obscrvaiicui I'ndieaies a narrow strip of uninhabited land, now marked by a 
Tow’ land, being Included within its limits, hi the southern flajik: of the west side a large 
slice of the ancient habitation was left out of the foritfication. the west wall of which after 
running straight towards the north for a certain distance followed the curve of the ancient 
river-bank and of the existing habitation. As in the south flank of ihc wcstsjdc.a substuii- 
tia) part of the habitation was again discarded on the north. The fortihcaiion (pi. XV 
A and B) was, thus, a rouglt pentagon on plan (fig, I). as the northern flank of the 
western side conforming lo the u-rcgular bank was diagonal. In length it measures niughly 
252 m, on the north, 458 m, on the cast nnd 328 in. on the south, the straight distance 
between the central parts of the nortit and south sides and the cast and west sides being 
respcciivcly 500 in. and 405 m. 

The extant maximtim height of the rampart wa.s slightly more than 5 m. aliovc 
the level of the fields on the western side; it was in the north wall (pi. XVI) where (he 
trench TLX-1 was laid. 

Inside the fortification the surface is generally flat, a few c.'iisting humps 
Itciiig nol more than 2'134 m. higher than the general SUffucc. The more prominent 
pounds are perhaps due to a few medieval buildings that sprang up within the iireti 
Unconnected with the main life of the town. Of the two tanks, the one near the north¬ 
east corner is both deep and large and contains water throughout the year. 

2. THE CUniNG—TLK-) 

A north-south trench (pi. XVII), 1‘LK-1, was laid across ihe fonilication in 
the northern part of the mound (pi- XVI) near its north-west corner (o include the highest 
point of the fortilicaiion. being only 28 cm. lower than the highest point in the whole 
mound. The trench was planned as 28 m. tong and b m. wide, but was extended by 4 ni. 
on the north lo cover some area outside the fortification. Owing to shortage of lime, a 
width of 2*75 m. of the trench was excavated in its souihern half, up to ihe brick 
fortification-wall which was fully exposed. Beyond the fortification-wall only a narrow 
strip (pi. XVIII) of 1*22 m. was excavated in the western pan of the northern portion 
down to (he natural soil, which, however, was reached in other parts us well of the trench.

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The «raufica«ion (pL in the tiench was as follows; 

Over the natural soil of hard siicky-cla>'t:y yellowish earth mi;icd with 
koitkar-nodules, there was at places a thin layer, 8B. of sand with spanse pottery of the 
same types as in the overlying layer. The next upper two layers, 8A and 8, were more or 
less of an ideftlica) composition, viz. sandy pale-greenish canh. but were separated from 
each other by a thin streak of ash. In layers 8A and 8 there were limited sherds of the 
<o-ca1Ied Northern Black Polished Ware. In bolh there was an appreciable quantity of 
grey ware and black-slipped ware bul red ware prcUominated. 

Layer ts was partially sealed by a thin floor, made of rammed brick-bali and 
brick'grils, and 7B. In the next upper layer. 7A, of practically the same compiWtiOD as 
layers HA and 8, the Northern Black Polished Ware occurred in larger quantities than 
before, the other wares remaining more or less ihe same* The Northern Black Polished 
Ware wa'i more limited in the overlying layer 7. distinguished from layer 7A by its 
greater ash-coments. 

Next came a thin layer, 6. It consisted entirety of burnt material and, there¬ 
fore, represented a conflagration that liatl taken place in the area. 

Layers 5, 4, 3 and 3A. the firsi and (he lost two only of Umiicd Icngtii. in 
reality formed one and the same deposit, viz. heaped up material (compact packing of 
earth, profuse sherds and tiny brick-bats) to form a mud rampart. Tlic maicnal was. no 
doubt, derived by the scooping out of the soil outside, thus leaving there a moat* This 
also explains the fact Uial the pottery of these layers was of the same types as of the 
preceding Sayers but was somewhat water-worn. 

On the sloping outer face of the mud rampart was constructed a forlt- 
jicalion-wull of hricks and brick-bats (pis. II. III. XVII and XVIU), In the absence ol any< 
fotmdatjon-ircnch in layers 4 and 3 and of any trace of accumulation on the top of 4, the 
mud rampart and Ihe brick forttfication*wall appear to be contemporancou.s at least in ^ 
this trench.' While internally the base of the wall rested 96*5 cm, above the bottom of the 
nuid rampart, it gradually sloped down externally towards the moat. Its inner face was 
found to a height of sixteen courses at the ma.ximiim, bul the bricks of its outer lace were 
reduced to a single course ai places, the maximum number of coursciJ being only live, 
fltcexlani iiveragc thickness was 3-658 m. Us maximum aval table hcighi* contributed by 
sixteen courses of bricks, was H5 cm. The average size of the full bricks was 3l'7x 
XV3 X 5' I cm. Laid in mud mortar the brickwork was of the most indtffereni kind. The 
pre^rvation of the wall was also extremely bad. It appears that the exterior face of the 
wuU liUcd 10 a considerable extent towards the outside. In the clay of the bricks were 
used husks in an extremely-limited quamliy, and some of the bricks did not have them

at ail. Ayumst it?; Inner (vouiheml' Face the heaping up of eartli lo lieighicn the rampart 
coniinucd, covering up the lower part of the hriefc wall and sen'ing us a protective ramp 
against the latter. As ihc cxiaui wall rose only to a small height above the extant ram¬ 
part there was no means of knowing if they wen? originally of the same height or if 
the wall rose to a greater heiglit than the ramp/ 

Layer 2 represented the full of the brick wall, as marked by the enormous 
debris fearlh, bricks and brick-bats) of the wall present in it. The debris naturally sloped 
down outside into the moat and inside towards the lite of the ramp. Layer I vs as, a.s usual, 
I he surface humus with loose earth and some brick-bais* 

It appears that in the inner part of the trench, beyond the habitation 
represented by layers SB. 8A, 8,7B. 7A and 1, there existed originally an unoccupied piece 
of land with a large pit*like dqtrcssion in the natural soil Wirh ilte accumulation of occu¬ 
pational deposits by its north side the pit gradually got partially filled \ip with material 
derived from these deposits. In its lower parts was. thus. foumUhc same well-baked pottery 
of layers 8B. SAand H and in the overlying paris'thc slightly water-worn pottery charac- 
terisiic of layers 7A and 7. After the pit had, titus. got unevenly filled up to a certain 
height, its upper pari along wiJli the unoccupied low area* by the south side of the habilu- 
tioTi was levelled up. in the later part of Phase B of Period t, by compact clayey earth and 
other fillings to provide a level ground for habitation incUuling two brick structures very 
limitcdly exposed in both lltc faces of the trench. The one (Structure I) exposed in the 
western face represented the corner of » building (pi. IIII and rested on ;i large patch of 
clay filling: there was. no foundation-trench of this structure, the construction ofits lower 
part and filling having gone on side by side. Its eastern face (pi. XIX A), consisting of four 
counies at the maximum height (.^1'7 cm.), was nxailaNe to a length of 1-575 m. The 
bricks were placed one above the other without any bonding. They were, on average, 
30*5 cm, square, the thickness being 7‘6 cm Structure 2 (pis. til and XIX B) consisted of 
only two courses of \vedge*shaped bricks (average stK being 29*2 x 22 9 and 17*1 x 7 cm.). 
The bricks of Ixith these sirucrures were made of natural clay {which has A'^imltur-nodules) 
and profuse quantity of husks. 

To the south of Structure I, 3'912 m. away, and roughly coniemporuncous 
with It was a ring-well (Ring-well 1. pi. Ilf), 6 l4(ini. high, made of a iuccessiofi of 
fifty-three terracotta rings of an average external diameter of 86*4 cm. (pis, XX and XXI)- 
While its lower rings were buried in the natural votl, specially cut for the purpose, its 
upper rings were laid simultaneously with the filling of the pit and the low area, which

L'xpliUnci] ihc ahwnw of ihe roundaiian-tTcnch in ihe filling. The rings measured 1 1 cm. 
in height and 5 cm, ami 2*5 cm. in I luck ness respectively of the rim and rccevsed 
miiMIe portion. 

Three more ring'welb were encountered near this rlng-wctj, The one {Rittg- 
wel) 2. pi. ni) appearing in the southern section wa.s 2-M2 m. to the south-soulh-eait of 
Rmg*weir f. Tn ii (pi. XXI) terracotu rings of iwo diBerent diameters wer« used, the 
diameters of the lower and upper sets being respectively 73'7 cm. and iO‘7 cm. The rings, 
to cm. on average height, had a thickness of 4‘5 cm. and 2'5 cm, at the rim and the middle 
ponion. The extant height of the ring-well was 1 625 m,. the number of courses being 
i wcmy-onc. As its bottom course lay much higher ihao the waier-tahle, it could not have 
served as a water-w'eil. The foundation-trench of the ring-well was cut with a provision of 
foot-resis. Thk ring-wd) and also Ring-well J were earlier than Ring-well I and most 
prcihably went to the early phase of Period 1. 

Ring-well .1 (pi, ID), 3'760 m, to Ihe north-east of Ring-well 1. was 65 cm. 
in dJamcicr, the terracotta rings being 15 cm. high ami 4cm, and l'5cm. thick, on average, 
at the rim and the middle ponion. Tlie bottom of the well was not reached, as the twemy- 
sixih ring touched the waicr-level, 

To the cast-south-east of Ring-wdl t. P905 m. away, was the fourth ring- 
well <pl. III). 67 cm. in diameter. Contemporaneous wi(h Ring-wells 2 and 3, ii was 
exposed 10 seven courses of rinp. With an average height of 8 cm., the rin^ had a 
thickness of roughly 3*5 cm. and 2 cm. ai the rim and middle ponion. 

On the exterior, the moat seems to have been cut into layers 4A (sniaM 
brick-bats and brick -grits) and 4B (greenish compact earth with brick-grits and sherds), 
together corresponding lo Pliasc H of Period J, and their underlying layers includ¬ 
ing the natural soil. Uyer 4 represents the loc of ihe mtid-rampan. Layers 2 and 

t were of the siime nature and composition as the equivalent layers on the inner 
side of the nmiparu 


Tlie total thickness of the depo-rii from the top of the naiunil soil right up 
to the highest point of the present surface wils 3*861 m„ out of which 1*5 m. wait accounted 
for the mud ramj-uirt (at the maximum height), the material of which was brought from 
outside. The real hahllational deposit il*51 m, liigli) in Ihe trench was, thus, limited in 
c.xtcnt and did not naturally show much variation. Nevertheless, the deposit was divisible 
into three periods in terms of the fortification. Period I, pTC-rortificaiion. had two Phases. 
Pha.se A of Period I consisted of layers 81*. 8A and 8 underlying the Roor, Ring-wells 2 and 
3 and most probably 4 belonged to this phase. Phase B was represented by the floor and 
layers 70, 7A and 7, ending in a conftagration (layer 6): the brick structure* and Ring- 
well I were of this pimse Period 1) was characterised by the ereaion of the mud rampiin 
(layers 5. 4. 3A and 3) and possibly the brick rortification-waJI, Period III wastheaae of 
decay of the rortiiitaiion-wall, 
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r CHRONOLOGY 


In terms of pottery ipp. Ifi may be %aiU that Phase A «f Ptriod I was co¬ 
eval with the occurrence. a1 the site, of the NortJtcm Black Polished Ware (The absence of 
the Ware in the fugitive layer 811 need not he emphasised in view of the limited area under 
excavation,). In the early level of Phase U tif the same Period that Ware was in full currency. 
In ^th the Phases red and grey wares, known to he associated with the Northern Black 
Polished Ware at Haslinapura. were Tiilly represented. The evidence of the pottery of 
Penod II. the period of the mud rampart, has no independent valtie, av the material was 
hroughl from the pre*rampari deposit. The nt^tiety found in the mud rampart is essenii- 
ally similar to that of the pre-defence occupational deposit and docs not include sherds 
which exhibit any individuality so as to isolate it from the pre-dcrence industry and lo 
indicate a basic dilTerence ol culture of the actual builders. The cutting, in which praclt- 
cally there was no accumuJatiort cither during or immediately after ihc laying of the mud 
rampart, was not extensive enough to cnuhle (irm conclusions to be drawn in this respect. 

9" ihis basLS, hut with all reservations necessitated by the restricted extent 
ol the trench, it may he expedient to concede that the Aetilcment of the town may go hack 
it> about the sixth century bx . |on the ground of the initial date of the Noriliem Black 
Polished Ware as arrived at Hasiinapura), ifnat earlier. The beginning of the occupation 
at the panicular area where the trench was laid was. however, later, as from layer 8B was 
obu^itieU a (pL XXV 15) insert \n chairacfers not curlier lhan ilie ihird-^conii 
century b, c. (p. lOO). The evidence of coins (pp, 84 if.) and icrracouas (pp. 100 ff.) h m 
general consonance with this. How long occupation continued is difficult to guess in the ab¬ 
sence of real habitationul dept^sits over the mud rampart in the Dulskirts of the fonifted 
town, hut it should be noted that nothing deflnitety post-Christiun w'as met with in the 
trench except some sherds, towards the top of I he layer J. which came to lie mixed up 
with the debris of the brick fort ificai ion-wall following its gradual decay in Period 111. Aiihe 
Siimc time. The find of ihc so-called Pahcbaiacoin(pi. XXVL21) and a few crude terracotta 
figurines bearing affinity W'ith some figurines from Period IVof HasimQpura on the surface 
elsewhere within the town speaks of a moreor less continuous occupation till about the 
third century a.o. No object dating between this century and early medieval times has 
been found, and as such it is not known if the towii was completely desened or sparsely 
populated. Tn any case this period does nm appear to be flourishing. The town was pani- 
ally occupied in the early medieval times u> which period decorated bricks found on the 
surface and comparable with those of Kodan and the late pottery belong. On ihc evidence 
of ihe earlier excavation by P, C. Mukherji ri may be presumev! thai the humps (p. Hi 
inside the fortification contain atructures contemporaneous with the temples of Kodan. 
This period w'a.v marked by brisk architectural activity, not only here but in a large part of 
the central Tiirat, as attested by brick struaitres and carved bricks. The object of this 
building activity appeared to he more sacred than secular. In spile of the flourishing 
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religious edifices, ihe habitation, to judge again from the evidence of liurface-finds^ 
Appeared to have been sporadic. 

4. THE POTTERY 
A. rNTHODUCTORv 

The excavated potter)- of Tilaum-kot penains practicaliy to one period, 
v/z. Period l.as the fiUing^TTiaterialofthe mud rampart. Period H, Hailed from the habiia- 
tionoJ de^sit of Period 1. Layer 2. Period HI. represeming the dilapitlatron of the brkk 
rorttfication*wall, was immediately above the mud rampart and yielded several sherds of 
the rampan-fillrog and a few sherds of the later period. The pottery of the two Phases of 
Period I and also Pit 1. which itself was filled with the stuff from some dump containing 
matcriHls of both the Phases of Period 1. does not show any matcrjai deriatjons. With 
the exception of a few stray sherds found near the lop of the rampart immediately below 
layer 2, the sherds of t lie mud rampart, though somcwtiat water*worn, ore essentially simitar 
to those of Period I and do not mark any significant changes. The pottery Has, therefore, 
been elassilied under two groups-one comprising the pottery of Period 1 and the other 
bter stray sherds from layers 2 and 1 and surface For illustrating the poiteiy* of Period I. 
selection has mainly been made from sherds uf prc-foilifTcation layers and Pit t. The 
sherds of the mud rampan Jirc resorted to only in the ease of the absence of the befier- 
pr^rved specimens from pre-defence deposit. A !ew types, which are not foiiitd in the 
latter but arc known from other sites to be coniemporaneous with the potterv of Period 
I, have abo been selected from the rampart-filling. 

B. Period 1 

The pottery of Period I, which from the very beginning reveals its familiarity 
with well-developed ceramic forms, is, in the main, sirniiar to that of Period HI (early 
sixth to early third century B.C.) from Hfastinipura.' The majority of the types front the 
latter she is represented here, Bui the pottery of Period I here is not earlier than the ihird- 
sccond century b.c,, which is the date of Phase A of Period I on ihe evidence of an 
inscribed sherd (p.lOO; pi. XXVH, 5). 

The extensive group of pottery, icsult of mass-production, shows a wide 
range of shapes with many variants. Nearly a» kinds of vessels required for daily domestic 
use and usable in earthenware are represented on a large scale. iVhich evidently indicates 
the less popularity of the metal utensils—a presumption partially supported by the rarity 
of ihe fatter. 

Save for stray hand-made sherds, the entire range of pottery is wheel-turned. 
The vessels completely fash ioned on wheels arc usually restricted to some types of bowls

Generally the upper parts along with the 
rim and rtcck were left as they had been potted go the wheel, while the tower parts 
were beaten out. with the help of dabhers. to the required shape and size. 

Avowedly milimrian in purptisc. Die industry is for the most part plain. 
Decorations played u very insignirtcani role and were confined to simple patterns and rare 

painted bands. Specialized shapes are extremely nirc. 

Of llw stamped sherdi two types are of particular interest. One, struck by 

a cireuSar die, eoniains a short record. Only one sherd of this kind hax been recovered 
Ip, 09; pi. XXVII. 4). Tlic other type bears a four-spoked whwl fpl. ^VII, 6 and 7) 
which appear? to have a special stgnilicancr involving a definiie meaning and purpo^w 

with reference to the ancient town of Tilaura-kot fp,85). 

Grafftii occur on several sherds of both red and grey wares. While some of 
them arc incised before the baking of i he potA, others arc post-firing. A few' of these 
gjaflttO'bearing sherds are illustrated on pL XXII. No, I of this plate presents ® 
wliich resembles the Aiokan Brahml letter go and corresponds to Symbol 1 of Shri B. B.

Rred mark on no. 9. of grey ware from Pit 1. is either the Brihnij letter jfo or a tiiskelion^ 
On no. 10, of red ware from Pit L occur three posi-fircd marks in close proximity ^ in a 
record: ibe dexter is a sin^ vertkal stroke; the second* which is damaged by the fracture 
of the sh^fl Itself, looks like two lines, one vertical and the other horizontal, crossing each 
other and joined by an oblique line which touches the lower end of the vertical line 
the dexter end of the horizontal line (cf. Symbol 51 of Shrt UI): and the third looks like 
the Br&hmi letter pa. 

The pottery of Period ( has been classified under three heads, namely, (i) the 
Nonhem Black Polished Ware, (ti) the black-and-rcd ware and (iii) other wares. 


(i) Thf Nonffem Black ^aliybed Ware 


None of the vessels of this Ware is complete. The sherds came variously 
from Phase A of Period I, lower level of Phase B of Pcrirjd I and Pit 1. the majority being 
in Phase B of Period 1. As to the date of this Ware in the present context it is certainly 
not earlier than the third century BiC, fp. 16) and is most probably hot later than the 
second century B.€. 

Tlie colour of the surface of these sherds is usually coal-black and rarely 
stcel-grcy or silvery. A few have goldcn-browTi paiclttt. Tlic core is either grey or reddish, 
the pari injmcdialely below the black surface being generally dull-red> 

Tlic determinable shapes in this Ware are (a) saucers which can as well be 
used as lid®, (b) deep or shallow bowls with convex, receding or progressively widening

Apart from several specimens of the black-slipiicd ware, there are two cera¬ 
mic industries, distinguished,by their modes of firing; (a) the red ware and (b) liie grey 
ware Though sherds of red ware outnumber tliose of grey ware, the vessels in the latter 
ware are fairly prolific. Both the wares rcpreseoi identical types in several shapes. The 
simultaneous use of these two vvarcs copiously for utensils of daily use in hundreds of 
contemporaneous sites of northern India and the Nepalese Tami suggests that both were 
manufactured in or in the immediate vicinity of the sites; the occurrence of a considerable 
percentage of grey ware in all these sites precludes the possibifityof Oicir importation from 
a common source. The question naturally comes up regarding the purpose and signi¬ 
ficance. The predilection of the comparaiivcly-cxpensive grey ware, characterized by well- 
baked fabric, hardness and smooth surface, for dishes and small bowls the d-iiiner-set 
of the common people- meant to be cleaned daily, cxphims the utility of this ware. Did 
the same class of potters resort to the two different modes of firing to meet the needs and 
fancy of their clientele of different tastes? Or were these disiinclions the hallmarks of 
different communities or castes as at present in the neighbouring parts of Tibura-kol? 
In the former aUcrnaiivc the distinction had no particular significance other than utility, 
In the latter case definite social significance, apart from purpose, is mvolved. 
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R£d ware— The grcai majority of the sherds of this ware is slipped; the 
colour of the slip is almost invariably red, the common shade being brighi-wd. The fabric 
is normally medium, though pots of line fabric are by no means rare. Fashioned om 
of tolerably smooth paste, U is fairly well-burnt. There are. however, many sherds which 
haw 3 ^ey core cvidenrly due to indifiercni tking. 

Some of the sherds, presumably of vases, from both Phases of Period 1, 
bear simple vertic^ or liorizontal bands, painted in black with the utmost indifference 
(pi. XXin Aj. Several sherds have smai! bands in red, brown or black on the inner 
face as well. While the bands on the outside appear to be dolibemte, those inside arc 
perhaps due to the trickling of the slip. On the body of two bowls of a specialized shape 
(jig. 9, Type XLI)^ which is typical of stone caskets, ore found oblique strokes in buff. 

Decorations other than the painted ones likewise formed a small percentage. 
Most frequent among these are mesh-like impressions (pi. XXIV A) which start usually 
below the neck and continue on the low« part of the body. Sometimes this design occurs 
at interv'als. Stratified deposit of Phase A of Period I contains this pailero alone. Other 
decorations comprise: stamped triangles which produce a series of corresponding triangles 
in relief (pi, XXIV B, 1. 2 and 3); triangular notches either touching one another and 
presenting the effect of a set of continuous triangles (pi. XXIV B, 4) or placed at intervals 
(pi. XXV A, 19 and 25); oblong and roughly oval-shaped notches (pi. XXV A, 16); creswnt- 
shaped notches (pt. XXV A, 23); elongated wedge-shaped (or nail-headed) notches, often 
arranged obliquely (pi. XXV A, 15, IS, 20, 21, 22 and27), one of the variety of which has 
a raised oblique line inside each of such notches (pi. XXV A, 13): incised oblique, curved 
and crcscent-shapcid strokes (pL XXV A, 14, 17, 24, 26 and 28); finger-nail incisions (pi. 
XXIV B, 5); incised wavy lines oontaining within oblique incisions (pi. XXIV B, 11): 
applied band with cresccnt-shapcd decoration made by fingers (pi. XXIV B, 8j; sets 
ofoblique and vertical combings (pi. XXIV B, 7,9, 10 and 12); and impression resembling 
torioise-sheU (pi. XXIV B, 6). With the exception of the last two motifs, alt are invariably 
executed either on or immediately below the shoulder. Combings are noticed both on the 
shoulder and body. 

Perforated sherds (pL XXV B) occur in limited numbers la both the Phases 
of Period i. Most of these arc t oo small to indicate the shape. While the vessels with large 
perforations, including Type CLJTAT (fig. 22), miglu have been used as braziers, bowl- 
likc vessels with small perforations ai the base (fig. 22, Type C£A'A7/) were possibly 
intended as strainers. 

With the exception of dish wiiidi is extremely rare in ih'is ware, all the forms 
are found in much greater abundance lhan those of the grey ware save for bowls which 
are shared equally by botli ihc wares. Used for multifarious purposes like cooking, storage, 
etc., vases of diverse forms and sizes inreponderatc over ail other vessels, the bowls of 
varied shapes being next in number. 
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Hie otlicr noLdbtu kiEiils uf in order of frequency* arc bu£in», lids, 

miniature jghafaa. tumhier-lilce iwls, deep and shallow frying-pans and foH'a) 

and vessds-on-stands. 

The common rypes in bafiins are XLVy AX/X, and i./ which an: frequently 
lipped and evidcnily used for keeping and serving milk and liquid preporaiions. 

All the types of lids are represented in red waie, the ooimnon types being 
LXl, LXiL LXi', LXXIV, LXXVmiiLXXXt with its vaiianis. Some of ihe types 
could have been used in both ways, i.c. in the way shown in the drawings wv also in the 
inverted position. 

Miniaiurc vases and s^iafas arc fairly common in both red and grey wares. 
On modern analogy it may be presumed that they variously served as ritual g/iofaj, 
drinking-pots, mcasuring-pols for liquid substance, ink-pots, ioy-va$es, etc. 

or the vcssels-ort-stands, stems with the lowest part of the vessels proper 
are atone met with. None of the sherds of this type of vessels is large enough to indicate 
the complete shape. The stem and the vessel are first prepared separately and then 
luted together. 

Specialtzcil forms are represented by /ypc.v AfU, <SLXVIii and CLXX<. 

ORtsY WA,RK.—Fashioned out of a smooth paste of wclWcvi^ted clay and of 
fairly fme fajyrie, ihe.grcy ware ts well-baked on Uie whole. The ware has normally a 
medium-tluek section like the one from f'criod 111 of HasUnSpUfa, tJiough fine thin section 
is not altogether wanting, pariicularly in bowls, Tltc core is generally asby-grey 
and rarely blaeklsh-grey. Must of tlic vessels were treated with a slip both internally and 
externally, the colour being either grey with shades varying from medium to dark grey 
or black, the latter largely restricted to some types of bowls and small ^huias. Several 
fragments, mostly of dislies, have a black interior and black-and-grcy exterior* the black 
on the outside confined to the base; this may be due to the pots having been stacked one 
above the other in the kiln. The pots as a whole are plain. A few rare slterds alone, 
presumably of dishes, bear deep concentric grooves on the inner side of the base ffig 6, 
A), Some of the sherds also evince bartds, dots and strokes (pi, XXII1 B) ui biac^ but 
these paintiogs ore of negligent execution,* 

The commonest kind of vessels in this ware is the dish, this form in red 
ware being exceptional. With various riim, itie dishes liavc either flattened or convex 
bases. The sides usually curve towards the base, the dishes with carinated profile being 
rare. Eviihintly used as dining-ptates (r/id/r).thcy were found in ubundanoc. The total dts- 
appearance of this essential type in eartiienware, which was particularly the characteristic 
of this period, in Period rv of Haslinapura is perhaps significant. It is difficult to betkvc

Type XIV. Vase of red ware with a flaring extemally-bcalccd rm and an 

inconspicuous ridge at the base of the rim internally. Of medium fabric Ji is provided 
with a red slip and is analogous to Type XIXa from Kodan. From the surface. Variant 
XlVa, of red ware, differs from the above by its e:ttcnially bevelled and grooved 
rim and a grooved neck. Of medium fabric, it is devoid of any slip at preiteiit. From 
the surface. 

Type XV* Vase of red wane wjth a splayed-oui exwmally-thickcned nm 
and a carinaied inconspicuous neck. Of medium fabric, il is devoid of any slip at present. 
From layer 2. 

Type XVJ, Vase (?) of red ware with a Haring internally-grooved nm 
and a ridged neck. Of medium fabric, h is provided with a red slip. From the 
surface. 

Type XVII, Vase of red ware with an out-lumed Icdgcd rim having a groove 
on the inner side and a high neck. Of medium fabric, ii is devoid of any slip at present 
and is analogous to Type XXVic from Kodan. From layer I, Varmni XVIIa, of red 
ware, differs from the preceding by its flat-topped rim. Of medium fabric, it b provided 
with a red slip. From layer L 

Type XVIJI, Vase of red ware with an out-turned nail-headed rim having a 
groove on the inner side, a high concave grooved neck and a convex shoulder. Of medium 
fabric, it is devoid of any slip at present and is somewhai analogous to Type XXIV from 
Kodan. From layer 2. Variant XVIfla, of red ware, differs from the above by the absence 
of the groove on tlic inner side of the rim. Of medium fabi tc, it is provided with a red slip. 
From layer 2. Variant XV/Iih, of fed ware, differs from the pr^eding by a prominent 
depression on the inner side of the rim. Of meditim fabric, it is devoid of any slip. 
From layer 2. 

Type XIX. Vase of red ware with a flaring clubbed rim, an inconspicuous 
neck having a weak ridge on the inner side and a bulging profile. Of medium fabric, tt is 
provided with a red slip and is somewhat analogous to Fype from Kodan, From 

layer 2. Variant XlXa, of red ware, differs from the above by its drooping rim. Of 
medium fabric, it is provided with a red slip. From layer 2, Variant XlXb, of red ware, 
differs from the main type by its obliquely-bevelled rrm. Of medium fabric, it Is treated 
with a red slip. From layer 2. 


5. OTHER FINDS 

The picture that emerges from the finds of this very limited excavation is, 
no doubt, scrappy but sufficient to indicate a comfortable and organized urban life with 
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ocoiioiny evidently on Tnt?;od farming^ An intimate familiarity with cattk. houses 
and shtfcp k rvfTtoted in the ferracoltu animal Itgtirin^' From the exquisite representa¬ 
tion of elephama in lemreoita. it may be presumed ihai the aninmi, wild or domesticated, 
was well-known-* * Ivory-working was an established craft. Tlie river had ftsh that were 
hooked by the people. Used for mttitifariouft purposes, iron had been in wide currency, 
copper being resorted to finger-ring-s, hanglts, Euilr-pitis, antimony-rods^ fish-hook, etc., 
and bronze ro ulen&Us. A considerable development is iiotked in ctafls and Industries. 
'Fhe general prosperiiy of the town is suggested not only by the struct u res of baked bricksi 
and ring-wells, hut by ample small finds of various materials. Inscribed sherds and a 
single scaling reveal literacy at least in a seefton of the people. Commereial sense amt 
orgltnized trade are attested by ih; find of a good nnmberof coins. The anUqulttes him at 
thezcsi in the life of common men. Gold might not have been within the easy reach of 
many. Even then, with their rwoerccs, they were found decorating iheir houses vvilh 
terracotta human figurines, their women bedecking ihemsehcs with ornaments of 
semiprecious stones and even cheaper malcriala and their children playing w-ith diverse 
toy-ftgurtnes. A decorative sense and an aeslhetic appeal are amply manifest in these 
terracottas and other aniiquitics. Evidently, neither the lover of fine arts nor the artist 
to satisfV his craving was wanted. Indeed, the people here of t he tliird-rirst centuries fi, C. 
did not lag behind their contemporaries in northern India, so far as the cultural acluevc- 
ments in various aspects of life arc concerned. 


A. Coins 

Altogether seventy coins were obtained from liie excavation incEuiling a 
Gorukhpuri sikkd. found 5 cm, below the sui face. Out of these* thincen (one from Phase 
B of Period I. seven from Pit I and the rest from the fampan-filling) are in an extremely 
poor state of preservation and do not preserve the symbols, seven of them being small 
fragments. Silver is the material for two coins, both punch-marked, ihe rest being of 
copper. The surface-finds number fifteen, of which three are rragmetils; with a single 
eioeption, which is of silver, all arc of copper. Extensive circulation of coins indicates 
a systematized trade.

The diaracieristic symbol of tlic site «cros to have been a four-spoked 
wJieck* * found dearly on as many its thirty-seven spedmens. The same symbol again 
occurs on six specirnens collected from ilic surface, and it is highly probable l h a ! live 
of the defaced coins bear this very symboL From Phase A of Period 1 came only one coin, 
which also contains llie wheel. Conscqucnily, ii !uay be presumed that iliese coins were 
the local issues of the ancient lilaura^lctit region when it was an independent state. The 
wheel, no doubt, is not an unusual symbol on coins, but usually it has more than four 
spokes as seen on the punch-marked coins, the city-issues of Vidi^, several Naga coins of 
PadiniivaU, coins with the legend Achyu of Ahidichhuirl and coins of Kulhia and the 
Vrishms. The four-spoked w'hech though rare, is also not unknown, as it occurs on a few 
punch-marked coins*as a reverse mark and on the Lanky Bull type of coins of Kausambi. 
But on the presem coins it is absolutely unassociated with any other symbol or legend. 

The coins of this distinct type with a blank reverse fall into threo groups—(i) 
die-struck small oblong or stfuarish pieces, (ii) dic-siruck small circular coinSi and (iii) 
east circular ones, all in copper. 

Of special interest arc the first and second groups, represented respectively 
by seventeen ^excluding one from the surface) and ten spcdnicm (excluding two from the 
surface). All of tlicm bear on the obverse a single symbol, a four-spoked wheel composed 
of a plain cross without any ecnirai pellet but cnclojied by a lim, the Utter gensruUy circular 
and exccpiionally sUghily ellipsoid. The stamped wheet, like die symbols an punch- 
marked coins, stands out in relief from an incuse (clear in better preserved specimens, 
pi. XXVT, 1) and does not project above the surface. The reverse is blank, a lew having 
pitted surface evidently due to corrosion. Alniosi all of tliem arc not only worn showing 
thereby a prolonged period of circulation, but also heavily corroded, with tlic result tliat 
they have considerably thinned down after enemkal ircatmcnL In tlic drcumstaruces 
they arc of little help in determining ihtir or igirtal weights and the standards on winch they 
were struck. As all these coins arc impressed on one side with a single symbol, they may 
be regarded as single-mark dic-struck corns, thougb tlie possibiijiy of their being classed 
as punch-marked coins should not be overlooked. 

Oblong ok squarh struck coins.— The oblong and squarish coins were 
chiselled out of copper stieets, as proved by the slanting cut of the edges in some thick 
coins. One of the two thickest coins has a sLutiing clean section for more Uian halt the

through the sheet, and the ftan was taken out by breaking. Tlu: wheels were mainly of 
three sizes, the largest ‘9 cm, in diameter (from Pit the next and the commonest about 
'6 cm* represented by twelve specimens (one ea^ from Phase A and Phase B of Period f» 
cigltt from Pit t and two from the rampart-filling) and the smallest ■$ cm, represented 
by three specimens (two from Pit 1 and one from the rampart-filling); the remaining one 
(from Pit 1) is too defaced to admit of the diameter taken. With one exception the dies 
arc substantially smaller than the flans. Tlie stamping was carried out rather capriciously, 
as a icsnh of which the impiossion is often away from the centre, and in a few cases a 
portion of tlie wheel, due to its ha«ng been impressed near the edge, has been left out of 
Uiefion (pL XXVI, 2). The maximum thickness, represented by one (size; '75 cm. x 6cm.) 
of the smallest coins is -2 cm,, its weight being -75 gm. Of nearly the same thickness, is 
one of the largest squarish pieces measuring ‘9 X *11 cm. and weighing 113 gm, rhis speci¬ 
men is more worn-out than Uic preceding one, suggesting thereby the existence of at 
least two difietenl denominations. 


CtRCULAK struck ooi>JS.^Ffom the defaced condition of the circular coins, 
jt IS rather hamrdous to decide the method of their manufacture. One of these coins has. 
around its edge, aacks which might have been due to its being beaten out of a globule or 
due to the stamping of the symbol itself and a second, the best preserved (pi, XXVI, 3) ol 
the scries, was probably cut out of a sheet. The diameter of tlic wheel in two cases(oiie from 
Phase B of Period J and the second from the rampart-tillmg) is 9 cm,, in another two 
(one from Pd I ^d the other from the nimpari-filling) *11 cm.* in further two cases (one 
from Phase B of Period 1 and the other from the rampart-fillmg) '6 cm. and in one speci¬ 
men (from the rampart-fUling) *7 cm., the diameter m the remaining ^ee (two from Pn 1 
and one from itie rampan-tilling) is uncertain due to their worn condition. In three speci¬ 
mens the die is much smaller than the extant flan and in two of these the impression is 
away from the centre (pi- XXVI, 3). The usual diameter of the flan is 9 cm., and *>^y 
one specimen it must have been sUghtJy above 1 cm.’ The maximum thickness avaiiable 
in a single specimen (pL XXVI, 3) which is also the heaviest (weighing 9 gm.), is ** cm. 
One of these coins came from ihe lower level of Phase B of Period 1. Though no spccuium 
of ihis group came from the deposit of Phase A, the specimen from winch is oblong, it is 
likely that both the oblong and round coins were m circulation logether. as m the case oi 

(he punch-marked coins. 


Circular CAST cotus.*—In coniradistinction to the die-struck coins, the cast 
ciieuliir coins with iMs symbol are «cU.pre«rved in most cares, and ihc neaiiy-raecuied 
wteel, in nigh leUef, stands out ptominenUy above the lUin. In some cases. Uie

Tlic;' atso look like having been struck on the same standard, 
thottgh several had undergone heavy loss of weight. The weight of tw o coins which hardly 
show signs of wear are 2*01 gni. (with proiubcrattcesi am) TH gm. (wilhout protuberances). 
The junction of the four spokes, unlike that on the dje-siruck coins, is thickened resulting 
in a tiny jXdleL tn oneoftlLc cortipfirlment.s of iJie wheel, in two spcctmens, is a pclteuUkc 
excrescence caused perhaps by the faulty motikl. T he diameter of !hc wheel is 1 cm. as 
attested by eight sptscimens w'here the symbol is distinct. Three of these coins are from 
Pit 1 and the roinuining scveti from ihc rampandilling. Their absence from Phase A 
and the lower level of Pha.se 6 of Period 1 ma> tneait dial the developed technique is a 
Liter imroductioii, lliotigh the possibility of the contmuance of the die-struck coins 
even arter ihc adopiion pf the cast coins cannot be cniircly ruled i)ut. 

(nj Punch-marked cairn 

In all I here arc live punch-marked coins including a surfacc-tind. Three of 
them (one each from Pit 1, the rantpart-lilJing and the surface) an: of silver and the 
remaining two (one from Phase B of Period I and the other from Pit 1). both circular, 
are of copper. 

The silver specimentpl, XXVI,9) from Pit I did nol undergo much wear, and 
as such it is difficult to believe from its weigliu w'hich is 2'5 gm., that it was ever struck 
to the weight of tbirty-two rutis. The hun, almost regular oblong, was cut out of a fairly 
thick sheet. On the obverse are five symbols; (i) part of liic sim (the rest left out of ihc 
flan), (ii) half of the six-armed symbol (the romainiiig half left out of the flan) consisting 
of throe arrow-heads aJtcrnuling with three taurine symbols round the central rim, the 
latter with a pellet in the centre, (itt) half of a thrcc-archcd symbol (?), (iv) the so-called 
caduceus with three conjoined ellipsoids having a siraiglil line passing through the centre 
of all the three, and (v) a curious symbol, somcwliat fcscmbling a triangle-headed standard, 
combined with a triskclis having a circular centre, the last, partly distinct, stamped over 
the sun with the consequent obliteration of Ihc latter. Flic reverse symbol is the so-called 
caducous, smaller ihan that of the obverse. The coin thus falls under Al)an*s Variety a 
of Group HI of Class 2.^ 

Tlie second silver {dcbascil ?) coin (pL XXVI, 11), which is frani die 
rampan-fijling, is oblong, made six-sided by clipping tw'o of its comers evidently for the 
desired weight. It is larger bui thinner than the preceding. VVorn to an appreciable extent, 
it was evidently in prolonged circublion which is also suggested by as many as three 
reverse marks, Its weight is 2‘6 gm. Considering its worn condition, it might have been

The third silver coin (from the surface), dipped of a thick sheet, is the 
thickest of the tluee but smallest in sire. Worn to some extent, it is oblong with one 
corner sUghity clipped, hs small flan accounts for the confused Jumble of symbols on the 
obverse (pi, XXV J. 10): tmtJ of the sun has been left out of the flan; the upper portion of 
an uniitiai, bull or elephant, has similarly been left out; running hare with erect cam and 
curlcu raiscti tail is alone tuny impressed; and tlie six-armed symbol has been overstamped 
by the Tmti symbol so much that neither is Ic^ble, except a portion of the pellet and the 
circle of die !ilx-armcd symbol. On the reverse appears (o be a tiny branch, punched 
shuJlowly and defaced considerably. 

The copper coin, irvm Pit 1, is worn out to a great extent There are two 
symbols alunc on one side. Une is the usual sun, half of wluch has been impiessecL The 
other IS a curio us-looking symbol, somewhat Fcmmiscaiit of an ijikitsal a taurine (?) 
synibul is seen iicre hanging irotti Uu; end of a short bar, the latter emanating at right 
angles iroin u iotig bar (pi. AAV i, H). The otlicr stue does not bear any incisions, though 
there aic uoi-ukc cxcjcscvaecs. 

iuc second copper coin, wliich is tlioioughly worn and defaced, has been 
ascribed lo Uus group, Uiougu wiUi sonu; hcsituiiuii. as a part of Uie solar symbol can be 
juuioe out ijcai me eobv. l'u»ij>iy tiiere is unoiher symbol on tius Very face. 

(lit) Miscetlmeous mimeribeJ atst copptr 

The number ol' tlic uninsenbed casi copper coins is twelve (excluding three 
from the surface), on all of w'hlch syjnbuls arc legible either fully or partly. Four of the 
coins with symbols completely deiaoed might also have belonged to this group. With the

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exception of two (poitiubly ibreel coins which arc circular, iillarc either square orohJong. 
As many as eight varieties caii be disiinguished, of which four are quite common and 
known from several sites. 

Variety 1 is represented by a single speciinen (frotn Pit ll which is 
identical with Variety i of the utlinscribcd cast coins of Allan. ‘ Of square shape^ it has 
on the obverse a triangle- headed standard on top left, below which is a svmikit^ and a 
hollow cross on lop right, beneath which is a trolling elephtint facing left. On the reverse 
are a three-leafed tree within a railing on left and a cresccni-crowned tlirce-arched (in 
two tiers) symbol on right top, below which is u trianglc-ikendcd standard with a snuill 
taurine symbol on left (pi. XXVI, 12). 

Belonging to Variety 2 and Allan’s Variety /* are three ccim. The best pre¬ 
served (from Pit 1) of them is squarish and bears on the obvi:i>e on left a Irianglc- 
headed standard with two prongs on right, a xvmUk<t and a taurine symbol on top 
rights below which is a trotting elephant facing left, and a laddcr-likc symbol at ihc bottonL 
On the reverse are cresceni-cTowned ihnee-archcd symbol on top Icfi, below which is a 
hollow cross, a taurine symbol on top middle and a tree within raKbg on nght (ph XXVI. 
13).The second coin (from Phase B of Period I). despite its very worn condition, is heavier 
than the first and certainly not out of the same mould* as its ircc occupies a larger pari 
of the flan. The third coin (from the rampart-filling) is considerably defaced and is of a 
smaller size and denomination. 

Of Variety 3 and Variety k of Allan* are two coins, one from Pit 1 and the 
other from the surface. Their reverse is identical with that of Variety 2, On the obverse 
are a taurine symbol on top left, a trotting elephant on top right, a vvo-rtfAfl on bottom Jell 
and a triangle-headed standard placed horizontally on bottom right tpl. XXV1.14), On 
the surfacc-find. the t usks of the elephant are clear. All these three varieties closely resem¬ 
ble one another in general style and execution. 

Variety 4 is represented by five specimens (three from the niniporf-filling 
and two from the surface), all of which arc highly defaced and do not permit of the identi¬ 
fication of all the symbols. Of at least two different sizes, they have l>een grouped together 
on account of a distinctive tree (within railing), elongated and with five leaves fpl, XXVI, 
15 and 16), in some cases very thin, and execution of the symbols djfferciU from that of 
the previous groups. The obverse symbol is an animal, facing left on right, distinct in two 
i- ftw where it is a lanky bull with prominent horns* before a standard (?>; above the hack 
of the animal is possibly a symbol, completely blurred, while Iwiow Ls a ladder-like symbol. 
On the reverse are a tree within railing on right, clear in alt cases, Ujjain symbol on 
bottom left, clear in two cases, and a mntfipaifa (possibly an elaborate one) clear in one 
case; other symbols, if any, could not lie recognized.

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Variety 5 is represented by a single sciuiirc coin (fiom lUc rjimpiirt-riliing'l, 
On the obverse are a troltme elephant (one tusk visible) racing right on left before 
Ujjain symbol (?) on right and a lailder-like symbol at the uxtreme bottom. At each 
of the two top corners is a sytuhoT, of whreh the uiie at the right comer is defaced 
completely leaving a raised square: the correipc'inJrng s^mbtil on Jeii is a mwiikti 
C?) i he iymboi on the reverse is a irec wiihtn a railing enclosed by a circle 
(pi. XXVt, 171. 

Variety 6 b also of a single sjnecirtien (from Phase It of Period I). Of circular 
s)ia|ic, it bears on the obverse a neally-cxccuted iroiliiig elephant with two tusks visible, 
facing left, and on the reverse a crcscent-crownctl symbol with three arches in two tiers 
(pi. XXVI, IK), It conforms to Allan's Variety q* which had ancidcnsivc currency. 

The circular specimen (from top of Phase 8 of Period I) belonging to Variety 
7 is not only defaced but damaged with the major portion of the central part missing 
(pi, XX Vh 19). Still it is reminiscent of the Lanky Bull type of the coinis of Ruu^mht, On 
the obverse (?) is a roughly Inaiiglc-headed standard (on left), above which is a/r<v/rf/- 
putiiij the top part, resembling iJie Brahml letter yu, alone distinct. By the side of the 
bottom pan of ilic standard is perhaps an arched symbol, above which looks (ike the 
curved leg of a bull, while by the side of the nantlSpatia is perhaps a portion of ihe head 
with horns. But this point cannot he stressed in the complutc absence of the body of the 
animal, which, if It ever ctusicd, occupied the central part, now' missing. The only other 
cKtani symbtt! is Ujjain symbol near the righi edge. On the reverse (?) a long vertical bar 
capped by a slightly curved bar can alone be made out on right; it is too defaced to 
be identified with a tree within ratling. 

Under Variety 8 comes a tiny coin (from the rampari-liUing), measuring '5 
X 45 emu and weighing '04 gm. A small part of die Ban is missing. On the obverse is a 
small wheel with eight spokes radiating Irom a central pellet (pi, XXVL 5), the diameter 
of lire wheel being *6 cm. On the reverse is u pclLet'Ilkc e^cresccnec. 

(/v) Afiscvilaneohs copper coim 

Unahiliated to the coins noted ahote are two coins, grouped under miscella¬ 
neous copper coins. Worn to an appreciable extent, both seem to have been circular and 
struck. One (from Phase B of Period 1) of them bears on the obverse an unusual symbol 
composed of an elongated S crossed by a slanting bar with two ends thickened in the 
form of a pellet and two deladicd pellets placed cross-wise (pi. XXVl, 6), If ilie detached 
pellets arc Joined with t he slanting bar, the modf will be a cursive svastika. On the obverse 
of the other (from Uie ramport-hUing) is a creeper with three broud leaves and a (ktachi^i 
pcUet (pj, XXV|, 7); whether this pellet originally joined the creeper in the form of a leaf 
or fruit cannot be determined now. The reverse of both the coins is blank.

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(V) Inscnhe<i coppvr aiins 

Only iwn ihiicritjcd copper coins were found. The oblong cast one {from 
the rampart-filling) bears on the obverse a trolling elephant, facing right, hclbrc a 
standard with a crowning member. Above the elephant arc traces of four letters. On the 
reverse is a somcwlial elaborate tree wltltin railing inside an obiohg enclosure fpl- XX V I* 
20). By the sides of the railing are symbols (7). The legend on this crucial coin, which 
would have helped greatly in determining the upper limit of the rampart, isonfonunately 
illegible. It is closely similar to the coin from Ayodliya iliustrated on pi, XLIH. 8 of 
Allan's Catalogue^ Here also the legend is blurred and Allan read and grouped 

this with the coins of the earlier dynasty assigned to the sccond-lirst centuries b.c, by him. 

The other coin (from tlic surface) is circular. On the obverse is a square 
incuse containing the issuer's name in genitive {Agmitrasa) beneath the three symbols 
charactcrlviic of llte so-called Pafichala coin type. The legend is in characters of the 
first century a. c, Tlie reverse is defaced (pi, XXVI, 21).

that terracotta fonned the mosi popular mediuni not onlv of the 
artistic expr«)ion but also for the personal ornaments tike beads, bangles and rings, docu¬ 
mentations like sealings (p. 99), children's toys and objects of domestic and ritualistic 
needs. Tciracotta. in its varied uses and applications, thus, affords us an idea of not only 
the artistic attainments of the people, but about their life and culture and fashions of the 
times in respect of dresB, coiffure and jewellery, 

(i) Human Jjfpirines 

Out of the excavated thirty-three human figurines, three occur in the upper 
level of Phase B of Period I, two in Pit f. one each from layer 1, the scclioiJ-scraptng of 
Phase B and rampart-filling and unstratified deposit and the rest from the rampart-filling, 
the regularly stratified deposit of Phase A yielding none. Stratigraphy is. thus, of little 
help in determining the precise date of most of the specimens, of which as many as twenty- 
five came from the*rampart-fi]]tng which is a mixed dumping of earth from the earliest i« 
the latestJof the pre^rampart settlement. 

These figurines hardly reflect any characteristics pcculiar to this region alone. 
Bearing the tn^ess of the trends, lasics and fashions of the ariistic movement of ilic 
Matirya and Sufiga periods, most of them conform lo the common denominator of the 
contemporary terracotta art-tradition of noTthem and eastern India. Many of them 
Were intended for house-dccoraiion, a presumption substantiated by the suspension- 
boles occurring in plaques from several sires. The female figures by far outnumber the mule 
as in'other centres. 

Among these one (from the rampart-filling) at least can be claimed as purely 
hand-modelkd (pi. XXVIH. 4). Crudely fashioned, it belongs^ to the ageless type, 
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Avuilubit-ijortions uf iwo othvr ipcciinenb (one from ihc surface and the other from Ihe 
rampun-fiUjTig) are also hand-iTiodollcd. The surface spocitiwn is in ihe round and shows 
some aitempi at modelling (pL XXVIIJ, 2).

(fi) Animal figurines 

The leiTdCOtia aoimal figurines froni the excavation number one hundred 
and fourteen (sixteen from Phiutc A of Period L twenty-three from Phase B of Period f. 
thirty from Pit I, fony-two from liic rampart-fUlmg, one from layer 2 and two from layer 
1. The surfacc-linds arc also fairly rich, being thirty-three. Many of these are, however, 
portions of the limbs like legs, trunks, tusks end horns which, however, do not fit in with 
the available trunks, The beasts are hand -mo del led and solid ihioughout. Made of fine¬ 
grained. clay they are usually red and fairly wcll-bumt, often with a grey core and some¬ 
times red throughout. Very rarely they are grey all through. These grcy spcctmcns, 
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^nerally elephants, and a few of srnpk>-rcd ^iiTiiics aje ireated with a Mack slip, Usually 
the ears, horns and tusks are separately fasliioned and applied. Tlie chief inspiration in 
these creations is, no doubt, juvenile inieresT in toys. Many of the figurines have transverse 
holes ihrouah ilie snout, nose and trunk, suggesting thereby that they ran on wheels, 
Whether some of (hem were intended as votive ortcrings to deities as practised now cannot 
be detenu ined conclusive! v- 

The most favourite animat seems to have been the elephant, represented 
by not less than filly-twoexcavated specimens (eight from Phase A of Period 1, nine from 
Phase B of Period thirteen from Pit 1. twenty from the rampart-filling and one each 
from layers 2 and I), twenty-nhie being legs, trunks and cars. The surface-finds number 
not less than five, of which one, nearly complete, is remarkable for its lavish omamcnui- 
tion. though not for its modelling fpl. XXXVI A. i). The eyes arc stamped diamond- 
vhaped. incised double conve.'^ or lenticular with a central raised vertical line (pi, XXXVI 
A, 3). ITie ears, applied, are large, often in the form of a winnow, some with a hole; they 
are sometimes decorated with incised lines (pi XXXVI B, 8,11 and 121 simulating veins, 
pin-holes (pi XXXVI B, I2l and incised circlets with central dots (pi, XXXVI B, 8j. The 
trunk. In sonw cases, is realistically modelled (pi, XXXVI B. 61; often it is plain, hut is 
sometimes embeUished with stamped moiifs, inci!K;d decoration or applied hand^wiih a 
row of holes (pL XXXVI B. 5). The opplied Tail usually falls on one of the hinder legs. 
Most of the specimens are quite plain, and some only are adorned with stamped dc-signs 
like learn (pi. XXXA'II A, 13), solar symbols with or wiihovii llic circle round the ceniml 
pellet (pi. XXXVll A. 14. |5 and 16). an eight-spoked symbol (pi, XXXVIl A. 13), a 
four-spoked symbol with a pellet in each anglt (pt, XXXV1 A. 3) and diamonds or 
circles wiihaccoiral punctured dot (pL XXXV| A. 4 and pi, XXXVI B,6). Ornaments arc 
rarely represented, the most ornate specimen (pL XXXVI A, I ) being from the surface. 
Here applied bands, stamped with circlets, otx;ur on the waist, on the forehead and round 
ihc neck and tusks; the neck and wtiist-bands are distinguisiied by pendants, also stamped 
with drclcLs, ihs one hanging from the neck-band being bell-shaped. In two ca-ses (one 
from the rampart-lilliiig and rhe other from layer 2) the applied band round ihc tusks arc 
decorated with pin-holes (pi. XXXVI A. 2). 1 he trappings arc conspicuous by their absence. 
Rut for a single specimen (pi. XXX V( A, 3), all from Phase A of Period I are plain. With 
a few exceptions, which are grey with a black slip, aU are red with a slip, generally red and 
exceptionally black. In some s)tecimen$ the loy-mukcr ha.s exhibited a remurkable sense 
of form b.ssed on ciose observation of nature and fairly good understanding of the features 
of ihc animal. But this realistic vision is lacking in several specimens where the pliisHc 
treatment i'»crutk' and the boily lacks the character of) lie elephant which can be i dent I lied 
by virtue of its tu^ or trunk alone. 

The number of bulls and cows with heads extani from iltc excavation is six 
(one each from Pit 1 and layer I and two each from Phase B of Period 1 and the rampart- 
fiUing), all red, and bulls from the surface arc more than nine. Usually, the nostrils and 
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ihc mouth are ck-arly indicated by punctured dots tor holes) and an oblong incifiton res* 
pcdivclv- The cars are more often applied than not; two of the spcctmem fnMn ihe exca¬ 
vation have a hole in cnclicar. The eyes are aeTJCraJly diamond-shaped, two specimens, 
however, having natural shape. The pupil is a punctured dot wilh or without iris, the latter 
in the form of a pellet, circular or ovsil. llic cyc-brows are usually incised curved lines 
and rarely n curved row of punctured dots. The dewlap is shown in a single excavated 
specimen (pi. XXX VIl 20). Most of the specimens have an applied nose-band generally 
with oblique incisions. Mve of ihc excavated specimens fjavc a iransvcrse hole through 
(he snout (scmeiimes the holc-cndi> are on iltc nose-band ttsolf) for a string; evidently^ 
these toy-animals ran on wheels. In two excavated examples, one applied band with 
oblique incisjoDS is shown passing by the front base of one horn and rear base of the second 
I pi. XXXVII B, 17 and 20), and in one a simJlur band is seen on the forehead fpl XXX VII 
B. 21), Some of llte animals arc quite plain (pi, XXXVIT B, 19), while Olliers are lavishly 
embellished with stamped deiigns. The most decorated example (pl< XXXVI) B, 17) 
preserves seven elaborate leaves, one each below (he ears and live on tlic bach and sides, 
and cighi-spolced symbols w ith a pellet in each angle and at the junction, one each on 
the forehead, itump, root of the tail and froni pan of the neck and four immediately above 
the legs. On the forehead of one (pi, XXXVII B. 20) is a punched taurine symbol resembl¬ 
ing the BrahmT letter with a punctured dot below' and above. Most of the surface- 
specimens are stamped with solar symbols, eight'Spoked symbols* or four-spoked wheels. 
The modelling of the bulls, whether plain or decorated, is usually realistic and vigorous, 
Tlic energy and vitality* that arc within, are expressed very well in the form. Evidently, 
theroy-mxker was quite at home with this animat. 

With these specimens is most probably to be assodaied a head (from Pit I) 
with neck extant (pL XXXVII B. IB). Its snout 1& unusually elongated. But the arrange¬ 
ment of the nostrils, mouth, eyes and nose-band and the once-existing horns point to its 
coming under the bovine species. This one is less truthfully modelled than tire preceding 
ones. Its applied ears have disappeared leaving a rough surface. The snout, neck and 
head are overloaded with stamped ctreles, each with a central Itolc, of which twenty- 
three are cxtanL 

At least six horses (two from Pit 1, one from Phase B of Period 1 and three 
from the rampurt-filliiig) arc recognizable amidst the excavated specimens, the number 
of horses from ihc surface being not less ihan four. The excavated specimens are better 
prcivcrved and usually well-mcKlclkd. The eyes are diamond-shaped with a punctured dot 
or dash for pupil. The nostrils arc either circular holes or oblong slits. The manes are, 
in Some cases, plain and. in others, decorated with either oblique incisions (pL XXXVITl 
A. 26 and 28) or stamped rows of punctured oblongs {pi. XXXVIII A, 23). Plumes are 
of common occurrence, one being omamcmed with a pJaque covered with pin-holes 
(pL XXXVIII A, 27). The head-stalls in two casein (one from the rampart-flIJing and the 
other from the surface)consist of check-straps, which reach us far as the mane, and vertical 
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face'Simp with (loriiomal from and nose-bunds. a!f applied nnd incised with oblique 
lines fpl. XXXV! II A. 27 and The cheek-slnipa are absent in at least llirec 'ipedmerts 
(pi. XXXVTil A, 23ami 26; p]. XXXVIII B,29). two from Pit I and one from the rampart- 
rilTing: both die s|iei:imens from Pit I originally had a lassel below each end of the I’ront- 
band, the latter impressed with elongated leaves in one case (pi. XXXVIll B. 29) The 
neck (s- decorated in one ca?te (from the rampart-filling) with art applied band and in another 
Ifrotu Ph 11 with u row of stamped leaves of dtlTercn' lengths (pi. XXXVni .A. 23). A 
single specimen (from the surface) has an applied saddle which rises high in the front and 
the rear and k incised with a row of slightly oblique lines on either ride of a deeply incised 
line, the laitcT serving as a ginh (pi. XXXVfll A. 24), Tbat delacliaWe saddles were also 
used for thei« loy-animats i.s proved hy a find in the rampart-filling (pt. XLI. 1). Ir four 
specimens (two from Pit f, one from the rampart-filling and one from the surface, 
p! XXXVHl A. 23 and 2» and pL XXXVni B, 29) an elaborate catj^t serves for Ihe 
saddle. Tile omale carpet in one specimen particttlarly deserves notice. It has wven 
rows Jr impressed motifs^ the first and the third composed of chevrons, tjie second and 
ihc fourth of punctured oblongs, the fifth of small leaves, the sixth of indentations and 
the last of/igiags t pl XXXVIll A. 23). Two specimens (one from the ramjwt-fillmg and 
ihc other from the surface) are stamped w-ith eight-spoked symbols (pi* XXXIX A, 31 and 
34). The only oilier slamped decoration is a leaf found in one specimen (pi. XXXVIll A. 
23). Above the nose of another spccimeit. of which only the snout, modelled with a realistic 
feeling, is availuble. is a vcnical suecesrioti of V-shaped incisions (pi. XXXVIll A, 25), 
Whether all of them ran on wheels cannot be dciemiined in the absence of full forms. 
Two (pL XXXVIll .A. 25 and 27) of ihese have transverse holes, one through the nostrils 
and the other through the snout, apparently for a string. A third specimen (pi. XXXVITT 
B, 29). with snout missing, bears three deep holes, one immediately below the neck and 
two flanking the plume. Beside this horse were found fragments of two solid wheels with 
hollow hubs having raised ends. If these two, which are conridenibly lurge. being 12 cm. 
in diameter (pi. XXXVIll B, 29A). were meant for this horse, the latter had a base with a 
transvci^ hole for the axle-tree. 

Tltere is only one specimen (from the rumpart-fiUing) of a ram irom the 
exca vation. Its face and lower portion of the legs and applied tail are missing. The horns, 
possibly applied, with oblique incirions arc prominently curved, almost like a circle, 
round a circular depression. Apart from the two rows of oblique hatchings on the back, 
there are stampetl decorations consisting of a solar symbol, with rays radiating from a 
pellet, on the root of the uu! and seven leaves of different sizes, one each on the ilitglis 
and the space between the horns and two on the sides fpl. XXXIX B, 39)- 

A toi^ of an indeterminate animal (from Pii 1) is distinguished by ;m 
elaborate carpet on iisback (pL XXXIX B.37). The carpet is divkted into si* triangular 
compartments by incised lines radioing from a central incised circle with a punctured 
viol in the centre. The compartments are filled in with pin-holes, four being distinguished by

Of iltc toy-ciols there arc only three specimens, one (from layer 2) from Uie 
excavation and two from the surface, all red, one with a grey core. The excavated specimen 
(pi. XL A, 1) is in the form of the bust of an animal, possibly a ram with diamond-shiipcd 
Qfcs. A band with oblique incisions has been applied on the forehead. Tlicrc is a large 
tramverse perforation for the axle-tree through the rear part, the lop part of the ncc^k 
having a deep socket for a pole. One (pf, XL A. 3) of the two surface-finds resemhfes the 
excavated specimen in the transverse perforation and the socket, but Uie body containing 
the perforation is more tgflindilcal and the front, which is mostly broken, is bifurcated. 
Possibly there were two heads. If the exiam raised part with oblique rows of punctuied 
oblongs formed pan of the mane, heads were those of horses. TTic bottom suTfacc is 
criss-crossed with indentations. TItc second surface-find fpl. XL A, 2) h a lighi cfutrioi. 
The car is protected by a raised front and sides, ihc back being open. As the top of the 
raised part is broken, it rs not known if the sides sloped towards the rear or ihc tops of the 
front and sides were curved. Tlirough the central part of the body runs a hole For the

The top surface of the rear pari immediately beyond the axlc-hotc is decorated with 
three stamped Rowers co^mposed of ei^ii raised pellets, one being in Lbe centre, and 
radiating raised rays beyond the pdlets; below ihe flowers are three horizontal zigzag 
lines in itin-holcs, beneath which are v'criical lines, also tti pin-holes. Similar flowers, 
four in number^ occur on the front part, which is further embellished with a stamped 
solar symbol. 

There arc only eigJit wheels (six fro m Pit I and two from Phase B of Period I ), 
all solid. Four <three from Pit 1 and one from Phase U of Period 1) arc double convex, 
almost lenticular, and one Ifrotn Pit I} is plano-convex with a vertical edge, the remaining 
throe being absolutely flat. None of them shows spohes and fellies. In two eases (both 
from Pit IU both flat, the hubs arc mere perforin ions, in fiirtlicr two cases (one from Pit 1 
and the other froni Phase Bof Period U one end of the perforation has an inconspicuously 
raised rim undin one case (from Phase B of Period l> both the ends of ihe perforation, have 
inconspicuously raised rims* the remaining three specimens showing heavy and dearly 
Jeflned Jiubs w'ith prominently raised rims, the illustrated specimen (pl, XXXVllI B, 29A) 
having been found with a horse (p. 111, pL XXXV111 B, 29). The diameters vary from 
12cm. to 4-2 cm. With a single exception whidi is grey wiih a black slip, all are red with 
a red dip. one having grey patches due to indifferent finng and a second grey core.

Miscellaneous excavated terracotta objects include discs, balls, a saddle, 
stoppers, cylinders, ear-studs, a casket-lid, a fimal, flesh-rubbers, etc. 

Discs, fashioned oul of potslierds and belonging lo different Periods, were 
found litcruUy in hundreds. Most of them arc fed with a red slip, only a few being grey with 
a black flip Ipl. XLII A, 13) and black-and-red.The flat parts of the pots were selected for 
the purpose. Uiougii there arc cases where even the rim was lurried into a disc. Noaltempls

were jniide to decorate them, but some bear painted ^bands inhented from the ^original 
^esselii liiem^tves. Otd> one specimea (from layer 2) of regular disc of normal size has 
recovered trom the excavatioo. The discs were presumabty intended to be used as 
gaaang'countm or hopscotch-discs, Apan from these there are six small tablet-iiice 
discs (three Irom Pit 1, two trow Phase B of Period 1 and one from the rampart-fiUmg), 
varying from I'O cm. to I’l cm. in oiumeterand from cm. to *3 cm. in thickness. With 
a sinyc txccptiou* which is grey, all are red, one presexvmg the red slip (pL XJJl A, 14). 

Iherc are four bails (twoeach from Phase B of Period 1 and Pit 1; pi. XLil 
A, lijp all smalt, witli diameters varying trom 2'2 cm. to 1*1 cm. All are red. Slip, it there 
was any, has disappeared. 

Ui imccriam purpose is a urtangular object (from Phase B of Period t) with 
one side &tt and the outer convex ipl. XLU A, 9>. 

i'heic IS a single specunea of the saddle U^om the nunpart-hllingj, with a 
convex bottom, li uses high m from and rear, with obhque incisions on the tidges. A 
band, with a row of pm-hoics, has been applied on the central pan of the concave top 
to serve as the girth vph XLl, i), 

Stoppers number six (iwo each from Phase H of Period 1, Pit I and the 
rampart -hUingj. Particuiarly noteworthy among these is one in the form of a sun-flower 
(pi, ALii, 4; with ten tairly large petals in two layers. The upper petals, all applied, have 
on uicui n»n peuus, ten extant, around a large central rounuel, also applied. Ihe second 
Sloppier (pu ALl, IS conical with a projected flat rim and a central socket on the top 
suiiai.c, h»uui> cyimOfical is the form gi a third stopper. The rem a ini ng spedmens are 
uongauxl comcai (pi. XLl, 7), one uuncaieii at the bonom and the rest with the bottom 
i>uL lor a single spcumch, which is grey, all arc red, two being smoky. Red slip 
IS cxiauL on a single specimen,

Ot the two ear-biuds (ooih tram tnu rampan-tiilmgjt, both reel-shaped and 
of smoky-red colour, one (pL XLl, 2j, 2*1 cm. long and 3 cm. in maximum diameter, is 
absuiuuuy pkun and the other ipL XLl, 6), 1*3 cm. long and 2-1 cm. in maximum diameter 
and ot good workmanship, is decorated with concciuric grooves around a cemrai conical 
pellet on eiuier face, Uic latter slightly concave. Both the raised ends of the latter specimen 
bear indentations, the concave middle also having incised lines. 

An exceptionally wefl-made circular lid (from Phase B of Period 1), possibly 
of a toilei-caskci, b remarkable for Us brilliani polbh and well-burm fabric (pi. XLl. 3J, 
With a slightly^projecied flat dm and 5 cm. in diameter, it has a convex top, the latter with 
groups of line concentric grooves. On the crown is a liny pellet in the centre of a fine ring 
enclosed by a concave circle.

A sinslc hoUow conical object (from Phase B of Period 1), with five gradu¬ 
ally diminishing disc-Uke projections (pi XLII A, lOJ, represents a iinial Both the lop 
and bottom parts are missing. The extant heiglit is i5'2 cm, 

A rouglily-made disc (from Ibe rampart-fillings of coarse fabric. 11-2 cm. 
in diameter (maximum) and 2 cm. thick, with a sloping edge having oblique incisions, is 
perhaps meant to be a ftesh-rubber. The larger face is incised with criss-crossed diamonds 

tpl. XU, 8), . . - 

There is a curioos fragmeni of a hollow shapeless object (Irom Pit 1). Il is 

remarkable for a relief of three rows of coUared beads (pJ. Xl .l l A, 12). 

Set into another fragment (from the rampart-liUing) are extani two rows of 
liny stone pieces (pi. XL B, 20). Stmilar objects were found usually in the level of the 
N. B, P, Ware at Ahiclichhairi^ Rupar, Hastinapuia, Rajgliat and Alamgirpur. Most of 
the better-preserved specimens from these sites arc stiaped like mullcrs. The face bearing 
the stone chips, in some specimens, Ims a worn-out surface due presumably to pro¬ 
longed grinding. 

The surface-finds number ten, of which two are reel-shaped ear-studs, two 
fragments of soUd dabbers (pi. XLU B, 16), two Cragmenis of muUcr-shapcd objects 
(pL XLU B, 19), one stamp with a solar symbol (pJ. XLll B, 18), one fragment of a mould 
(pL XLU B, 17) for ornaments (?), one fragment of a stopper (7) and one fragment of a 
cylindrical objea with a central perforation. The cemral part of die mullcr-shaped objeas 
has parallel ridges, the depressed jwrt having oblique incisions.

D. Stone objecis 

Apart from beads (p. 123) and baiigles(p, 142)^ (here ore Ihtfiy-ojicobjects 
of rocks and mlncraU. It appears that stone, tbough wliliiii a fairly easy reach, was not a 
common medium, albeit minemb were in frequent for luxuiy articles like beads. 
Except tor quems and mullets there are scarcely any domestic arUdes.of daily uat in stone. 
The find of a fragmenEary sloqc-scI tcmicotta object, presumably u multcr (pi. XL B, 
20), reveals that even such objeeb, for which stone is csserittal, were manufactured in 
terracotta^ Uic latter forming the most popular plastic materia), us in Uic riparian plains, 
evidently for its easy traclability. 

Nine (one each from Phase H of Period 1, Pit I, and layer 2, four from the 
rampart•’01 ling and two from the surface) arc fragmentary stubs ofquerns, mostly of flnc- 
gmined sandstone, some of them highl) polished by rubbing. The fragments ’ are al) 
small with the exception of two, Of tliese two, both stool-querns,' one (from Pit 1) 
preserves one of its four legs and the other (from Phase B of Period f) two, these tapering 
legs being roughly a quadrant in cross-s<a;tioji near their root, The one with two tegs extant 
(pLXLIII A, 2) measures25 Sent,(maximumextaht length) 16'2cm. X 14cm. (high). 
It has, near a corner, a shallow circular depression, the latter evidently for holding tiie 
pounded titufi. On its bottom side is a lenticular depresrion which haa no doubt been

caitsed by the sharpening of tools, 'file top surface of this and uljto of most of the oiher 
fnigments is scored with rows of oba 4 Uc tilfokes to make lltc surface uneven for fine 
grinding. These incisions arc often arninged in such a way iJiai tltc assemblage presents 
the appearance of parallel zigzags. 

The mutlers. all in small fragments, are eight In nuntber (one each from 
Phase A and Phase B of Period I, two from the surface and the rest from tlic rampart- 
fillingj. Their cross-sections are varianily circular (pi XLIll A, I), plano-convex and 
oblong (or squarishl The specimen from Phase A of Period 1, obJong or squarish in 
cross-sect ton. ha.s on one of its sides a depression presumably due to its tong use. 

Of special interest arc live rfagmcnls of flat discs (liMj from Phase B of 
Period 1 and the rest from the rampart-filling), remarkable both for their high finish and 
poiish.T\vo of them are liny bits, one uf which raiglil have been a pan of one of three 
larger fragmemv Besides these, there is a tiny fiat piece (from Uie rampart-filling) of 
chalcedony with one lace polished. Wheiltcr it formed part of a disc or not cannot be 
determined at its present state. The diantetcfs of the three larger fragtiicnls, when com- 
ptelc, were 8'65 cm, (pi. XLHl B. 6), 7\1 cm. (pi XLl 11 B. 4) and 5 28 cm. I pi. XLJ11 B, 3), 
their ihicknew being 25 cm., *3 cm, and *6 enurespectively. T heir edge, of varying w jdih! 
is bevelled with an exocllcm finish. Without exception they are fashioned out of white 
agate. That particular core wus taken in Utc selection of the material is slvovs^n by the 
fact that a small section of the thickness coraprismg Uie boliorii pan is op^tque in coniru- 
disiinciion to the upper seclion which is [raiisluccni in aU coses. Evidently, they were 
art ides of some value, though Iheir exad use has not yet been determined. A similuf 
specimen, in chalcedony, was recovered from u hUc level of Period IV at Hastinapura 
where it has been described as a caskct-lkl* These roundels appear similar to the flal 
discs found at Bhir Mound and Sirkup in levels ascribed to the third and second centuries 
B. C.* The discs from TaxLla vary from 5 to 7'6 cm, in diameter and *25 cm. to *5 cm. in 
thickness. According to Marshall, who significantly named the material as porcelain-agate 
for its peculiar sirwture. titcy were intended for inlay-work. At Sirkap were found in a 
store-jar of the Indo-Parthian period three such broken roundels along with other objects 
forming part of the stock-in-iradc of a tupidary or jeweller. 

A single specimen (from Phase B of Period I, pi. XLl (I B, 7), of unidcniiJIcd 
rock, of the ball was found. T^o fragments of tapering rods of slate (one from Pit I and 
the other from the rampart-filling) are circular in seciion; they might have been pans of 
antimony-rods (pi. XLQl B, 5). 

A flat fragmcnl of a bthc-iurned plate (?) (from the rampart-filling), of 
reddish steatite, bears on iis unpolished suirace a series of fine concentric striaiions, 
while on its finished face arc three concentric circular ineiiions near lltc centre and a 
rougldy <joss-sliapecl incisio n near the broken edge (pt. XLl 11 B, y),

Fragments of two small toilet-caskets (7) of mottled steatite were found in 
Phase B of I^n'iod I, One of these has a vertical ttiicmally-bcYclIed nm, recessed from the 
globular body, the tatter'*s lop acting as an oblii(Uc fiatige (pL KLIO B, 11) to receive the 
lid, The other, with a vertical featureless rim, has a hoiizontally-grooved ledge or motddtiig 
projecting from the top of the body (pi, XLIJU B, 10), The third object (from Phase B of 
Period f) of mottled steatite, alw a frag me nt, is miher enigmatiCv It pireseots the 
appearance of a grooved bangle or large ring, s<|uarc in section, with ornate projections 
above and below at intervals (pl> XLIIJ B, 8), The base of one such projection is now 
extant. Tliis base branches into iwo’ the possibility of each divisiaa joining the ring at a 
certain distance in the form of a semicircle is suggested not only by the curvature of 
the available portions, but also by rough parts (indicative of breakage) of the top and 
bottom surface of the ring, otherwise finish. 

The rcraaming specimen (from Pit 1), in white chalcedony, is too damaged 
to be Identified.

E. Beads* 

Considering ihe iimitcdarea under excavation, the number of beads isratlier 
pTolihe. The operation yielded three hundred and scveniy'-six specimens including five 
(one fragmcniaiy) pendants, two plano-convex blocks for cemented eye beads, two partially 
drilled leaves of amethyst (p. 128, foot-note 3J and an undnilcd but polished roughly 
diamond-sltaped tabular topait piece (not illustrated) wliieh migiiias well Itave been used 
for being set in an ornament. Of these finds, one Hundred and durty-Lhree are oi terra* 
cotta, sixty-seven of glass, fifty of bone, ihirty*eiglit ot agate. tweiuy-Ligbt of rock-crystal, 
twenty-one of camelian, nine of chalcedony, seven oi garnet, four of amethyst, tiiree of 
jasper, three of frit and one each of Eopaz, aventurine, citrme, garnciderous micaceous 
gneiss, silver, copper, shell and paste, besides five of unidentified material. Apart from 
these there arc twelve beads picked up from liie surface. Five of them are of tcrracolta, 
two of black opaque j^ss with white spirals, two of blue glass (pi. XL V, 64) and one each 
of cornel^ (pi. XLjV, 27), orange opaque glass and an unidentified material (pL XLV, 
39). I'he most common bcad-niaterial among the minerals is, thus, quartz with iu crystal' 
line and cryptocrystailine vadeues. 

Some of these beads arc unbored indicating thereby that bead-manufacture 
was a local industry. The find of a partly-worked piece of chalcedony (Ifom Phase ti of 
Period 1) and a hexagonal rock-crystal irt its natural formation (from Pit Jj also points to 
the same conclusion. It is evident tliat lapidary art liad attained a fairly iugli level. The 
lapidist exercised judicious seketion of the material within their reach and improved on 
the natural form of the minerals by careful shaping with a sense for propontou and fine 
poUshing. They excelled not only in caboclion’cuis but in faceted cuts which brought out 
to marked advantage the colour and brillumcy of the material. Thus, some mmeraJs like 
green jasper and garnet, which arc of deep colour and appear almost drab when cut In 
the ordinary way, were usually given faceted cuts (pt. XLV, 69 ami 7u), which eniuinced 
their attraoivenm and consequent value. Agate was frequently fashioned m such curved 
surfaces as would display the banding elfecuvely. The bead-maker also exhibited a keen 
sense of decoration and great skid m the manufacture of etched heads (pj. XLlV, i to li) 
of chalcedony, agate and carnehan, oemented eye beads (pL XLiV, 2i to 26> of chalcedony 
and agate, gla^ beads with spirals (pi. XLIV, lb to Is) ana longiiuuinul stripes (pi. XLJ v, 
14 and 13) and grooved beads (pL XLIV, 19 to 22) oi bone and silver. Special types ol 
pendants like the sword (pL XLl V, 29), dagger (pL XLiv , il/ and auimal-cJuw or -tooth 
(pL XLIV, 30) were presumably intended lo avert evils. Similur niagicai powers might also 
have been ascribed to the eye beads. The perforation in the mineral beads is usually fine, 
the drilhng being from both ends in many cases,

11ic>. however, bear enough wiiness to the fULt that bcaU'nuikiiig was 
II svcll-esiablishcd iiid Lisir\' from I he very beginning of the habitation at this i^iruciiliir 
area. Specimens of etched beads, cemented eye beads and glass beads w ith spirals and 
stripes have not been obiamcd from this Phase, wluch may be purely accidental. 

I he total number of the etched beads, nine in agate, eight in cameliati. 
three in cliakedony and one in indeterminate muuriaU* is iwcniyHinc inchiding a sjtocimen 
l,pL XLI V, h> with four inconspicuous zonal grooves, ihc latter perliaps due to ihc QaKiag 
of the applied colour. In dghtceen ol these the pwiieriis are in white on nattira) back- 
inoiind and in one tpl. XLIV, 4j, the tlcsigti. in black, is on the whitened surface. Die 
remaining one (pi XLJV. 10), a taiher wonv-oui specimen, bears on its naiirral surface 
pattern in greenish black, didhsed with greyish white. Whether this disotdoiirution is 
tiue lo some emattcous factor in the course of use, lo die ledmiquc of hlack-on-white 
or to the use of black alone Im not been determined b> chemical analysis. If it is a case 
of bJack-on-whiie, then the black has uiTcctcd the while completely, iitdicaiing thereby 
ail alleration of the technique. If the tliird altcrnaLivc holds good, w-o have to itssumc 
that the black was not mixed properly with the result il luis spread, producing an unequal 
distribution of the colour. In dial ca.se all the three processes Tor etching used to lie piac- 
listd here, InddcntaMy, il may be menlioned that one (not illustrated) of ihc agate beads, 
a splterictd specimen with Hatlcued ends, which Ita.s slightly ciuved zonal bands in dark 
brown and hluisli white, bears round tlie hole-ends pnichcs of black, distinctly cmcklcd. 
In case tltc colour is not natural, the bead was presumably tnicnded for iin eye bead by 
lilt third process of etching. Most of the patterns have a fairiy wide distribution both In 
space and time.* The most popular motif seems to have been a large number of plain 
while sjHJts, in minuk dots or dashes, all over the spUtrical body, represented by nine 
examples. In six of them ifour. three m red agate and one in camelian, from tite filling of 
the mud rampart and two, one in pink agate and the other in browmsh-white chalcedony, 
from layer 2) the spots am arranged in concciitrit; circles, the number of the latter varying 
from fivxf 10 oigtn (pi. XLIV, l), in two (both, one m red agate and the other in comclian, 
from Pit I) the arrangement is spiral (pL XLIV, 2> and in the remaining nimh (in carne- 
liaa, rrotri Pit 1) may be discerned something approaching a pattern nuide by four sets of 
double convex tines (in dashes) converging a: ihc extremities and enclosing two dashes 
within the resultant lenticular comparuticnis fpl. XLIV, 3). Four of these beads sliow 
under a powerful magnifying glass minute natural spoLS of deeper red tinge, one having

Cylinder disc circular is the form of the shell bead (from Pit I; 

pL XLV,40). 

The specimen (from Pit 1) in white paste is liny and short cylinder circular 
(pi. XLV*42). 

Though the bone beads are quite abundant, a few atone are interesting. 
The commonest shape, spherical with two ends slightly flattened, is represented by as many 
as thirty-one specimens (four from Phase A of Period 1, one each from Phase B of Period 
I and the rampart-fitling and the rest from Pit !). Other ordinary sbapies are' splicricat. 
five (two from the rampart-fiUing and the rest from Pit l>; short oblate circular, two 
(both from Pit i); obtale ellipiKaJ. two (one each from Pliase A of Period T and Pit I); 
short truncated bicone circular, three (all from Pit 1): and long bjirreJ circular, two (both 
front Pit 1), Of the remaining five beads, all groo\‘cd, Lhree (two from Phase B of Period I 
and one from Pit f) are long inconspicuously barrel circular; all of tlicm are spirally 
grooved clockwise (pi. XLIV, 20). The fourth (from Phase A of Period I) is short tnin- 
cated convex circular, grooved horizontally and resembles an mtalaku (pi. XLIV, 21), 
while the fifth (front the rampart-filling) is short cylindrical cifcular w'ilh. a central 
groove (pi. XLIV, the whole reminisoeni of the vertebra. Most of the bone beads 
arc chiselled with fine finish and a few have a black surface, 

Of the excavated glass beads, black opaque accounts for thirty-one: shellac- 
red opaque, five; green, twelve; bluish green, four; greenisli blue, two; greyish blue, two; 
light blue, six; traffic blue, one; French blue, two; azure blue, one; and orange opaque, 
one. Among the black opaque beads, thineen (two from the surface, three from Pit I and 
eight from liic rampm-filling) bear while threads and four (one from layer 2 and the rest 
from the rarapart-fiUing) alternating red and white threads (pi. XLIV, 18). A microscopic 
examination of the small pieces of two of these beads shows that the seemiogiy black is 
actually deep green to transmitted light. Tlie white and red threads do not penetrate deep 
into the matrix, The threads are usuallyarranged in clockwise spirals, the latter with one, 
one and a half or two turns (pLXLTV, 17), while in a few the threads are in roughly inverted 
S-$haped curl with ends near the hole-ends (pL XLIV. 16), The number of threads is fourin 
the case of the beads with redand white threads and is three in the caseof beads with white 
threads with the exception of one which has Jour. The shape of these beads shows little 
variation, bcingetther spheroid orellipsuid circular. Six beads (all from the rampart-filling) 
iiave longitudinal stripes in red. In some cases the stripes are irregularly spaced and in 
two beads the stripes occur also on the inner face of the hole. Tltc red colour is flush 
with the black. Two of these beads are fragnijeniary, and here the red colour is seen not 
penetrating deep into the matrix. Two beads are spheroid (pi. XLIV, IS), one is standard 
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cylindrica] circular and three are sjiorf oWatc circular <pl. XI TV J 4). One of live heads 
nf the last group has the four stripes on a half of the surface* the other half having a cirrvlaf 
cfeiwtssfon which might have held coloured glass other than hlack for acting as an eye.

Of the green glass heads, one ffrem the rampart-filling) is in pieces. Seven 
(one each from Phase B of Period 1 and layer 2. two from Pit 1 and thTXje from the ram- 
part-fiTling), all translucent, are spheroid, but unhored, two fboth translucent, hut one 
wnth black patches, from the rampa rt-fi 11 ingl short truncated hiconc circular (one with two 
whitish radial tines fpl, Xl.V. 53) and one ffrom Pit 11, tramloceni, long barrel circular. 
The remaining one ffrom Pit 1). nearly transparent, is a fine curved pendant fpl. XTTV, 
30) representing perhaps the animal-claw or -tooth. 

Among the hliiish-grcen glass beads, one ffrom Phase A of Period t) is 
short oblate ctmilar, the second ffrom Phase B of Period 1) standard bicone cmrular. the 
third (from the rampart-fiflingl long inconspicuously barrel hexagonaU and the fourth 
(from Pit 1) conical bottom portion of a pendant with square cross-section. The third 
bead is almost transparent and others are tTanstucenl, 

Of the two grecnish-blue glass beads, both translucent, one ffrorn Pit 1) 
is a tiny spherical bead and the other (from layer 21 oblate circular, 

TJie two greyish-blue glass beads (both from the ramparl-lilling, one frag¬ 
mentary). both translucent, are oblate circular with red longitudinal stripes, three on the 
intact specimen and two preserved on the fragmentary. The rod, which is flush with blue, 
does not penetrate deep into the matrix. 

Out of the six bright light-blue (like pastel-blue) glass beads, aB translucent, 
one (from Pit I) is absolutely in tiny particles, the second (from the rampart-fillingl a 
small fragment, the third (from the ram part-fill ingl short oblate circular, and the remain¬ 
ing three (all from the rampart-fillingl spheroid; one of the spheroid beads has on its 
Burface a circutar depression which might have contained a patch of other colour. 

The traflic-blue glass bead (from the rampurt-filling), translucent, is 
spheroid. The same colour is represented by a surface find which Ls short oblate circular, 
or the two glass specimens of Freceb blue colour, both translucent, one 
(from Pit I) is standard cylindrical circular and the other (from Phase A of Period T 1 is 
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spherical and uobored. From the surface is collected a portion of a long cylindrical square 
bead (pU XLV» 64), 

The translucent azure^blue glass bead (from layer 2) is oblate circular. 

The orange opaque glass bead (from Pit I) is oblate disc circular onmitaf 
(pi. XLV, 41), A similar bead « collected from the surface. 

The composition of all the three frit beads seems to be quartz^grains. One 
(from Phase A of Period I) of them, brownish while, is long ellipsoid circular, the second 
(from Phase B of Period 1), green, spheroid and the third (from Phase A of Period I) 
also spheroid. The last, an unbored specimen, has a greenish matrix below the whitish 
surface which has disintegrated considerably. 

The most popular form in tciracolta is vase-shaped, tepresented by as many 
as ninety-seven specimens, excluding three from the surface, The shape varies: iwenty-fwo 
(three from Phase B of Period f. eleven from Pit I, one from the surface and the test from 
the rampart-filling) have a disc-like rim, a constricted neck and a Inincated conical profile 
(pi. XLV!, 72). fourteen more (two from Phase 0 pf Period 1. one each from Pit I and 
layer 2 and the rest from the rampart-filling) having the rim-end concave; four (one from 
Pit I and the rest from the rampart-filling) a disc-tike rim and a truncate! conical profile 
without a neck, further four (two from Phase B of Period I and one each from Pit I and 
the rampant-filling) having the rim-end concave (pi. XLVT, 73); six (one each from the 
surface and layer 2 and four from the rampart-fillmg) an inconspicuous disc-like rim and a 
truncated convex profile without neck (pi. XLVl, 75); five (one from Phase A of Period I 
and the rest from the rampart-filling) a prominent disc-tike rim, an inconspicuous neck 
and truncated convex profile (pL XLVI, 78), one of these having the rim-end concave; 
five (one each from Phase A of Period I and the rampart-filling and the rest from Pit 1) 
a collared rim and a truncated convex profile without neck (pi, XLVl, 76); ten (five from 
Pit f, four from the rampart-filling and one from the surface) a collared rim and truncated 
convex conical profile without a neck, three of thesehavingtherim-end concave (pL XLVl, 
77): three (one each from Phase B of Period I, Pit 1 and the rampart-filUng) a collared rimand 
a truncated conical profile without a neck (pi.

XLVT, 83); and one (from the rampart-filling) a large disc-like rim (end concave), 
a constricted neck and a prommcntly-truncated cylindrical profile (pi, XLVl, 84), With 
the exception of four beads which are grey, all are red, the colour varying from dull-red

F, Bangles 

The material commonly used for bangles is terracotta which accounts for 
as many as one hundred and seventy-one excluding three from the surface. One <fTom 
Pit I) of these, plano-convex in section, is too small for a bangle and most probably served 
ns a finger-ring. None of ih^ is complete. Made of fine clay, they are usually well-burnt^ 
though a few have a grey core due to indirterent firing. The only decoration, which, evi¬ 
dently, had a mass appeal, consists of a scries of oblique mcLsioos fpl. XL Vi I A. 1-4), 
on two sides of the outer face, fn some cases, usually on one face only, the incised part is 
So broad ihin tlie narrow ponion between the mcisions stands out in relief (ph XLVIl A, 
3). These incisions do not appear to have been made individually, at least m most cases. 
Isome sort of stamp, possibly m tltc form of a Full ring or segment, was used For the pur¬ 
pose, as attested by the sunken area of the design* in some well-preserved fragmcnia, 
which resulted in raising the top in the form of a rib (pi. XLVIl A. 2), The number of 
such bangles with file-edged sides is one hundred and twelve. Oul of these mnety-four ^ 
(two from Phase A of Period I, twenty-five from Phase B of Period I, iweniy-four JVom 
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Pit 1, forty-one from the mm part-fill iflg and I wo from layer 2) am plano-convex (pL 
XLVIT A. !-3>, though in some cases the stamping has affected the form considerably, 
as a result of which some arc plano-conicat. a few' nearly (nangular and gome with sides 
inconspicuously concave fpl. XLVTI A. 2). The remaining eighteen fftve from Phase B of 
Period I, one from Pit I and twelve from the rampart-filUng) are circular in section (pi. 
XLVIT A, 4). Twenty-eight specimens (two each from Phase B of Period 1 and Pit 1 and 
the rest from the rampart«filling') are plain plano-convex. As most of them arc badly 
worn out, one is not sure of ilie file-edged d^oratton which several of them might have 
borne ongjnally. Further twenty-eight (one each from Phnsc B of Period I and layer 2 and 
the rest from the rampart-filling) arc plain and of circular .section fpl. XLVIT A, 6). The 
remaining two (one from Phase A of Period I and the other froin Pit 1) are also plain 
but with the outer face bevelled to sides and of triangular section (pi. XLVTI A, 5). 

Bangles of other materials are rtlatively very few* The number of bone 
bangles is only seven, all fragments. All of them are plain band-like* three (two from 
Phase A of Period 1 and one from Pit 1), I’t cm., *R5 cm. and -9 cm. wide, with oblong 
section (pi, XLVfl A, 7), one (from Pit 1), *72 cm. wide, with oblate section, one (from 
Pit 1), *85 cm. wide, with one of the inner ed^s slightly bevelled but otherw'ise of oblong 
section (pi. XLVTI A, S), one (from Phase A of Period D, ’5 cm. wide, roughly oblong with 
the central part of the top surface inconspicuously ridged by mild chamfering of the 
adjoining surface (pi. XLVTI A, 9) and the last (from Phase A of Period T>, '45 cm. wide, 
with outer face bevelled to sides and triangular section (pL Xl.VTT A, 10). AH the fragments 
are well-finished and polished, some having dark-brown colour. 

Shell is the material for a single fragmentary specimen (from Pit 1). Tt is 
in the form of a broad band wath a narrow projecting flange on cither edge of the outer 
face (pi. XLvn A, t2>( the overall width being 2' I cm. The depression between the flanges 
might have been intended for metal-plating. 

Chalcedony and agate, both white, are represented by five fragmentary 
specimens (one from Phase B of Period I, one from t he section-scraping of layers compris¬ 
ing Phases A and B of Period I and three from Pit 1). Three of these have incipient paral¬ 
lel bandings and one a fine circular band in chocolate colour* Remarkable for excellent 
polish, all of them are plain and oblong in section fpl. XLVIT A. 11), their widths being 
t'l cm., '75 cm*. *65 cm., -64 cm. and *5 cm. 

There are pieces of only six bangles of glass, of which two arc tiny pieces 
in bluish green; the one from Pit I is plano-comi'ex, while the second from Phase A of 
Period I is a fragmentary bit which might as welt have formed part of objects other than 
bangles. Tlie third specimen (from the rampart-filling), translucent and of greenish blue, 
is irregularly slmped, the section being oblong at some parts and plano-convex at others 
(pi, XLVn A, 13). The itMnaiaiug three are black opaque. Two of these (one from layer 2 
and thc^olhcr from layer I) are p)ano-<x>nvex. while the third (from layer 1) broad band- 
like (M cm. wide) vdih the central part of the top surface concave and the coiresponding

The other (front Pit I) is a fine wire passing through the perforation of a 
tiny cup-shaped cigJit-petallcd flower,' in amet hysl. of cxccllenr colour and superb finish 
fpf. XLVII B, f).Thc1oportheflowerisconcave, the bottom side being truncated conical, 
The wire appears to have Fteen fashioned by a flaitish band entwined cablewise. The 
spcetnwn presumably served as a ring for the ear or nose*

The number of copper objects is fony-seven, of which one is a bead fo. 129;

Six are rings. Three of these Jtrc fairly well-preserved; one (from Phase A 
of Period f) of round s^ion is open on one side (pj. XLVII I, 1), so that it could be 
enlarged when dipping ti on round the finger; the other two(one each from layers t and2), 
iilwi intended for finger, are oblong in seciion. one being djstinguisheil by oblique indsions 
extant round one edge fpl. XLVIll, 2). Of the remaining three, one (from Phase B of 
Period I) is a badly worn thin fragment. Tlw other (wo (one from Phase B of Period J and 
the other from Pit I) have each a flattened head fpl. XLVni. 3). Both of them arc i^o 
worn that the entire portion excepting the flattened part has become thin like a wire 

with an opening, raising a doubt about their use as a finger-ring or a ring for the 
ear or nose.

A curved wire (from Phase B of Period 11 round in 
smion but with one end flattened, looks like a ftsh-hook (pi XLVfTl 9). l^hether it 
was barbed or unbarbed cannot be definitely said due to the damaged boiioin end. li may 
be noted that the fisheries of the Banganga are fairly rich at present. Of indeterminate 
use is a flattish curved rod-like Fragment (from Phase B cF Period I) which possibly 
formed pan of some other object. 

The remaining copper objects (five from Phase B of Period T. nine From the 
rampart-fitling and eleven from Pit 1) arc mere shapeless fragments. Noteworthy amongst 
them are three specimens (one from Phase B of Period I and two from the rampan-filting) 
with copper pins as rivets. One of these has rivetted to it an ovalish auachment. also of 
copper (pt. XLVm, 13). Ir has one more rivet attached to it and a perforation for 
another. A few of the fragments might have been pans of vessels. 


(jv) Bronze 

The number of bronze objects is only three. One (from Pit I) is a vase, of 
which the splayed-out featureless rim and a portion of the neck areexiant (plXLVITI, 14). 
Traces of a rivetted object below the edge of the rim are indicative of a contrivance for 
suspension. Along with this arc found several flat pieces. In case they formed part of 
this very vase, the latter had a flat base. Tlie second (from Pit 1) is the fragment of a 
small shallow bowl with a Featureless rim and sloping sides s^rply cannated to a convex 
base (pi. XLVIIl 12). The third (from the rampart-fiUmg) is a piece of wire of round

Iron objects number two hundred and thirteen, of which one hundred and 
fifty-tUiee (five from Phase A of Period I, fifty-three from Phase B of Period I. thirty- 
seven from Pit 1, fifty-one from the rampart-filling, six from layer 2 and one from the 
section-scraping) are nails, two hooks (one from the ranipart-fllling and the other from 
layer 1), five chisels (one each from Phase A of Period I, Pit I and layer 1 and two from the 
rampart-filling), two spear-heads (one from Phase A and the other from ® 

Period 1), two arrow-heads (one from Pit I and the other from the rampart-fining),o!w 
small dagger (?) (from Phase B of Period 1). one a long heavy bar with ring-like ends 
(from the rampart-filling), one link (7) of a chain (from Phase A of Period 1) and one frag¬ 
ment of a hollow tubular object (from the rampart-filling). The rest (seven from Phase A 
of Period I, twenty-two from Phase B of Period t. seven from Pit I, six from the tampan- 
filling. one from layer 2 and two from layer 1) arc either so much rusted ^d coated wth 
earth' or fragmentary that their exact nature and form are not apparent. Several of them 
might have been fragments of nails. A few are fragments of flat wide bands. One (from

Tire large number of nails indicates copious wooden constructions, These 
nails are of manifold sizes- Tlie longest specimen (from Phase B of Period I), nearly 2 cm. 
wide and 1*5 cm. thick immediately below the licacJ, is !6'5 cm. (without the pointed end 
which is broken). One (from therampart-filUnglor ihe smallest is 2*4 cm. high, its diameter 
Immediatcty below the head being *3 cm. EQually varied are their forms. The shanks of 
the large and medium-sired specimens are mostly oblong (exceptionally squarish or cir¬ 
cular) In section, their heads, projecting at all directions to the right angles of the shankt 
being usually oblong (pi, XLIX. 1). irreguluriy oblong or ova! (pi. XLFX, 2) and rarely 
squarish or circular. The small nails have generally circular shanks and projected circular 
or heads (pi, XUX.7 and ?>; some of these arc stunted wUh conical shanks and targe 

heads (pL XLIX. 10>, while others have normal heads and vertical shanks tapering near 
the point (pi. XLIX, 7). The heads in most cases are flat and very rarely knobbed (pi. XLIX. 
6 and #). Three (all from i.hc ramptirt-filling) small specimens have tapering shanks, 
square in section, with a fiat square cop without any projection (pi. XLFX, 5), The lower 
portions of many are curved. In some cases this bending (pi. XLIX, 2) is. no doubt, 
accidental and caused by hammering itself when they were driven into the wood. But the 
very prominent bending in other cases appears to have been intentional. The modem 
practice of bending the left-out bottom part of the naJI, to ensure firm fixing and immov¬ 
ability, was, evidently, in vogue in andenf days as well. In such eases the bending usually 
is either at right angles (pi, XLTX, 4} or U-shaped (pi. XLIX, 3); in the former case the 
bent part is expected to stick fast to the back side of tbe wood-work: m the latter case 
the point enters into the plank again. 

Both the hooks are smalland of circular sect ion with oneend flattened (pi. L,2t). 

The longest chisel (front the rampart-filling), 13*7 cm. long, is a round bar, 
tapering gradually from the lop downwards to a flattened and splayed single-slope cutting- 
edge (pi. L, 15). Tbe others ore oblongish. the one (10*5 ent, long) from Phase A of 
Period I being the best preserved (pi. L. II), The latter, with a smaller width near the 
top and slightly sloping sides, has a splayed double-slope cutting-edge. Tu maximum' 
thickness is near the middle port. The specimen (6'S cm. long) from Pit I is slightly wider 
near the flat head, the cutting-edge being broken (pi. L, 14). The fourth chisel (from 
layer 1, 2*2 cm. long), is oblong with a double-slope cutting-edge.

The arrow-head from Pit 1 is leal-shaped with a double lang (pt. L, 19)- 
The bottom end of the tang and the point aic broken. The othei is triargnlar in shape and 

lenticular in section with a flattened tang (pi. L, 18). 

Of unusual type is the heavy rod, 2'7 cm. square at the middle pari, resembl¬ 
ing a spanner with its semicircular ends (pi, L, 13). Its overaU extant length b 30'7 cm. 
In case the ends were complete rings, which appears lo have been very likely, on account 
of the signs of breakage at the open ends, the specimen might have been a pan of a heavy 
chain for strong animals like elephants.

H. Bone and ivory objects 

Leaving aside the beads (pp, 129 and 135) and bangles (pp, 142 and 143). 
Uicre are lwtnt>-tlirec miscellaneous bone objects. Most of them are fragmentary so that 
ik correct tdcniificaiion is not possible in a few' cases in the absence of both ends, 

1 our of these arc arrow-heads, They fall into three varieties: (i) with both 
ends feinted without any appreciable diflercncc between the point and the lang, both the 
umg and fUint being roughly dreutaj in section (two. one from Phase B of Period I and 
the other from Pit I: pi. LI, 1); fU) with elongated conical point and a fairly well-defined 
tapering ung. circular in section (one, firom Pit I; pi. U, 2); and (iii) witha trilateral point 
(one. lang broken from Phase B of Period 1; pt. LI. 3). 

Five (one each from Phase A and Phase B of Period 1. one from layer 2 
and two from the rampart-fllling) look like styU. Four of these are small fragments, and 
two out of these might have been parts of arrow-heads as well. The butts are both 
circular and flattened (pi. LI, 4), 

Two (one from Phase B of Period I and the other from Pit 1) are cap-tike 
sockets with a circular section and vertical sides, the unperforated end being conical

(pi. LI. 9). Tlicir leoglhs are 3*98 cm, and 1'51 cm, They were, evidently, intended for 
securing the pointed end of such objects like stylk 

There are fragments of five antimony-rods (one each from Pii 1 and the 
rampart-filling and the rest from Phase » of Period 1). circular in seciiom None of them 
preserve both the ends. One of the ends of two weU-fiaished specimens is slightly conical 
(pL LI. 6), while that of a third is pointed. The longest fragment is 9-20 cm.; with top 
missing, it is inconspicuously tapering with a fiat bottom (pi. LI, 5). 

Of uncertain use is a roughly-fioished rod-Ukc fragraem (from Phase B of 

FOriod 0. oblong or squarish in section. 

Of special interest is the fragment of a circular rod lipped with a disc (from 
Phase B of Period 1). It was presumably used for pulling a mark on forehead (pU LI, 7). 

Two tabular blocks (one from Phase A of Period 1 and the other from Pit 1) 
have a circular perforation. But they caimol be regarded as beads, as the face bearing the 
incised lines will be covered in case they are used us beads. The squarish one (p), LI, 13J 
has two diagonals crossirtg each other with the perforation at the junction and a third 
line touching one of the ends of the diagonals. The oblong one (pi LI. 12) has two parallel 
incised lines, one above iind the other below the pcfforaiion on one of its broad faces. 
This face and also three narrow fuces are fmished. The partly-finished rear face is concave 
in the middle, while the Ibuiih narrow face is in two planes, the recessed part finished and 
the projected part rough due to breakage. 

Two fragmeuts of a disc, 8*66 cm. in diameter, were found in Pit 1, Its top 
surface is slightiy concave and is distinguished by broad mdentations, resembling in form 
finger-tip decoration, around the edge (ph LL. lU). 

Also represented by a single fragmentary specimen is a long cylindrical 
object of mdelerminatc use (from Phase B of Period 1;, squarish m section. Tnc extant 
short face and two of the longer faces are combed with six grooviiigs (pi. LI. t4j. The 
short face is slightly convex and might have been intended for incising concentric lines on 

wheel-turned or iathc-iunicd objects. 

The remaining object (from Pit 1) is the fragment of a small bad (pi. Li, 11), 

The number of ivoiy objects is seven, of which six (one each from Phase B 
of Period 1 and layer 2 and the rest from the fampart-fillingj appear to have been fragments 
of styii. The remaining one (from the rampart-filling) is curved like the tusk of an elephant 
(pL LI. g). 

The bone and ivory surface-finds number twenty-one. all of which are small 
bits of either siyli or airow-heads,

1. Glass objects 

The number of glass objects, other than beads (p. 129) and bangles (p, 142), 
is only eight, all fragments. With the eaception of a tiny flat piece (from layer 2) of trans¬ 
parent bluish-green ^ass, all (three each from Pit 1 and the rampart-iilling and one from 
layer 2) ate black opaque with a fairly thick section. Five of these, if not all, are de^tely 
piftef* of small shallow bowls with almost straight or slightly slanting sides and incon¬ 
spicuously convex bottom. The diameter of one (pi. XLVH C, 1), with nearly strai^t 
sides, which preserves a small part of the base, is 5*7 cm. at the lop, its height being 1'8 cm. 
The tiniest one (pi. XL VII C, 2) of this ^oup has somewhat sloping sides and measures 
2'5 cm. in djameto' at the top wd L5 cm, in height.

AUing iljino encounteredlUOiKOlta roof'-tiles. Unfortunately, from the fragments recovered 
it has not been possible to find out either the full length or the breath. The maximum 
available length and breadth respectively 22-5 cm. and 16-5 cm.,' the average thickness 
being 2 cm. 

While some tiles were indifferently baked, others were welUbumt. In the 
matrix was often used a profuse quantity of husk. The fabric was usually coarse. 

The tiles seem to have been oblong. Along one of the edges ,or the entire 
length of one side, which was otherwise flat, ran a wide channeL The latter's back side was 
curved near the edge. Flanking the other longer edge of the back side were deep furrows, 
usually two, of wliich the outermost seemed to liave run the entire length. Ttese furrows 
were most probably made by Angers. Near one of the shorter sides in several fragments 
was found a circular perforation. Evidently, there was a sec^d hole by its side, The other 
shorter end sipped to a thinner section. This type of tiles was manufactured most probably 
in the manner mentioned by P, C. Mukherji.^ The channel was absent in a single fragment, 
where the concerned edge was raised with a slight slant, the back part of this portion being 
curved as usual. The exact shape and pattern of this particular specimen, which also 
contained a holc« could not be determined.

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1V._EXCAVATI0N AT KODAN 
I. PREVIOUS EXPLORATIONS AND NOTICES 

The carJiesi notice of Kodan U by A< Filhrex. The ruins of Kraku^ 
chchbanda’s natal city, s^e Fuhrer, * *&i!e Btiil exisung between the modem fiUages of Lori* 
kf-kiidfin and Gophv^ about 2 miles south-west of Tauliljvi, and about Similes soulh>we$t 
ot the Siiitagar or Suioagar S&gor* near which stood the southern gate of Kapilavastu. 
Xhe three sidpos and monasteries manuoned by Fa Hie n and Hiuen Tsiang are still visible 
and Krakuccoanda's Nirvlioa Sthpa, standing in the middle of the village of Go\ihvS, 
still rises to a height of about eighty feet/*' 

in tblKf P. Cl Mukherji visited the place.' 'About a mile east of the village 
of Gutivh and about Ix mile west of Taulivh b Loii-Ktidin, on the east of which is a row 
of four ancient mounds, north to souUu The northernmost appeared to be a Stupa of 
solid brick-work, still about 30' high, of which the superficies was covered with plasters, 
and concrete as is still visible on the top* On three sides of it bricks have been lemoved 
long ago by a Bubajit who erected his huts here. The next mound, just south ol it, is the 
largest and higbcst of all the lour, it has a compound wall on the four sides, which bad 
been removed some years ago. Ascending about 20 feet, 1 saw andiher wail, from which 
bricks are being removed by the villagers. Going up further, a third wall was Imceable 
on the sunumt adout <10' high from ground levcL Here terracotta elephants and horses 
ore dedicaied to the spirit ot JLori Ahir, who, the local legend says, was a great giant and 
used to leap from one mound to the others. On the east of this mound is an andenl tank, 
full of lotus plants. 

'The third mound is a low one, about 250 feet south of the largest one. The 
walls of a room arc iraoeable here. 

‘^The fourth mouiul appears to be a structure of solid bnck-work, on which 
a modern temple sacred to Siva has been raised by the villagers. On the south of 
the temple the line of the ancient platform is clearly vkible. 

‘These mounds are worth excavation, as being very promising of resulU; 
and 1 have reasons to believe that the largest mound will turn out to be the debris of an 
important rnonumem, most probably a Buddhist monastery.*

mViOVS EXFtORAnONS AHD HCTtCES'S 


The next troticc of thii site is by General His Highness Prinoe KJmdga 
Sumsher Jung Rana Baliadiir.' tahari Kudan * *oontains three mined stupas, one of which 
is rcmaffcably large. These three ruins lie On the aides of a tank, which itself was nivst ^ 
probably the site of another min, and was excavated by persons in search of treasure 
trove. The biggest one lies on the west side and is nearly 24 feet high with two divisions— 
probably site of two San«brauias\ the other, nearly I! feet high, is topped with an octa¬ 
gonal temple, in which there is a phallic linga. called Na^shwara Mahadec; the third* 
which is the smallest, is only four feet high, and is in the middle of the other two. In the 
south-east comer ofthe tank, three yards off the biggest min, lies a piece of small red stone, 
half irnmersed in water, which undoubtedly seems to be a piece of the ill-fated Asoka 
pillar of Gotihawa. 

The place must have derived its name from the Kudon, i.e., jumpifig 
of Lohora-Lagiida, in other words, of Buddha, and it must have been the place 
where Buddha held athletic spons; if not. the place belonged to his Costkis, i.c., 
relatives/ 

Major W, Vost, conning the descriptions by P, C, Mukherfi and Prince 
Khadga Sumshcr Jung Rana Bahadur, identified (11 the northernmost mound with the 
stupa adjoining the spot where Ibe elephant (thrown by Gautama Buddha! falling on the 
ground caused a deep and wide ditch*, fii) the next mound (the largest) with the rrmains 
of die two temples (one with the Tcpresentation of Gautama and the other with the 
likeness of YaSodharS and RShuIa) which Hiuen Tsang saw by the side of the hasti- 
gnrtt, fiii) the third one with the site of the school-room of Gautama and (iv) the 
fourth mound (on which an octagonal temple still stands) with 'the remains of the temple 
which lay without the south gate (of Kapitavastu), and contained a representa¬ 
tion of a sick man*. The tank has tentatively been identified by Vost with the 
hasti-'garm (pit caused by the fall ofthe elephant).* 

All these presumptions have* however, been proved baseless by the exca¬ 
vation, though* one must admit, the configuration of three of these mounds presented the 
appearance of stupas co vered under the shioud of debris. 


2. THE SITE 

About 2 km. to the south-west of Taulihawa, nearly 2 km. to the north-east 
of Ootihawa (p, 228), where there exists in situ the lower portion of an ASokan pillar, and 
about ll km. to the east of the ancient habitatton-site of Pipii (p. 208) is a group of four

Siiohratgarli road Tltese mouiids (ph LI I) are located on the banks of a large ancient 
tank (pi. LVI)—two each respectively on the sonthem and western banks, 

3. THE MOUNDS 

Of the two mounds on ihc south bank, the one adjouiing the Tauhhawa- 
Shohratgarh road bears on its top an octagonal temple facing west (pi. LlII), The 
enshrined /Wgu seems to be older than the temple, the taller hardly two centuries old. 
The mound itself contains the ruins of a brick temple, as seen from two scrapings. The 
scraping near the base of its north face revealed a moulded but uncarved facing (pi. LTV), 
cvidenlly of the platform. The brickwork, in mud mortar, was fine. Immediately by its 
side but at a higher level near the extant top facing was found a broken tiAga (extant height 
33 cm.), Us lower ponion octagonal and upper portion (21 cm. high), with a con vex top. 
circular <pl. LV A), It is made of sandstone of light'yellowish colour with mauvish patches. 
The second scraping was made near the top of the mOund immediately to the south of 
the modem temple. The partially-exposed wall (pi. LV B), presumably of the temple pro¬ 
per, was both moulded and carved, the carvings being closely analogous to those of 
Temple 1 (p, 165), Thus, the exposed top course had a honeycomb pattern, below which 
and separated by a recess was a cyma carved with petals, each alternating with a group of 
three leaves. Below this was a torus. Separated from it by a recessed course was again a 
cyma with petals, tludemeath this was a projected band carved with diamonds, each 
aliemating with a drcle. The courses below were not exposed. There were also insets 
Felievtng the torus and the cbuim above. One of these insets was alone exposed. It was 
carved with an ornate vase. The carved brickwork was coated with lime plaster (p. 183, 
sample no. I) which was also cm'ved. 

To its west-nonli-west is the second mound, a very low one. It contains the 
ruins of a brick structure, almost in the last stage of decay. 

Located on the west bank of the tank, the third mound (pt. LVI), about 
8 m. high, was at once the largest and the highest. On it$ top was a large tamarind tree, 
below which was in worship SSmai-devI, represented by two semicircular earthen lumps. 

The fourth mound fpL LVn), the northemmosi. immediately to the north 
of the third, was second in dimensiom. The ba,ses of these two mounds almost touched 
each other (pt, LIT). 

On account of the trees which had grown on the third mound and which 
were auctioned to a contractor who took two months to remove them, excava¬ 
tion could not be undertaken at the third mound in the begirming. So the trenches 
were laid first on the fourth mound and extended afterwards to the third, which,

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consequently, could not be excavated Fully For want of time, Tlie excavation Ipl. XV, 
section at A*B of fig, 32) at these two mounds revealed three firrnctuTes (fig. 52) — two 
brick temples of considerable dimensions, referred to hereafieras Temple t and Temple 2, 
and a well respectively uneanltcd in tlie third mound, the fourth (northernmos!) mound 
and the intervening slope between the two mounds, 

4. STRATIGRAPHY ^ 

I 

Stratification shows that the well (p, 163,1 was the earliest to have come into 
existence and was followed shortly In its wake by Period f of Temple 1 (p, 164), 
the latter exposed in the third mound, Botli these structures seemed to fiave formed 
parts of one scheme. The well provided the water necessary for the building of Temple 1, 
as the tank was yet to come up. Temple 2 (p, 172), the smaller of the two temples and 
exhumed out of the fourth mound, followed Temple 1 though after a lapse of time. The 
tank was the offshoot of the constructions of the temples which demanded huge quantity 
of earth not only for the mortar and bricks, but also for the extensive filling-material 
(p, 165). This material was invariably yellowish clayey earth having kmkor nodules— 
the composition of the top layer of the natural soil here. 

When Temple 1 got ruined, a second temple was bulli on its plinth mostly 
with the bricks recovered from the debris of the earlier temple, 

5. CHRONOLOGY 

The dales of the structures are uncertain for lack of the definiteiy-datable 
objects like inscriptions. No doubt. Fragments of two images have been found, but they 
are too defaced to be dated accurately, The image of Mahlshasummajidini <p, 164; 
pi LXXXVI C), on the basis of the halo, may roughly be ascribed to about the ninth 
century a,d. But then, one is noi sure whether the image belonged to Period I of Temple i. 
The decoration of the brickwork of this temple is, no doubt, exuberant, but it is of little 
use in the absence of firmly-dated temples with similar decoration. Ceramic evidence 
also could not be utilized profitably for the precise chronology of the site due not only 
to the absence of the well-stratified sequence but lack of adequate report on analogous 
sites with parallel pottery, 

Period n of Temple U which came to be built not only on the plinth of 
Period f bm largely with its material was destroyed by fire. The charred wood on 
its passage has been dated to 985 x. o. (on the value of 5750 ± 40 years for the half- 
life of radiocarbon) by the Tata Institute of Fundamental Research, Bombay.' If this

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Carbon-14 data is applicable to Period II of Temple 1, it i$ reasonable to infer that 
l^eriod I of the temple was at least more than a century older. 

Period I of Temple I, however, does not appear to have been earlier than 
the seventh century a. d. The decorated brickwork is closely analogous to that (no longer 
visible) of the temple of MaySdcvl at Lumbini exposed by P. C, Mukherji. Had this temple 
of Lumbini come into existence in the seventh century A. d. when Hiucti Tsang visited 
Uumbini and meticulously described its edifices, the pdgiim would not have failed to 
notice it. From the narrative of Hiuen Tsang it appears ibai the site of the temple had 
lit tliat time a decayetl oioka tree and a few stupaz, llic construction of the temple must 
have been subsequent to the visit of Hiuen Tsang. 

With such vague data forthe lower and upper limits of Period f of Temple ), 
it is desirable not to speculate oo its date but to wait for convincing evidence from some 
decorated temples of this type.' 

6, GENERAL OBSBRVATIONS 

From the find of carved bricks at Tilaura-kot. Lamtiya, Chatredi, Bikuli, 
Sonagarh, Saina-Mama and Lumbini similar to those of Kodan. it is abundantly clear 
that the period was one of considerable prosperity in which blossomed forth a distinctive 
and prolific building-art in bricks in this region. Indeed, ihb period woe marked by a 
vigorous creative vitality. 

The temples at Kodan as well as others at places like Tilaura-kot, Gialradi, 
Bikuli, Sonagarh, Chaganth, Saina-Maina, Siwalwa and Lumbini leave no room for 
doubt that stone, in spite of its ready availability, was never popular in this region, and 
day formed the chief medium not only in artistic expression but in architectural pumuits. 
Tn temples, stone played a very negligible pan, being employed usually in images, door¬ 
frames and gargoyles and rarely in pilasters. The builders, however, were men of no mean 
skill. Their planning was ambitious and the execution consummate. The minute and 
effective decoration on the bricks displays tlrdr wide aesthetic vision. The remfumts, 
though meagre, are sufficient to bear that the products of these builders, with their rich 
wealth of decorative oniamcnts, compared favourably with their fellow-workers in stone. 
Further, these remains prove undoubtedly that architectural expression in brick was 
not. as is commonly believed, a forced monopoly of the riparian plains away from hiUs. 
The structures in this medium used to be practised on a grand scale in a large part of the 
country even at the foot of the Himalayas, but being more susceptible to destructive

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forces and vandatism and more in need of persistent maintenance which they failed to 
receive, these structures naturaUv decayed sooner than their stone counterparts. 


7, THE STRUCTURES 
A. Thb well 

Of the three structures exposed, the well (pi. LX and fig. 33),* as already 
noted, was stratigraphically the earliest. The brick platform, 7 011 m, square at the base, 
around the well. 1 *625 m. in diameter internally, was the most singular of its kind. It was 
remarkable for the omaraenial ircatmenl of its four facades (pis. LVIII-LX* LXl B and 
LXIT). Its maximum facing brickwork was available on the southern side (pi. LXIl), 
where a small portion was extant to a height of I '443 m. Above this facing only five 
courses of the core, rising to a height of another 2S'4 cm.^ were available. Tlius, the tota 
hei^t of the exiam platform was 1*702 ro. There ate reasons to believe that the platform 
did not rise much higher. 

The four facades had a recessed portion (75*5 cm. high) between the moulded 
base and top. The base-moulding was in the form of a khura with a conspicuously high 
on/Affifp'. Projecting from the body of the khurii hut flush with the face of the muhan^i 
were, at intervals, truncated stepped pyramids, two on the south, side and three each on 
the remaining sides. These pyramids were decorated elegantly with beautiful compositions 
of fioral and plant motifs ( pis. LVllI-LX, LXI 8 and LXll ). Of the top mouldings, 
which projected forward like corbels, only four(25'4 cm. high) were preserved at one place 
on the south face (pis. LXT R and LXIl), Hie most receding was the bottom moulding 
which projected beyond tbe recessed middle to only 2 cm, : consisting of two courses of 
bricks it was boldly relieved with a wavy creciJcr. The next moulding was slightly curved 
and decorated with a row of ornate lotus-petals. The fitletdlke third moulding was again 
relieved with a creeper pattern, though of a different design. On the fourth was a series 
of diamond-shaped pendants, separated from one anoihcr by a pair of small triangles. 

The receding middle portion was plain but for two projecting vertical bands 
which, rising above the imihS^(i of the khura of each face, reached the bottom of the 
moulded top. These bands, 95*5 cm. high, 55-9 cm. wide and 12*7 cm. thick, were 
relieved with ornamental tracery woven with floral and plant motifs (pis LXI B and LXTI). 

Against tbe east face of the plaiform were the remains of a narrow oblong 
structure which might have served as a stair. 

All the facing bricks were smoothly chiselled and polislied, the joints being 
tine and hardly visible. The mortar was mud. In the core were used both bricks and

nui of clayey earth mixed with Jr^wt^n^nocliiies, the compojdtioti i»f the fop layer of 
the natural soil here. 

The bricks of the innermost courses of the well had their visible face curved 
fpl. LXI A) and polished, the jofnis of the facing brickwork being fme. The mortar wa^ 
sticky clay. The inlerior wtis found fuli of dihris. A qiiadranf fpl, LXT A) of (he well was 
dug to a dcplh of 3*658 ni. fVom the exuint lop without encountering water. 

Amidst the debris inside the well were found bones of animats Ipl, LXI A, 
p. 184) and three carved stone pieocs. One of them—a frugmem (10-8 cm, high) of an 
image of mauvish red sandstone— was found at a dCPth ot 3"35,3Tn. Only the head of the 
image (pi. 1LXXXVIC) and rtgh< pnlm holding a vword l-tehind the head arc preserved. 
Around the head is an oval halo. In ihc tar^ sac kuttiiafas. The fFagmciu represents the 
head of MahishSsurama rdiifl. a porfion of (he torso of which w as found a midst debris near 
the ground-level of the eastern wall of ihc platform of Temple 1. The waist, portion of 
tegs and three left arms of the deitv are preserved In ihc second fragment fpl. l.XXXVI C). 
14 cm. high. The lowest left hand has caughl hold of the hair of the demon and the next 
one holds a curved st)ck4ifce object (how7). the fore-arm of the third broken. One of the 
missing right hands must huve held a m£ffla which pierces the body of the demon. Of the 
omamenis, beaded va/amfonc on each wrist), a beaded girdle and armlets arc preserved. 
Both ilte fragments are badly defaced. On the basts of the balo^ the image may roughly 
be ascribed to about the ninth ccninry a.d. From the find of a fragment of an image of 
Kflfttikeya (pi. LXXXVl A) amidst Ihc dibris on the terrace (p. 171) of Temple 1, 
It Is tempting to regard the images as representing pSriva-^evmas. 

Of the remaining two fraements. both smalt and made of sandstone of 
greyish variety, one (J2'7 cm. long and 5’ I cm. high), found at a depth of 3 607 m.. is carved 
with a creeper pattern, now badly defaced, and the other {14 cm. long and 5-1 em. high), 
found at a depth of 3'65P m,. partially preserves ?i diamond^shaped (7) decoration. 


B. Tfmple I 

Temple I fp!s. V. LXin and LXIV), facing east, was of two Periods, the 
earlier one, consisting of a sanauary and a compartmenied porch, built almost immediately 
after the welt. The earlier temple, of imposing dimensions, had already been reduced to 
iU plinth, with a few courses of its base at odd places, when the later temple was erected 
over it. Still one can easily visualize its pristine grandeur from the surviving parts of Us 
platfonn. which itself was the most exquisite of its kind. Even in its ruined state (he temple 
is a majestie structure with a richly-omamcnted ambitious platform.

(0 PUitform 

Hie platform, 42*367 m. long (easi-wcst|, 31 ‘802 m. wide fnar(h*somh) ami 
slightly above 4 57 m. high, vva^ not of solid brickwork. It wa& made by constructing four 
brick walls. 2*44 m. wide on an average ai ihc base, of which ihc noribernand eastern ones 
vspcn; fully exposed. The walls enclosed some area .surrounding tfie basements of the sanc- 
luary and the potch. This inlervening space was packed liard with yellowish eJayey earth 
and Armitffr'-nodujes (pi. LX V), the composition of the top layer ot the natural soil. The 
top of the w'alK and the elay-liliing was made into a somewhat sloping terrace by laying 
a thick coal (2*5 cm. thick on average) of hard lime concrete (p, 183,sample no, 2) wiUi a 
finished top. The concrete waS laid over a thick packing of brick-grits and tiny brick-bats 
below which was a soling of brick courses. The number of the courses vjiricd, as at one 
spot it was found to be three and at a second live. 

The exterior facing of the four walls was tritce<! tn the excavated trench to a 
inaximum height of 2058 m. and the extant core rose to a further height of 38*) cm, The 
outer facades were treated luxuriaoily with exuberant mouldings and decorative ornamems 
in the best tradition of the terracotta mhiiectura) art (pis. LXVl’LXXIV). 

The lowest portion, three (o four bricks high^ was plain. Above this, bpi 
receding by about 3*2 cm., were two and half courses, capped by a recess of half a course. 
Crowning this recess was a projection of two courses which formed a broad band decorated 
with a series of roughly circular designs. In these designs two semicircles joined each otlier 
in two decorative motifs; tlicse circular motifs were separated from one another by a pair 
of half flowers. Above this and standing on a lillet was a cyma decorated vvilli a row of 
petals, carved slantingly. The cyma was capped by a recess. The cyma. the band and the 
three courses below the band W'ere claspctl, ai intervals, by stepped pyramids decorated 
with rich floriated patterns in which omamenUtI pmuti-gimtas featured promincmly, 
.Above the cyma was a kfmra which, with its projecting bottom fillet and receding lop 
lillet. consisted of six courses. The bottom lillei. which projected panly over the cyma, 
was decorated with a row of petals, each separated from the other by a group of i hrcc leaves. 
On ihe top fillet was a creeper paiiern. The plain body ol the kiiura wa* relievedi at inter' 
vals, with projections, some wedge-shaped, others stepped, all floriated in elcgmU designs. 
Separated from the khura by a thin recess was an ornate band crowned by a cyma treated 
with lotus-petals, often wiih a group of three leaves between iwo petals. Over this cyma 
was again a recess capped by a projected band decorated with a row of baillcments. 
Projecting above this was a torus of three courses, its body decorated, at iniervals, wHli 
reliefs, low but pleasing. Above this was the third cyma w ith treatment similar to that of 
the second. Receding from the latter was a band embellished with a row of circles, some of 
lliem willi circular perforations inside and others with mango-shaped pert orations. Over 
thin band was a recess surmounted by an inverted khitra dccomied with a scries of ornate 
petals. Above this was a projected band done in two courses, the lop of which was linked. 
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at intcrvalis with ihc bottom khura by ornate /rirofAa'projeciioiis (pb. LXVl-LXXI and 
LXXII B). This band was treated w-iih variant designs. One of these designs wm a row 
of scniicircular flowers with the interior filled in with a plant motifs the flowers were 
separated from one another by a pendant ending in a motif rcsembUitg a betel-leaf 
(pis. LXVI-LXX). TJuc design at a second place was a row of floral motifs, very artistically 
oomposed (pis. LXX and LXXJ). Above this was a cyma treated with a row of lotus- 
petals. Projecting from a recess over ttiis was a frieze of mciions. Projecting further above 
this was a truncated khuriS with a plain body and foliated hase-filtet. It was relieved^ at 
inicrvuiSt with ornate projections, some wedge-shaped and others stepped. Above this 
was a projected band of two courses embellished with a series of ornate conches. The 

height of the moulded portion was 1*524 m. 

Above the last band w*as the slightly lecessed verUcal wall, which was plain 
save for the broad vertical bandi, that connected, at imervais, the bouom-mouldings with 
the missing top ones, and a few sporadic projections relieved with decorative motifs. The 
lowest part of one of the projections'—inverted /r/mi'd-shaped bracket carved with lotus* 
petals (pb. LXVl and LXVU)—alone was extant on the north face. The bauds were remar¬ 
kable for their exuberauiireaunent and variety (pis. LXVl, LXVJl, LXXI and LXXJl A). 

It may be presumed, from the facade of the well, that there were mouldings 
also near the top. These mouldings were, presumably, corbclwisc, so that the last course 
was almost in plumb with that of the base. 

In the middle of the east side of tlic platform, 12*090 m. away from boiJi the 
the ends, was a projection (pts. LXXUI, LXXIV and LXXV'X 7*620 m. wide lnorih-soulhj 
anti more titan 6*706 long (cast-west), with interior filled in with yellowish clayey 
eanh and jtnyjJtor-nodiiles. The maximum hciglit of the extant wall of this projection was 
available at its nonh-wesiem corner, where it was 1*829 m. above the floor-leveL The two 
partially-preserved north and south faces of this projection show that these two faces ai 
least had decorations similar to those of the other pans of the platform. Thus, all ihc 
mouldings were found to run on the projection. Above the band with a row of conches 
were left only two courses of the facing brickwork (pi. LXXnij, 

This projeaiou, evidently, accommodated the stair, which gave access hrsi 
to the top of tltc platform, nexi to the porch and ullimulcly to tiie sanctum sanctorum. 
On the south side of this stair at u height of 61 cm. above floor-level was found, amidst, 
the debits, a carved sandstone piece of greyish variety. It (pi. LXXXVll A) preserved ti 
part of a lotus-motif with five fingers (?). 

The si ze s of the full bricks^ were in conformity witlt those of Ihe well.

T'hc plan oi* Lhc sanctuary imincdiatuly I'buvc the biisemenl was also a 
modified octagon’ (jiL V), as the cusicnt face and nearly iliv half ol tlie iiotlii-castcru and 
soiitli*caslcm laces flanking ilie eastern were made into an oblong ipi, LXXVJl A) to 
provide access to the sanctum. The remaining sides ol' the octagon^ witli eleven small 
ra//w-pi'ojcclions on Uie coinpJele laces and sta projeciions on the isvo lialvcs and triangu¬ 
lar recesses at the junction of the siocs^ prescnieo the plan ol a star. Ihcsc irtaDgular 
recesses were immediutciy above live weage-suapeu recesses ot the btisement, Ot the 
walls of the sanctuary, very tew cuurscs were lett even at the time of the building of the 
later temple w hich was built rignt on tne b^isenieiu ol the earner temple. In most places the 
wail s^iis reduced to a single course, wuicli even tvus missing at places. In lltc sinister hank 
of the nonh-easu-rii side iticrc were three courses Idi. lac majuatum available courses 
in the excavated irencli were at I lie rtorUi-casieni corner fpl. LXXVltj which lay covered 
by the wall of the porch (which was built unbonded against Liie wall of Uic sanctuary), 
Willi Lwcnty-eight courses the wall was la. high, while the visible juneiion betweea 
the Siinciuary and porch preserved Qj'teen courses. J'roiu the exlaat lacing (pis. LXXVJl 
and LXXXl AJ, u is abujiduoily clear mat lac favadc-liealmein of Ihc sanctuary, with 
its exuberant decoration, was ul equal grandeur, it not luorc, to that of the platloiin. 

rhe ueatinent of die lower portions of both the sanctuary and the porch 
was analogous to that of die platform. I'aus, above a plain brickwork of six courses 
(pJ, LXXVU), there was a reccs-sed olVset of two courses, the upper portion of (he top 
course being again recessed. Above tins was a projecUon of two courses dccoiuicd with the 
bottom moul (i.c. u row of two seixiieircles ending in two ornate muiils, each such com* 
positiga separated from tlm uther by two seta ol half dowers) ol the platform, Above this 
was a cytna, its body treated with staiiuug petals,each punctuated with a set of three leaves, 
Projecting over Uiis was a khurd of six courses, of which Uic miikdtjfi ol two courses was 
decorated at one place with a tow of petals separated by a group of tiiree leaves and at 
another place with a row of circles each having a mango-shaped socket within, ihe lower 
portion of the top course of the kfyufd wasdeeorafed with a creeperai one place and a row 
of ciicJcs and batUcmenls a« anoilicr place, fhe upper portion of the top course was

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recessed and was crowed by a projected ornate band. Above this band was a cyma with 
decoraiion stmilur to that of ihe first cyma. The next course had a row of buitlenicnis 
The phUn torus above Uiis was crowned by a cyma analogous to the Jiist and the second. 
The course ovff this had its face broken. It was capped by an inverted khurS carved with 
petals having a row of three leaves in between. Two more courses with their faces damaged 
were available over this. 

As on the face of the platform* there were insets relieving the mouldings. 
One such inset (pi, LXXVIIB) was partially preserved ri^i in the middle of the face of the 
nortb-easteni side. Thus, above the bottom <yma was a projected band with a row of petal- 
shaped battlements. Separated from this by a recess was a kmi capped by a corbel of two 
courses with curved face and decorated with a row of petals. Above this was a projected 
band of one course decorated with a creeper motif. Over this and slightly recessed were 
available two courses alone. These were perforated with a trellis-pattern, The fiank 
immediately to the sinister of the central inset liad over the cyma a hUct decorated with a 
row of circles (in line with the row of battlement s). Above this, but separated by a recess, 
was a kani, over which was an ioverted khard of two courses embellished with petals. 
From a tiny piece of thin plaster Peking to the brickwork of this face it may be pre¬ 
sumed that the facing received a fine coat of plaster. 

The extant portion of the front face (pi. LXXVIl A) of the sanctuary was 
pbin except for a plain kfturd (at Ihe base), ihe latter in a line with the khurd of the 
ROrtb-oastem side. Tlte vertical wall above the khurd ret^ded inwards from Ihe plumb of 
the body of the khurd. 

As the superstructure of the temple was missing, it is not known how it 
looked Kke. In the core of the wall of Period 11 (p. ! 70) of Temple I were found some 
fragments of brick dJttaiakas which were utiliaed evidenliy from the ruins of the earlier 
temple. These dmalakas were segments of a circle. Whether these formed part of the 
pinnacle or served as bhOmi-dnmtakas is unknown. 

(iVf) Porch 

The west wall of the porch was not bonded with adjoining portion of the 
sanctuary (pi. LXXVIH A), Rather, as already noted, it covered the carved fate of a large 
portion df the north-eastern lace of the sanctuary. Evidently, the sanctuary was finished 
first and the porch was subsequently built against it. As the carvings on the extant face 
of the porch were identical not only in composition but also in style with thoNe on ihe 
sanctuary, it may be presumed that the porch was not far removed in date from the sanc¬ 
tuary. Indeed, the uncarved front side of the sanctuary anticipated the provision of a 
porch from the very beginning. Presumably, the size of the porch exceeded tlie original 
specification with the resuli that portions of the carved face of the north-eastern and 
south-eastern sides of the sanctuary covered. 
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The cxicnor fact? (pi. LXXVUi B) of the porch was cxtanl lo a height 
(96'5 cm-j of cighioen courses (on the north fatie), of which the botioni live courses were 
plain, Above the liflh course (from the boilora) was u recessed offset of two plain 
courses, of which the upper portion of the top course, as in the case ol the ianciuary, was 
ugain recessed. Above thi.s were a projecting band of two courses, a cyma of a single course 
and a khura of six courses, with decorations similar to those on the identical mouldings 
of the sanctuary. The plain body of the khurd was relieved, at intervals, with ornate pro- 
jecUons. of which the extant one was wedge-shaped. The upper ponionor the top course 
of the khurd was recessed. Projeciiag over this was a band of one course treated with a 
row of ornate motifs. Above this and slightly receding was a cyma decorated with a row 
of ornate petals, each petal separated from the oi her by a group of tlirce leaves. 

The interior, nearly two-thirds of which were exposed, seemed to have been 
partitioned into nine compartments witli walls thinner in width than ihc outer walls- 
Into these inside walla were provided chases (pi. LXXIX), 25'4 era. wvdeon an average, 
which, evidently* received long horizontal bars, stony or wooden, possibly the latter. These 
bars presumably served aa bases citlier to wooden partilton-Vk'allR or pillars. In case 
they formed the base foi ilic pillars, the interior was a long hail accommodaling a fairly 
large assemblage. In that case the pillars supported the ceiling 

The inside walls were preserved to the height of tlie floor-levels, the outer 
walls being a few courses higher. The comparrmetited floor was made of lime concrete 
(p. 183, sample no. 3>, 2*5 cm. thick on average. The upper surface of the concrete was 
finished and coloured dark brown, The floor was laid over a packing of brick-grits and 
small brick-bais- Below ihc packing was a soling of brick couTses—si.x found in one place. 
Below this brickwork was the filling of natural soil. 

In the north wall, near the north-wesrern corner, was the provision of a 
channel for the drainage of water. 

Projecting from the central part of the north anti south sides of die (lorch 
wiis an ancillary cell (northern one exposed) iniegral with the porch. Us entrance was 
evidently through the pofch, The four walls of the exposed northern cell were thicker 
than the inner walls of the porch. The exterior face of the northern cell, which was 
bonded with the walls of the porch, was treated in the iwimc manner as the wails of the 
latter. All traces of the floor of this cell had vanished. 

Tile bricks* of the facing, wherever plain, w'ere chi.selled and smoothly 
tinished as in the ease of the sanctuary. Tlie mortar was as usual stick*y clay. 

Roughly in line with the north wall of the eastern projection of tlie platform, 
but unconnccied with it, was a wall projecting from the porch. As the area south of this 
wall was not excavated, it could not be determined whet^ the wall formed part of a cell

A few ftrehiiccturiii frygments were retowred from liie (op of Uic aorlhern 
Haiik of the platform. Made of sandstone of slightly tiimjve>rcd colour, three (one in two 
pieces) of them liad a moulded base IpL LXXXVlll A). The band at the base had a scroll 
in low relief. Separated froni this by a recess was a «o/r The recess above this was crowned 
by a projection with a band, the latter ciirved in low uhef with u creeper pattern, below, 
1 he projcciion was crowned by a recess. Two of these stones hud a projected inset, its 
base having the band with a scroll and the nvli and upper ponion a rough rorajitt with a 
diaraond-sliaped flower inside. Both these pieces weic comer stones, as may be seen 
in the sidewise turn of die mouldings. The exuou hciglil of the highest piece was 25-4 cm. 
Possibly, tiicsc pieces formed pan of the temple. 

Also on the platfonn was found a fme piece of gargoyle (pi. LXXX VIJ BJ, 
made of thia very Idttd of sandstone, ll represented a composite bead of u tmkafii with 
the tusks of an elephant. On the forehead was a floriated scroll which issued from the 
mouth ol a kirU'nmkJiti. The eyes were large and proiruding. 


(iv) Smamry oj Perml II 

When the sanctuary of Period 1 had given way, a new sanctuary (pis, LXXX- 
LXXXV) was built on the earlier octagonal plinth. Evidently, tbemew builders were of poor 
resources and limited artistic vision, for not only did they attempt to reproduce any 
carvings, but actually they utilized the ornamemal brkks, recovered Irom Ihc debris ol 
the ^rlicf temple, in the facing of the new temple in the most inar iisi ic way. Carved 
bricks were ulso used in ilte core of the structure, 

Inceroaily i'177 hl square, the ^nciuary had its three exterior sides broken 
into thirteen ruthm including the smali projections flanking the central projccLion. and 
nine excluding theinfplA. LXXX B and LXXXil), Ihe muximum height of the wall-facing, 
available on the uortli fare near the nonh-castern comer (pi. LXXX B), was 2*882 m. 
The lower portion of the exposed north and west walls had nine step-like oflscis (gradually 
receding from the bottom), respreljvely ol ten, four, four, four, four, three, three, three and 
three counts from bottom upwards. The top edge of the second (from the bottom) and 
the ninth oflkets was chamfered, while that of the third lo eighth was rounded.. Above the 
ninth olTsei was the vertical wail, relieved, m intervals, with projecting bands. I’wo such 
bands, both of two courses, were availabliJ—the bottom band above ilie cighib course 
and the second over the fifth course above the bottom band. The top edge of the second 
band was chamfered. 

The from face was frirat/m^ and it had a single offset above the level of the 
opening of tlie cnimnee-door. 
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IntemilllXr the ^nctutn had j)ilaiiterb> ai corner^, riie aturio ba:9«!> of ihe 
pilastefs of the north-va^teni and souih’castcni comers wciv fuund in aiu- Tlic one 
(pi. LXXXill A, near Uie scale) at the nortli'castcrn corner had Iniccs of carved petals, 
while that at the sonlh-eastern had its lace raJieved into three mouldings. Pcrlmps these 
Slone blocks were taken from die eatlier structure. 

Laid over a packing of brick-grits* the door of the sanctum was mode of 
concreted lime plaster (p. 183, sample no.4j, 2-5 an. on an average thickness, the smoothly 
done lop being coloured. Below this itoor was anoihei- door, presumably of die first 
period of Temple t, laid over a solid brickwork. The lop of this bottom floor of lime 
concrete (p. ISJ, sample no. 5>, 3 to 3*5 cm, thick, was coloured red. 

Right in the centre of the sanctum wits tlie object oJ worship, a fitigu 
(pL LXXXl V) of sandstone (% with Us lop damag^. Around 1 he hnga was a monoliiliic 
arghyapatfa^ 14't> cm. high; its faces were in three receding facets, lire central being round¬ 
ed. Inline with the channel of the urg/iyupu/to was a corbelled dram made into the 
thickness of the northern wall. The projeewd moudi of the drain, outside the north wall, 
was in the form of a composite head, partly ul a bull and partly of a mokura (pis. LXXX, 
LXXXl A and 1.XXXI1). Around ilic head was a beaded garland. Horns were also 

decorated with beaded, strands, three in number, 

The stepped passagelpl. LXXXIU U), provided into ihe tluckiiess of the east 
wall of the sand iiary, had on either side two pieces of stones, pJ(U,x‘d side by stdeandrelieved 
into three mouldings (pU LXXXV A). There was a recess between the stones. Ihc iicJiiral 
step Imd two horizontal chases (pis. LXXXV B and LXXXVi B L in which wnerc lound 
charred wooden phmks. Over the remaining two steps also was found churred Umber- 
Over the top step was most probably placed the wooden sill, clmtcd wood tound on d 
possibly belonging to it, Tiie top of this step was loughly in one level with lltat of the 
floor of the sanctuary. 

Whether there was a porch to Uiis sanctuary is not known. All iraccs of it, 
if any, had vanbihed. That there was a lerracc in from of n is pt'ovcd by large patches 
of pl«Ji tpr (p. 183* sample no. 6), 3 cm. on average ihjckness, its lop, 2U‘3 cm, htgiter than 
the floor of the early porch. Below the plaster was a packing of brick-grits and small 
brick-bats. This terrace covered completely the chases of the early porch. Thus, the early 
porch, too, fell into ruins before the building of the new temple, i he extant portion ol die 
wall perhaps served the purpose of a platform in front ol the new’ temple. 

The cause of the ruin of the new temple was lire which Icli its indications 
not only in the charred wood but in the brickwork which showed traces of burnings 

Immediately Dulsjdc the cast wait of Uie sanctuary and on the terrace 
found, amidst the debris, the I'ragmeni of an image of Kaniikeyu (pi. LXXXVi A), 
made of soft sandstone (?) of slightly reddish colour. I'he rragmeni (12*7 cm. liighj 
represented the bent right knee, right fore-armwith a (ndtulmga on the palm of the deity 
and the upper portion of a peacock pecking at the inmuturlga. 1 he image scemetl to have 
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been sscateci in hUtdmm, The fore-tirm and the e.^iuni ponion of the leg were grooved^ 
ciifkjufily enough, with angular lities,

The fourth mound yielUed ih* remaini of a sanctuai^ (pis. LXXXIX* 
XCVI), called Temple 2. and eleven celts in three rows, the rear row of the latter abuuing 
agamsi the casi face of the former (pt. VI1. Hie curious feature of this complex was 
that the major part of the basement, which went very hulc below the ground, was erected 
above I he ground to a considerable height and was embedded into ao exceptionally 
compact filling of yellowish eJayej earth and ^^^w^rar-notlulesi fpis, XCil-XClV). The 
fUling-mutenal, which consisted of naturul soil, was pt>ssibly secured from the lank 
mentioned above. This filling gave the appearance of a platform around the complex. 
How the face of this mud platform was secured is not known. Either it had a brick retain' 
ing wall, which has disappeared entirely, or it was covered with some sort of plustcr to 
anesi the percolation of vvater. The basement, wliich was of solid brickwork,' W'as a 
square at the base. Gradually its three sides (north, south and west) became triv^thu at a 
ticight of about 1*67 m. and ultimately pmcharaiim near the lop (pi. XCill), Some 
portions of the basement were battered . 

Of ihe aupeistructuie rising above lite embedded basement, nothing has sur* 
vjved except a small fragment of the low est portion of the base of the oast (ace (pi. XCV 
A). This fragment consisted of nine courses in four offsets, the lowest of six courses 
and the remaining ones of one course each. The faces of these courses were smoothly 
chiselled and polished. The interior floor of ihc structure was at a level higher than the 
top of the cxtani topmost efikt, as two courses of the core of the basement were found 
rising above the level of this offset at places, Tike thick Aoor» not a patch of which was 
found m x/m, was of Ume concrete (p. 181. sample no. 7), 5 cm. on an average ihk:kfies&. 
Its iinished top was coloured red. 

As already noted, the east faoe of the sanauary did not have any projection. 
Abuiung against this wall, but unbonded with it was a group of eleven cells (pis. LXXXIX* 
XCI. XCVI and XCVilj in three rows, the middle row having five and the two Hanking 
ones three each. The central <^11 of the tliree rows was the laricst, while the two outermost 
cells of the mtdillg row were the narrowest. No door-opening to any of these ceils was 
available, which is but naiumJ in view of the extant walls being intended a.s foundation. 
1hc interior of all the cells was found packed compactly with yellowish clayey earth

Fnirancc to ilic siiiiciitury was most probably ihrougti iJie central cells of 
the three rows. Presumably, there was a Slttir or ramp giving access lo the cejitml cell 
of the easternmost row, but it has disappeared completely* 

As the arrangement ot the foundation<61 Is was similar lo that of the porch 
of Temple 1, it may be presumed that over nine of the lbundatIon-cells was erected the 
porch, the interior nf which was either ponitioned or had pillars. These partitions (or the 
piltarsl were most probably of wood, a presumption partly SuppoTlcd by the find, amidst 
the debris of ihis temple, of not le.'Wf than eighteen iron clamps (pi. f.XXXVlIJ Bl which* 
with two nails attached to the ends, were, no dOiiibt, intended for holding tW'O planks 
together. 1 hese clamps were flailish and oblong with two ends slightly splaycil out, so that 
the ends were broader than the middle ponion. The attached nails, squarish in section, 
were fixed into two square holes made into these clamps. The largest of these clamps was 
I8‘4 cm. long, 3-8 cm. broad at the ends, 2-5 cm. broad in the middle and 006 cm. thick. 
The srnaiiest clamp was 11 "4 cm. long. 2*8 cm, hnoad at the ends, 2*2 cm. broad in the 
middle and -003 cm. thick- Six such clamps were again found on the top of the platform 
of Temple I. 

The ntuhttude of decorated bricks that were found in the dibris of the 
temple speaks eloquently of the grandeur of the temple in ils omatnental brickwork, 
wlien intact. Some of these bricks are ilJusuatcd on plaics XCVIlI-CXn. Remarkable 
for a variety of designs and skilled workmanship, these bricks were generally in the 
tradition of those of Period I of Temple 1. 

This temple leaves no room for doubi that many of the ancient temples of 
northern India, j^articularly of the upper Gangetic valley, of which bare basements now 
stand, were decorated originally with ornamental brickwork. It may further be presumed 
that at least vome of these basements, which were of rough brickwork, were meant to be 
embedded within the filling of platforms of clayey earth with or without brick, lining. 

No image was found either above the temple or in its immediate vicinity. 

The number of antiquities from the site is extremely limited . Apart from the 
pieces of sculptures, architectural fragments and iron clamps already noted in their res¬ 
pective contexts, there were a few small finds in the form of terracotta discs, glass and 
paste bungle!^ and miscellaneous iron objects. The last include (i) a bent nail with a 
thickened head and squarish section found on the floor above ground by the side of the 
eastern face of the platform ot Temple 1, (U) fragment of a bar of squarish section, ITTcm. 
long. found on the ground ittimcdiately below the floor by ibe side of the northern flank 
of the platform of Temple I, (iii) a long flailish object with pointed ends and a small nail 
fixed to it through a hole. 24 cm. long and 1 *2 cm. wide in the middle, found on ilie plat* 
form of Temple I, (iv) u hook found in the filling inside a foundation-cell of tlie porch of 
Temple 2, (v) fragment of a curved object with a perforation and wedge-shaped section 
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found Oil ihe Icrracc in from of Tcmpk I Kif Period II andfvi) a long bar wkli an obiung 
scttion, a poitttct! rip and n triangular head found on the lop of the basement of ilte sanctum 
of Temple ]. 

8, THE POTTERY 

Sherds recovered from Kodan were limited in number which is but natural 
in a purely icmplc-site where earthen vessels were mainly in use for the cooking oTbftoga 
and storage. TTic regular sw‘ceping around The" living temples is not conducive to accumu- 
lalion amt formation o1 the wdJ*straiified deposit. Consc<tuefllty. the sherds from temple- 
sites are often ol little value for iJw determination of pottery-sequence. Sherds illustrated 
here have mainly been selected from the deposit immediately on die floor-level around the 
temples, Ihe floor being on Ihe natural soil, Even then all of them cannot be regarded as 
I he eartiesi ones, as the premises immediately round ihe temples must have been under 
constant cleaning: consequendy. they can hardly be uiiliicd For chronometric purposes. 
Leaving aside a few stray typts found usually in the debris of the temples, the potter)', on 
the whole, marked ndiher any significant changes nor liaaic difference in the ceramic 
industry, and most of (he illustrated lyjics were found represemed in the sherds collected 
from the dfbris of the temples. It bespeaks an essentially integral culture so far as the 
fabric, firing and slip arc concerned. Minor changes in shapes could not lie established 
in the pottery-sequence for the reason explained above. 

The secure dating of ihc pottery and its proper position in the chronological 
context could not be determined in the absence of a corpus of pottery of a compamble 
period. Some sherds of the late group of Ahichchhalrli Iiave a seeming affinity with the 
pottery of Kodun. but the published report h too condensed for a comparative study. 
Consequently, this pottery has to be re-examined for the purpose of determining its precise 
chronofogicalhorizonaBand when the northfndian sites with similar pottery arc excavated. 

The pottery was an exclusively red wafo industry. The fabric generally 
ranged from tolerubty fine to medium, though a few coarse sherds were also met with- 
The baking was usually good. The eniirc range of pottery was wheel-made. While bowls 
of Type ! were completely potted on wheels, most of the vessels were retouched with 
beaters after having been wheel-turned. Moulds do not appear to have been used. The 
ware had for Ute most part a red slip, usuaily of deep shade. In mort cases the inner side 
of the vases below the neck was left without slip. The outer liody below the neck of several 
vases was superftdalfy mica-dusted, 

Tlic range of shapes was quite limited, the vases, mcluding cooking Adp{ftr» 
being overwhelmingly predominant. Other kinds of vessels like bowls, lids and basins 
for cooking-pans) formed only a small percentage. The common types were P* VI, XIf 
XVlir. XIX, XX, XXI, XXVI, .Tr;ir/atid xxxn. Lug-handl« were conspicuous by their 
absence. Fragments of sinele-spouied vases were fairly common. 

Painted sherds were altogether absent. 



nm POTTERY 


Decorated pottery formed a fairly small perceniuge. The range of decoration 
was limited lo incised pallcrns, fingertip impressions on applied bands fpL CXfli. 16) and 
triangular 'mdentations (pi. CXlII. 2), the last two less frequent. The designs were excculed, 
to judge from the linecriiig slip on them in several speciincns, before the firing of (he pots. 
They usually embellished either the shoulder or the body immediately below the shoulder 

The incised decorations, which seem to have been popular, consisted of. 
(il a close-knit rJgzag line with acute angles in between borders of concentric grooves 
(pi. CXlII, > and (ii)a zigziig line meeting a top groove and consequently producing 
the effect of a series of triangles, each of the latter having a roughly vertical stroke hanging 
from the apejt and one or two horizontal wavy strokes within (pi. CXfll, ) and 4); 
(iiil criss-cross paiicm in between a dotihlc border of concentric grooves fpl, CXIH. 6, 
^ and l8);(iv)seis of oblique strokes—two, three or four—parallel (o one another, 
repeated at close intervals fpl, CXITT, 7 and !?); (v) an oblique stroke meeting or near 
which are smaller oblique strokes, the pattern repeated at close intervals (pt, CXIH, 7): 
(vil a rough semicircle containing within three or four oblique strokes, resting above a 
double concentric groove, the design repeated at close intervals fpl, CXIH.

(a d, 850-t 100> of Ahichchhatr^, These designs arc stated to Jtavc occurred in Stratum H 
(A, D- 750 to 850) as well.' 

The perforated sherd, illustrated on pt, CXTH, 17. appeam lo have been (he 
base of j^erhaps a strainer. 

Below are illustrated the fepresentatiw types. The selected specimens, unless 
otherwise stated,, came from the deposit immediately above (he (Toor-level around the 
structures.

Vartant Va 
differs from the above by its iniemally-collared rim and less pronounced carination* Of 
fairly fine fabric, tl is treated with a red slip, mostly flaked off.

Of 
coarse fabric and sparsely mrca-dusted surface and with traces of soot on the outer side, 
it bears a red slip.

Variant Xh differs from the main type by the absence 
of grooves on the rim which is not thickened internally, Of medium fabric* it bears a red 
slip. This type is not vety common.

Variant Xlh ilifTcrs irom ihc preceding by its drooping rim and grooves 
above the waJst. OF medium Fabric, it preserves a ted slip on ihe rim and the upper 
part of the body externally. Variaat XIc differs from XIq by grooves on the rim Of 
medium fabne, it is provided with a red slip. Varimit Jt7rf differs from the main type by its 
externaUy'thickcoed and grooved rim. Of medium fabric, it is treated with a slip torned 
smoky. This type is somewhat analogous to Type 66 found in Strata l-TTI at Ahichchhatra. 

Type XTJ, Small necklcss vase with a closing featureles'; rim. a cordon on 
the shoulder, a rib on the waist and a globular birdy. Of fairly fine fabric, it is devoid of 
any slip.

Of smoky grey core and medium 
fabric, it is provided with a red slip,mostly flaked off V&riam Xtlfa is distinguished by 
an applied band with finger-tip decoration. Of fairly fine fabric, it is treated with a red 
slip externally.

This type is rarennd found amidst 
the dSbris of the platform of Temple I. 

Type XV, Fragment of a single-spouted vase. The cylindrical hand-made 
spout, made separately, was Inserted into the vase. Of mediufn fabric, it presents a 
ned slip externally and has a mtea-dusted surface, 

Type XVf. Small vase with a carinaied and ridged waist and a fbi base. Of 
tolerably fine fabric, it bears a red slip externally.

Type XVII, Vase, a solitary specimen, with a narrowing externally-coi lured, 
P'oovcd and partially-notched rim and a globular profile. Of medium fabne, it preserves 
a red slip. This was found amidst the debris of the platform of Temple I . 

Type XVIIL Vase with a spJayed-oul extertially-beaded rim having a ridge 
at the base internally and a tong Concave neck. Of tolerably fine fabric, it preserves a red 
slip on the outer side and the uppermost part of the inner side. Varmit XVilla differs 
from the above by its bevelled and grooved rim which Is not beaded. Of tolerably fine 
fabric and mica-dusted outer side of the profile, it preserves a red slip externally and 
on the uppermost part of the inner side. Variant XVI/I6 differs from the ntain type by 
its almost horizontally splayed-oui rim with an additional ridge on the top and grooved 
neck.

1. INTROPliCriON 


This repori deals with Ihc collection of anlmaU romains trom djc 
cxcavulionf of two Tilaura-kol and Kodati in ihc Ncpakse 'I’aiai con¬ 

ducted in 1962. The remains from Tilaura-koi are ail from Period which has been 
divided into two Phases, yii, A and B (aboye, p, 14 ). 

'the following speciesvare represented in Phuu; A: iectutn Gray* 

Omh familiatis Linn., Sm mstatus Wag., Cervur micohr Kerr., Bos imiicus Unn., 
Bubidus buhaiis Linn, and Capra Hir&ts aegagrus Erstl. 

The following species ore represcDtud in Phase B: Sm cHstam Wag., 
Mmtiacm tnmtjak Zinim.,Cervus duvauceli Cuv., BosindioiS Jinn., Capra hirats flvgdgrwjf 
End. and Ovis aries dotkhura DuersL 

Usseotys pane rata Bonnaicrre, Sm ^instaim Wag,, Cervus unreo/or Kerr., 
Bos ifidicus linn., Bubalos babaiis tinn. and Ranm raitus Unn. are rcpresenigd in Pit 1 
which contained the material of both Phases A and B of Period J. 

Bos indioiS Linn., the domestic humped cuttle of India, is the only species 
that has been recorded from Kodon. The remains weit found inside a well (above, p. 164). 

^ Thus, altogether twelve species arc ropresented in this collcclioiL 

In moat cases the remains are very fragmentary and fragilL' in nature. The 
organic material of bones has disappeared to a great extern and they are unpregDated 
with inorgonje materials, thus having become mosliy mineral i^ted, 

Except a very few long bones, the collection consists of fragments only which 
are unsuitable for measurements. Two fragmcnlary bones of Sus cristatus Wag. and one 
of Cervui unicolor Kerr, bear deb Elite chopping'inarks on them, whicli shows that the 
inhabitants probably used these animals as food. 

As at Harappa, Mohenjo-daro, Hastinapura and Rattgptir,^ there arc

Btfs mdictis 
Linn, twenty-one and the rest ihlrteen, Tlms^, il appears that the most favourite animal 
domesticated by the inhabitants of that site was Sm cristam Wag. and next to it was 
Bos indietts Liim. 

Following the uiiiiul conventionj (he name Sus emtaius Wag. has been 
used for the Indian domestte pig» Bos huticus Linn, for the Zebu or the domestic humped 
catUe of India, Bubohs bubalis liim. for the Indian domestic buffalo, Capra hireus 
degagrus LrxL for the Indian domestic goat, Ovis arks doikhara Ouerat for the Indian 
domesiic sheep, and Conis familfaris Linn, for the domestic dog,

The above two fragments of the Cw^is familiaris Linn, do not show any 
special peeuliaritks and resemble those of modem domesticated dog^. The mandibb 
shows oRtreme reduction of teeth on either end of cheek-tooth row which occurs in the 
exnem^cascs of domestication in dogs. This particular mandible bears the third and 
fourth premolars and first molar and a minute second molar tooth-socket, thereby showing 
reduction of the molar tooth. It indicabes that this dog was mainly subsisting on fiesh-diet.

One hundred and one fragments belonging to Umb-bones, mandibles and 
EuaxUlac were present; of these forty-seven are from Phase A of Period I, twenty-six 
fragments from Phase B of the same Period and twenty-eight from Pit L These remains 
ore vety fragmcniary. Some of the better preserved and conspicuous bones such as frag¬ 
ment of the body of inandible,'the lelt lower canine tooth or tusk and the forelimb-bonc» 
fis, bumcius, are leprodiKed here (pL CXIV, 7 and S), 

A careful examination of the remains of this animal leads us to refer them 
to the domestic race of Tndia" pig Sm cristatus Wag, The bones, for examine the mela- 
carpals and phalanges as well as the limb-bones, are rather small and indicate that they 
belong to young individuals. And this shows thai the people practised full-flcdgpd domesti¬ 
cation of this animal. The great frequency in which remains of the 5 ms ermatm Wag. 
ore met with in this collection indicates that the inhabitants probably used to domesticate 
and i n-dn tain large herds of thk specks, which was the most favourite domesticated animai. 
The fragments resemble those of tbe remains from Harappa, Hastinapura, Maski* and 
Rangpur.

The only tooth available resembles those of the modem specimens. 

The find of a limited number of fragments of bones of Bubahts bubalis Linn, 
indicates that the inhabitants probably did not maintain large herds of the Indian buffalo 
as compared with Box indtcusUim^ The remains show very dose structural resemblance 
with those of the ntadern domestic buffalo.

1. GENERAL OBSERVATIONS 

ThIRTY-SIX sites (fig, 37), including Tilaura-kot and Kerdan, were cx» 
plorcd from Lumbini, the staning-point of the exploration, and Ram Ghat, where the 
parly l^ltctl for the excavations. Of these sites, fifteen, namely, Saina-Maina, Lumbini, 
Sisahniya,Siwalwa (Dohni-Mahadeva of P.C Mukheiji), Bijua(Sijuwa of P.C. Mukherji), 
Sisania, Kodan, GotUiawa, Tauiihawa, Titaura'-kot, Araura-fcot, Nigati-sagar, SagraJiawa, 
Bikuii and Chatradi,' have already been reported on by P. C. Mukheiji, The sphere of 
the present expioration was limited to the Districts of Bhairhwa and Tauiihawa. AH tlic 
sites, except Patna, Sonagarh> Chagamh, Patharkot, Chatradi and Piprahwa, are located 
in the tract bounded by the lowest range of ihe Himalayas on the north, the Ra ng a nga 
on the west and the Daito on the cast. Several small streams like the Jam war, Marthi, 
Bell, Siswa, Kothi, Koilaliaw'a and Tilar flow' througii this tract from north to south. 
Most of these as well as the Banganga and the Danoare unbridged. The southern part 
of this area is flat and under cultivation, while the northern part is mostly engulfed by 
forests. There are only three roads—one, a fair-weather unmetalled road, connecting 
Bhairhwa with Tauiihawa via Lumbini, the second, also unmetalled, Unking Tauiihawa 
with Khunuan on the tndo-Ncpalese border and the third, a metalled one, connecting 
Lumbini with the Nowgarh railway-^station of India. 

Though the capital-town of Kapilavastu still remains unidentified, the ex¬ 
plored tract corresponds to a Targe p>art of the country of Kapilavastu as seen by Bluen 
Tsang. The antiquities discovered in tMs region have sufficient correspmndenoe to those of 
northern India to indicate not merely a close contact hut a striking community of ceramic 
tradition and a common cultural pattern between India and this part of Nepal from the 
third century b. a to at least the beginning of the Muslim conqiicst. In fact, the land did 
not possess an aspect of exclusiveness. 

The erection of pillars by A^oka (circa 273-36 B.c.) in the birth-places of 
Gautama Buddha and Kanakamuni is an important landmark for the chronology of the 
early history and archaeology of this land. Sherds of the Northern Black Polished Ware» 
which has generally been assigned to the sixth-fifth centuries b, c, in the central Gangetic

ptain^, the primary homi; of thiii individitalj$ric lustrous Ware,have, no doubt, been round 
at Tilaura‘lcct, Lumbini and Nipania. but in The face of the evidence (pp, 15 and 18) 
prcfdticcd by the excavation at Tiiaura-kot, il ha& not been possibie to date it, in the present 
context, prior to the third century B.c. Seven of the sites. nameSy, Tilaura-kot, Lumbini^ 
Niptinia, Pipri, Kadzuhitttu, [.jtmtiya and Stsuniat yielded the grey ware fouttd ussociated 
with the Northern Stuck PoltKited Ware. 

The surface-collections include, apart from pottery and atready-POted 
antiquities of Tilaura-koi, a good number of terracottas from .several sites, Kvishan coins 
from Pipri, Kadzahawa and Sisania, a coin of Satyamiira from Lamiiya, a com affiliated 
to the issues of Mfinirika of Nepal from Sisania and an issue of 'AlSu'd'Din 
from Nipania. Thb^ in view of the hurried explorations,' implies the riehnesSrof the sites. 

On the available evidence, it may be said that the land was rather thickly 
populated and enjoyed prosperity at feast from the Maurya limes lo die days of the 
Kushuns. The existence of fairly extensive habitaiion-mounds at Tilaura-kot, Nipania. 
Pipri. Kadzahawa. i_aniliya. Gaawari (adjoining Piprahwa. District Basti, India, which 
yielded the reliquary jniscribed in the Mauryu Briihtni characters) and Sisania lend^ 
sufficient credence to the statement of Hiuen Tsang that the country of Kapilavastu of 
ht.s times CORt111ned some ten desert ruined cities. 

Tltc region was not iP a stale of affluence during the fifth, sixth and seventh 
centuries* * as is evident not merely from the namilives of Fa-hicn and Hiuen Tsang but 
also from the paucity of arcEioeolo^cat remains. Fa*hten found the city of Kaptlavastu 
'like a great desert* with neither king nor people, *The country of Kapilavastu*, writes 
Fa-hien, *is now a great desert; you seldom meet any people on the roads for Fear of the 
while elephants and the lions, tt is impossible to travel negligently',* At the time of Hiuen 
Tsang’s visit, ‘the capital is overthrown and in mins’, the royal precincts have ‘been long 
desertc<r, ‘the peopled villages are few and wasie* and 'ihere is no supreme ruler* each 
of the town appoints iu ovm ruler.'* 

Antiquities definilelyascribablelothe Gupta and the immediately post-Gupia 
periods have not been found at any of the places except Lumbini (pp. 201 and 202) and 
Dohni (p, 229), Several crudely-executed tetracotta figurines, some with outlandish features 
and a few with hollow cylindrical bodies, have, no doubt, been found at Pipri, Kadzahawa* 
B amhni , Sisania and Lamtiya. Their exact chronological position, however, is not yet cer¬ 
tain. Similar figurines from AhichclihatrS Jiavc broadly been a.ssigncd to circa a, 0.450-750,

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The dismal picture given by Fa-hiea and Hiuen Tsang evidenily gave way 
10 a sunny one in the last tiuarter of the first nnTlennium a. i>., when the land was under a 
spell of brisk architectural activity* Ample evidence of ii comes from the niins of brick 
structures from Kodan. Lumbini^ Sonagarh, Titaura-kol, Chairatli. Siwaiwa, Qikuli, 
Chaganih and Saina-Maina, Faced with lavishly-decorated bricks in most cases, these 
elegant religious structures were built on ambitious scales and reflect a good measure of 
prosperity. In spite of the easy availability of stone, the builders and craftsmen fell hack 
on clay. Brahmankral religion was in the ascendancy , but Buddhism was not ousted as 
attested by the finds of Saina-hTaina. Lumbini continued to sustain Buddhism with xtal- 

UnfoTtunatcly, these structures have mostly either disappeared completely 
or have been reduced to plinths and foundations, The ornamcaiaJ bricks arc the main 
evidence of the contemporary arlist's consummate skill, as the number of stone sculptures 
and archilectund pieces are very few. The same zest and skill arc not manifest in other 
splieres of material culture. The sites are poor not only in objects of daily use but in 
terracottas and sculptures which is rather enigmatic in view of thcexubeitini decurations 
on bricks.* Characterized by a monotony of form and fabric, (he poltery is a purely red 
ware industry without any pretensions to aesthetic form and quality. The shapes of earthen 
vessels are only a Few and, presiimably, were intended to meet the bare needs of the 
people of very little meani. 

This phase of aSluence appears to have lasted till the arrival of ilie Muslims, 
Glazed sherds from Parora (p. 228> and Sihokhor fp. 227| and a single coin of ‘AMu'd- 
Dln lytaljl (a, d. 1296-1315} from Nipania are the only discovery of this new impact, 
A few sherds of the blackish-grey ware collected from Parora and Sihokhor presumably 
belong to this period, 

2. LUMBINI (DISTRICT BHAIRHWA) 

Practically nothing has been done to conserve the monuments of Lumbini 
(lat 27* 28* N,; long. 83* 16' -MP E.j, which is nearly 34 km, by road from the Nowgarh 
railway-station of India. The only repairK achieved are the bricking of the banks of Ifie 
ancient tank fpl. CXV A) and Ute construction of a high platform around the M^y^devi 
temple, which took painfully new and glaring against the old work. Indeed, the new ulllt- 
tarian constructions, like rest-houses and the building of Health Centre, in the'vldnity of 
I the monuments and the laying of the road have told heavily on the ancient siructures. To

The excavation 
of 1933-34 1^Neither any record nor any report of the excavation was, unfortunately, 
made.), under the patronage of Kaiser Shumsher Jung Bahadur Runa,^fCSuUed in the 
damage of several structures due to the unscientillc technic emptoyed in the excavation. 
1 bus, in some cases the pound befow the fountlaiion was laid open so that these siruc- 
lures collapsed with liie shifting of the earth by ihc periodical mins, Some of the 
amiquiues (pp, 199-204) found during the excavation arc now dumped in the kitchen of 
the Buddhist monk of Lumbint Dharmodaya Committe who lives in the old rest-house 
and has no knowledge about their exact find-spots. The exposed bdek monuments are 
being denuded every year not only by rains which melt the mud-mortar but also by the 
people collccling Itere who make temporary ovens by robbing the structures (pL GXV B) 
of their bneks. During her stay in February 1962 the author noticed not less than a 
dozen of such ovens being made every day for ku^itd ch^pand. 

The most interesting piece of amiquity at Lumbini is of course the pillar 
(pi. CXVl A) of A^ka. Made of the Chunar sandstone with tiny blackish specks, it bears 
ihc cliaracieristic Maurya polLvh. The pillar has a vertical fissure down to the middle, and 
its lop is broken off probably by ligliming, as noted by Hiuen Tsang. A stone cap been 
provided at the lop to prevent thepcreolaiion of water, Thchcight of the extant part, above 
Ihc rough hammer-dressed surface (pi, CXVl B) meant to be buried belowground, is 7*391 ni. 
The lower portion of Uic pillar to a depih of 2-134 nL (which is polislicd and below which 
was encountered the hammer-dressed portion*meant to be embedded) remains buried below 
tlic ground. The three successive brick enclosures mentioned hy P. C. Mukheiji no longer 
extsi on the west side (where the author sank a shaA to examine the base) which had been 
disturbed by the excavation of 1933-34. Tlic crowning elements, except the belt-shaped 
lolus-nicmber (in two halves) which now lies on the paved platform in front of the 
Kummindet temple, are now missing. 

Both to the immediate north-east and south-east of the pillar U a small 
brick stupa with a square base, while to its south-west is a trirufita brick plinth of 
moderate dimensions. These three structures are much lalcr than the pillar of ASofca, 
To the north-west ol the pillar is a damaged celi-Etkc struciitrc. 

_ metres to the cast of the pillar is a modern flat-roofed temple, around 
wi^is a high, spacious and paved platform approached from the eaiit by a long stair-

goddess of Lumbiftl. It presents;, in high relief, the nativity of Buddha (pi. CXVIl). MS\&- 
devj, nearly life-sized, stands under a tree grasping its branch with her right hand, her leH 
hund resting on her hip, On her rigln side and supporting her is a woman, presumably 
her sister Mah3prajapatr Ik'yond the hitter is the slightly-bent figure of Sukra. with a high 
crown, who is in the attitude of receiving the iiew-boin child, as the latter emerges from 
his mother's right side. Fktow, between Sakru and MSySdevt, is the defaced figure of 
standing Gautanm with a halo round his head. Just behind ^altra is a male iigurc. Stytisu- 
cally ascribabic to the Gupta period, the sculpture b badly damaged, in the wail to 
which this sculpture has been fixed are also attached, besides a modeni sculpture 
(pi. CXVIXl Aj wiiJl the nativity of Buddha, a few fragmentary' slabs (pi. CXVIll Uj, of 
which one represents the lower ponton of a seated image in paryaAkMarta. 

The modem temple and the pjatfonn are built over the ruins of several 
subsidiary structures, including j/dpiii, imd the magniticeiuly-dccoraied plinth of an early 
temple unearthed by P. C. Mukherji. The old temple consisted of a brick sanctuary and 
an oblong ajitechamber facing east and enshrined the nativity scene now present in the 
modern temple. Ihc p linth of the sanctuary was the most exqubitc of its kind, S'apta- 
ratfm on plan excluding the minor projections, it was relieved with several horizonud 
mouldings, each again richly embellished with a variety of motifs. This plinth and the 
stupas excavated by P, C. Mukherji in ihe unmediate vicinity of the temple arc no longer 
visible, as they are engulfed by the wall of the present paved platform. 

T he site of the old temple, presumably, marks Die spot where Gauianu was 
born. It IS like ly i ha i ihc stone enclosure of Asoka lies buried below cither the plinth of 
this Very temple or the rums of u still earlier temple. An oblong enclosure with a central 
structure lies partially buned below the long sialrcase of the modern tcmpte-l'hc tmclc&ure 
appears to have been built over a ruined earlier structure. 

lb the south of the temple is a tank,, the banks of which have recently been 
venecFcd wiUi bricks in tonoces. Tins tank, doubtless, represents the bathing-iank of 
the Sikyos mentioned by Uiueit Tsang. 

On the east ixink of the tank arc many ruined brick structures, most of 
vvhicit ore bases of sinail brick stupas^ Six of these stupas stand in a row is the east-west 
alignment beyond ihe north-eastern comer of the tank. Below tliese structures there 
exist earlier foundations. 

Near Die south-east comer of the tank is a f|uadmnguJar brick monastery 
with on array of cells on four sides. Its eastern wing has disappeared. The liiartition-wajls 
of the cells of the north and south wings are reduced to a few courses. The walls of the 
cells of these two wings are overhanging in some places and fioons lutve been removed. 
The central two cells (second and third from the north) of the west wing were not fully 
dugcadicr so that the author found lafier removtng eurtti to a depth of 30 cm. J their 
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tolerably intact floors, maiic of large bricksi35'5 x cm.). Above the ruins of this 
monastery arc scanty traces of a structure representing possibly a later monastery, the 
latter aflecle^l irredeemably due to excavation and denudation. Atmebed to the north- 
wcsicm corner of the monastery are at least two cells. 

To the easl'south-easl of the staircase of the modern temple is a plinth, 
probahiy of a shrine, standing to a lieighi of l‘H3 ni, and built of bricks of large dimen¬ 
sions. tl has a central projection on each of its four sides: the projection on the west side 
is conspicuously larger and miglit have contained the steps leading to the top. 

A group of sixteen votive stupas of bricks existed till 1957 to the north si<lc 
of [he path lending to the east staircase of the modern temple of Rummtndei. To the 
nonh of the latter are three smalt each with a scluare base. Below the middle 

stiipa is an earUcr structure. 

Besides these stniciurcs, which were expowd partly in 1899 and partly 
in 1933-34,1 i he^ are others yel lo tie exposed. Indeed, the ruins extend eastward to the 
hank of the Titar. 

The following is a catalogue of the antiquities unearthed in 1933-34 and 
shown to the author by ilw monk of the Lumbini Oharmodaya Committee-

Beads 

Of the five beads (pi. CXXIX A. 1-5), one. long and barrel-shaped, is of 
semiprecious stone (pi.

Decorated bricks and tihs 

Tlic collection of omamenial bricks (pi. CXXX B and C> and tiles is fairly 
rich. Dscorated wItJi a variety of designs like lotuit-petals, cAnfVyn'Windows, grids, 11 oral 
and plant motifs and stepped patterns, many of them bear aiffiniiy with the omamental 
bricks of Kodan. 

From the evidence of the monuments and the ntiuquUics, It b appuretU 
that the Buddhist cstabU&hmeiU uf Lumbini maintained its existence at least from the 
third cemury B. c to tl»e tenth century a. o. Tho discovery of small plaques, with the 
reliefs of Dralimanical deities, which ai e generally assigned to the iwelftlj and thirteenth 
centuries A. d., is a pointer to Brahmanism gatmng ground in that period, Whether 
Brahmanism completely ousted Boddfaism or co-cxisted side by side cannot be determined 
in Uie present stage of our know ledge. 

1'hc ancient occupational deposit around the Buddhist monuments, though 
not high, is sufhcieniiy extensive. The sherds picked up on the surface arc mostly of the 
red ware and limitedly of the grey ware. Apan from these, there are a few bits of the 
Northern Black Polished Ware. The shapes of the coTlecicd pottery hardly go beyond 
the types known from l‘ilaura-kol and Kodan. The fabric and aUp. too, comrspond to 
those of the ceramic industries of these two sites. Essentialiy utilitarian, the pottery is for 
the most part plain. Of the decorations, only mesh-like impressions and hands in red are 
available on a few sherds.

3, NfPAXTA (DISTRICT BHATRHWA) 

Tmmedtfltely to the south-west of Amahwa and to the east of Nipania, 
which is 7'3 km. tothc souih*soulh-west of Tumbini, is a tow flattisb mound,locally called 
Sikrawa, within the mattza of Nipania flat. 27* 24* ,N. : long. 83* 15'40' E.l.on the we^ 
l)ank of the Nepalese Dano river. The mound (pl- CXXXI A), which is under active culti¬ 
vation, has considerably been cut away by the river. At the tune of the visit of the p^lj 
the top of the mound was found overgrown with plants, but the eroded sections 
(pl. CXXXT B) close to the river wierc oozing with sherds. Sherds of the grey ware were 
picketl up in abundance fnim this area. Though the local people of Amahwa reponed the 
discovery of coins after periodical rains. iJtcy could not be induced to produce them. 
Many beads of semi precious minerals were Found in the possession of I he villa^^rs wlio 
also reported the existence of ring-well.*; that ore now covered by earth. 

The site is rich in pottery- The ancient settlemcTU of the site can at least be 
traced back to the period of the Northern Black Poli.slicd Ware. Picked up from the sur¬ 
face is ft coin (pl. CXXXII A, 8) of ‘Allu^d-Din Ki^jl (a. d. 1296-1315) of the lyjaiji 
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dyiuisiy wliicti possibly indicates llic approxintftt^ period at least up to which the site 
wns under occupidton. if with a bttfak, 

Apart fromlhe red ware anda tew 5 ,aiidl sherds of the bbick-and-red t'?}warc, 
thiai'e.'irtMhfwdislinct wares.Tiamefy. the grey wnre. the NoTthem Black Polished Ware and 
the fine grey ware wiih :t smooth black slip reminiscent of the Northern Black Polished 
Ware hut lacking the latter's lustrous Imish. Of the sherds of very fins fabric and thin 
section, one is distinguished by a bright brownish-ted slip, Surrhce-pt>iicty corresponds 
^ufficicnlly to the excavated cemmic types of Tikura^koi. Indeed, the two sites appear 
Ut Ilivc hcfti ctihurally knitted logclherat least from the Maurya times. 

The Northern Black Polished Ware includes two deep bowk, with a cons- 
piciioasly cOrnigalcd bod), which recall similar sherds from Patna and Rajghat.^ The 
Inrgcr of the two. wilh n vertical featureless rim. presents the conugations on the Inner 
Mide as well. The smaller tine has a slightly ountimed Fcamrcless rim. 

Dishes and bowls are the domiimni foims in the black polished ware. Shapes 
iiT disht:- fepicseni Typw /. Ac. W,////i, /K Fn, F/n, Fi, F/ and F// from Period 

I oj'Tituiini-'kot. Particulury noteworthy among bowls is a bowt^uirj-lid. with an almost 
vtnical fcai artless rim having a Hangc below, which is analogous toTypeS4 from Period tl 
of Rajgir.* Other shapes of bow Is are similar to Typvse Xile, XUh, Xxyil, XXVIla, 
XXVUe, XXVHf. A'A'Ji''and XXXlVr from Period I of Tilaurfl'koi. Lids include no. 2 
of the Norlhcm Black Polished Ware from Tiliiura-kot and. Types LX^l and LXVlu. 
from PcrKid I of Tiiaura-koi. A single rainiuture analogous to Type XCVIIJ Uom 
Period I of TUauia-kol, k represented in this ware. 

The grey ware, similar to iltal of Tilaura-kot. occurs in an appreciable 
propnrrion. the common forms being dishes and bowk. Some of the sherds arc hlack-and- 
grey. ihd black being confined to the interior and the base. In disltes Types L Id, If, fie, 
lifu, AP, AFn. F, Fo, F/, F/, V^a, Vlflb and IX from Period I of Ttlaura^kot arc 
rcjwcM:fUcd, while lH>wk prescni Types XI/, Xllh. XIH, XIVc, XXIV, XXVU, XXVIId 
and .STA'i' from the same coaicxi. Other forms arc rare and include basins similar to 
Types -Vi-F/A. Xl-VIIa, XUXe* If, U and LV.UI from Period I of Tilaura'-kot and 
miniature resembling Types JTCF/and XCVfll also from Period I of Tilauni-kol. 

The red ware appears to have been the predomlnaiing industry. It has a 
Enrat similarity, in shape, fabric and slip, with that of Tiiaura-koL A few sherds bear 
designs like mesh-like impressions, finger-nail incisions, incised oblique suokesand applied 
band wilh crcscent-sliaped and pi nched d«:oraiion$ made by fingers. Vases outnumber other 
forms in both number and shapes, bttsins being the next in order of frequency. Dishes 
arc cxtrcmdv scarce and present only Types IV, V and Vb from Period I of Tikura-kot. 
Bowk arc ako not many in number and I united to Types Xllf, XlVk, XVIfa, XXVIII, 
^ XI' file, XXVIfJd, XXlXe and XXXVta rroin Period I of TiUiura*kot. The basins

3) in the 5tinga style, terracotta animal figurines with stamped designs fpl, f lXXXTV B, 2. 

3 and Kushan coins IpL CXXXII A. 4 V 3 nd human figurines fp). CXXXIII, 1 and 2 
and pi. CXXXfV A, i and 2), coupled with the evidence of pottery, suggest an almost 
continued occupation of the site, if with an occasional break, from the third century B.C; 
to about the eighth century a , 0 , 

Of the Three copper coins, all circular, found here, one, 2-2 cm, in diameter, 

• I cm. in thickness and 4-53 gm. in weight, is absolutely defaced. The Eecond coin, 2*3 cm. 
in diameter, ’3 era. in maximum thickness and 10'635 gm, in weight, is also extremely 
blurred. Tl is certainly a Kushan tMUC. The motifs on llie obverse and reverse are perhaps 
a seated king and Siva standing with his bull respectively. If this identification is correct, 
it might be an issue of Vitna Kadphises. The ihird coin (pt. CXXXII A, 4), 2'4 cm. in 
maximum diameter, '34 cm. in thickness and 12-2 gro, in weight, though badly defaced, 
can be attributed to Huvisldca without any doubt. On the obvem is the king (defaced) 
riding on an elephant to right, while on llie reverse is u standing deity to left with right 
hand extended and left hand, akimbo, near llie hip, perhaps on the handle of a short sword 
(defaced). Tlie legends on both sides and ilie monogram on the reverse have disappeared. 

Tlicre are six lerracotU human figurines, two being fragments of legs. All 
are red, some with a grey core, The red slip is cxiam on five specimens. The plaque in the 
Suhga style Isa fragment preserving only the defaced head (pi. CXXXIII. 3). TlTCCoilfure 
($ in the form of a large bun with horizontal combings, There arc two more heads, but of 
a much later date. The better preserved one (pi. CXXXIII* 1) presents an ovalish face, 
slig h tly smiling, vvilli ail open mouth, a prominent nose, incised lenticular having 
circular holes for pupils, incised eye-brows and a niifrow forehead. The hair, indicated by 
oblique incisions, projects behind the crown in the form of a fan. On the crown is a deep 
hole. The cars are not modelled, a hole on either side serving the purpose. Fhe back side of 
the head is flat like u plaque. The other head (pi. CXXXIII, 2 ) is badly mutilated* but 
looks simitar to the preceding, Round ihe neck is an applied torque ihicorated with 
oblique incisions. Tlic fourth figure (pi. CXXXfV A* 1). female* with head missing, lias 
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tt hoUovi- promincm bn-'ii waisi Jhcd lo a cylindrical lugtJ base. Tlie availabJc part of 
the body freely made by Juitid. Both the hund^ rcsl on ibe bent kii«c, The pidm of titc 
right hand being concave like a bowl, A circular depression murks ihe navel. Around 
the neck is a broad applied band with oblique incisions and round the forearms are two 
broad bangles, also applied, but wiihoui incisions. Figures from Ahicbchhutril with 
a similar technique of manufaclure are attributed to a.d. 550^750. The remaining two are 
fragments of legs, of which one is reduced to a CTudcly»fashioned foot and ankle, with a 
plam applied ankiet resting on a flat base (pi. C'XXXIV A.2>. 

The terracotta animal (igurines number ten. two of which are bulls or cows 
and one at least is a horse, With the exception of the horse which is grey, u 11 are red, usually 
with a red slip, some with a grey core. The horse (pi, CXXX1V B. 41, wiiha pSume.applied 
ears (missing) and incised mane, Hus dtamond-shaped incised eyes with punctured dots 
for pupils. Arotnid the eyes is ii row of pin-holes. The nostrils and mouth arc indicated 
by pin-holes and a straight incision respectively. There is a transverse hole through the 
snout for a string. The forehead of one (pi. CXXXIV B. 5) of the bulls (or cows) with 
diamond-shaped eyes and punctured dots for pupils is suimpcd with a solar symbol 
having ten rays radiating from a central pellet. Above this symbol is a deep hole. Imme¬ 
diately behind ihc bead, reiriarkablc for its iiatufali.stic treatment, is a punched llower 
with six rough semicircles arranged around a raised pellet. Tltc damaged head 
(pi. CXXXIV B, 1) of an unidentilted animal has applied pelleis for eyes with holes for 
pupils. Its temple is decorated with a row of pin-holes. Through the snout Is a trans¬ 
verse hole for a siring. The torso of another unidentifted animal (pi. CXXXIY B, 3) is 
decorated w'ilh stamped leaves, of svhich nine arc extant. Another torso (pL CXXXIV B, 
2} is remarkable for a carpet on its back. The carpet h decorated with five rows of pin¬ 
holes. each row separated from the other by an incised fine. Above each leg is the stamp 
of an ctght-spokcd wheel. 

Tlie other terracotiu objecLs consist of the fragment of a fairly targe red ball 
with a red slip, two vase-shaped red l^eadsand the fragment ofa red disc with a large per¬ 
foration, 2 cm. in diumeter, near the edge. One (pL CXXXIII, 4) of the beads has u disc- 
like rim (svith concave end) and a conical profile and is treated with a red slip. The second 
bead (pi. CXXXIII, 5) w ith » black, slip, has a disc-like rim, n sloping neck and a iruncated 
conical body. The disc (pL CXXXIJ l, ti), U‘2 cm. in diameter and 2 cm. in maximum 
thickiitssj might have been used aa a net-sinker- 

5. KADZAHAWA (DISTRICT TAULIHAWAj 

'i km. south of Taufihawa as the crow flies, is the village of Kadzahawa 
(wrongly written as Parrahwa in Survey-sheet 63 Y: lat. 27^ 28' N.; long. 83" 3* E,). Imme¬ 
diately to the east of the village and partly covered up with modem houses is an extensive 
habitation-mound, nearly 2.14 m. east-west (300 m. including flic [xirt occupied by the 
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vil1ag.C'hahitutic>ii) anil ttiS m, notllviioiith. Locally k:ni>\i'n h>f, it gradually from 
ihc surrounding Trclds lo a hciglil oF abuiit 3 m. At llic base of a large ptpa/ tree on tin's 
motind near its nortliem eilge SOmui'devl (in the semblance of Imto Jrn?/^o•shaped 
clay lumps}, tlie village godd^s, ivurshipped with oJl'erings of terracotta clcpiiants and 
horses. A large part of ihe mound is under aiUtvation. A few years back, while digging in 
this mound near its south-western corner, several copper coins were encountered. These 
coins have been i brown away by ibc chlidrcn. who used to play with them. Many of them, 
according TO the villagers, bore MahSdeva with a tr/fii/a and bull. Most probably, they 
were Kushan cotns,a presumplion ifubsiantiaied by the find of two such coins (below, 
p. 21^) during ihc visit of the party. 

Though no brick simcturcs are exposed at present, the exisiencc of such 
sirucinres Kmeaih the surface is suggested by piles of brick-bats at places. These were 
found in course of the tilling operalions. Several full bricks were utilized for a son of low 
platform near a well . The size of these bricks is 33 cm, > 21-5 cm, k 5 4 cm, Tlic existence 
of ring-wclIs is implied by iJie find of (ciracotta rings. 

The site is rich in terracottas aiul poiteiy^ particularly of the posi'CUristian 
centuries, Sherds of ihc thick grey ware, willi both black and grey slip, were also found, 
but their number is very limited. The surfacc-pottcry is primarily of the ted ware. 

The dish is the only vessel in the grey ware thal preserves its rim and corres¬ 
ponds to Ty/ic-v //j. M //. //A, Vb, Vd aitd Ve from Period I of Tilaura-kot. Among the 
remaining sherds of this ware, the low'cf portion of a bowl wtih u flattish base can only 
be recognized. 

A major pari of the sherds of lite red ware is post-Chrtsiian. A few 
decorated sherds have been recovered. Designs consist of triangular notches, oblique 
incisions with thickened tops* crescent -shaped decoration made by fingers on an applied 
band, chevrons on an applied band and fish-scales in relief, The Ta.st design was nolked 
in Stratum III of Ahichchhatra. 

Four fragments of dishes were alone found in the red ware. They Tepresent 
7>7w //n. nd, VI and Vie from Perical I of Tilaura-kot, Bowls occur in profudon, bm 
the shapes arc limited to Typrs X/L XXVttIh. XXVIIk’. XXVnie and XXlXc from 
Period r of Tilaura-kot, Id, U and a variety of IX from Period IV of llastinflpura. Basins 
include Frpci ,V£.KA, XLlXc* Lg, Uh Ulk Ullh and /. VI from Period I of Tilaura-kot. A 
fragracni of a vcssel-on-siand resembles Type LXh from Pertot! I of Tilaura-kot. Lids are 
nunterous and represent Types LXk LXIb, LXXVfkLXXVIfI vindLXXXII from PeriodF 
of Titaura-koi. Typex X and IJJl (without finger-tip decoralion) from Period HI of 
riastinapuni, Typex IVa. IVh and XIV from Period IV of Hastinipura, Types II and Ilb. 
from the miscellaneous pottery of Tilaura-kot and 29/ from Arikamedu.* Among other 
shapes, three are noteworthy: a bowl-sltaped lid with a horizontally splayed-oui concave

Type V from the mt’icellancous pottery «1 
Ttlaura-kot cs^ursin abuttdunce; the handles are mosiSy iriangular and rarely imncaicil 
triangles w'ith sides slightly concave. 

A few sherds of the red ware are analogous to the pottery of Piprtihwa 
(p. 22ft) and seem to be later than ihe poliery of Kodan, 

Of the two copper coins from Kadzahawa, one fp). CXXXtl A, 2), 2 65 cm. 
in diameter. 3 cm. in ma.ximuin thickness and 1319 gm. in weight, is an issue of Kanishka. 
On the obverse is the king to left, with a heavy long coat on. With a long spear in his 
laiscd left hand, he is sacrificing ai an altar. On the reverse and within a dotted border is 
a four*armed standing deity (Siva ?) to left, with a halo round his head. In his lower right 
liand is a iuh>sc C^. in upper right a ^mant (or vajra} and in upper left a trident, the 
object in the lower left being too defaced to be identified- To left, below the right hand, is 
the monogram. The other coin (pi, CXXXIT A, 3). 2 4 cm. in dtumeter. '35 cm. in maxi¬ 
mum thickness and 13*3 gm. in weight, belongs to Huviahka. On the obverse is the king 
facing, half reclining on a couch, w'ltilc on the reverse is a standing deity w'ith his righl 
bund extended and left, akimbo, resting on the hilt of a small sword, Below the righl 
hand of the deity is the monogram. 

The remaining aniiquities, all in terracotta, number twenty-four excluding ii 
tmacotfa disc and a few shapeless terracotta objects. 

Tlicre arc at least fourteen human figurines. All of them arc red. some with 
n grey core. The red slip is preserved on several specimens. 

Stylistically earliest is the fragmeni of a plaque with the relief of the lower 
past of ii crudeJy-execuk’d stiff standing figurine (pi. CXXXV A, 3). With the end of the 
dfioir dangling in the front in venica) FofdSt the figurine recalls the degenerate phase itf 
the ^Ufkp lurt. 

Seven of the figurines are reduced to heads, with necks and portions of 
shoulders extant in some cases, the heads of two being badly damaged. Most of them 
present ouriamlbh features. Figures with similar traits fron) Ahtchchhatrfi have been 
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assigned to k.o. 450-751), Three (pi CXXX V B, ). 2 and 3> of the heads have practicaily na 
foreheads, Lhc Rat pan of the head abruptly starting from the cye-bruws, as tn figures 
|3J* * (assigned to a, d, 650-750) and 242* of Ahichchhatra. Characterized by an almost 
triangular face with prominent incised lenticular eyes and protruding circular pupils giving 
the impression of applied eyes, a slit mouth, applied lips, a pointed chin, a pinched nose 
and large elongated hangnig curs, they appear to have been modelled freely by hand. 
Above the crown rises the hairt iike a luPl, incised with a row of vertical lines in one speci¬ 
men (pJ. CXXXV B, 1) with an incised circle on the earlobe. The base of ihc conical lufl* 
slightly tilted towards the sinister, in the second (pi. CXXXV B,2) is decorated with a row 
of obltLiue incisions; this head Ims A tenon-Uke projeclion below the neck possibly for 
insertion in a hollow body. The applied double band placed diagonally on the left shoulder 
and chest, extant in two specimens (pi- CXXXV B. 1 and 3), possibly represents the scarf. 
The fouTih head (pi. CXXXV B. 6) wiilt eyes similar to those of the preceding three, a 
narrow receding forehead and an open mouth in the form of a semi circular slit bus an almost 
U-shaped face. The Lirge elongated flat ears have t^vo circular incisions, one near thr lop 
and the other near ihc bortom. A similar incision occurs at Uuc junction of the raised 
arched eye-brows. The hair, projected above tiu: crown like a diadem, is incised with 
oblique lines, The back side of tiic liuad ia £bt and sligliiiy ooncavu. it appears that the 
head was lirst pressed out of a single mould and afterwords ihc Decessary mclsions were 
mode. A better preserved example of tliis type is furnished by a specimen from Bamlini 
(p, 218; pi, CXXXVlf A, 1). Tlte liftii head (pi. CXXX V B, 5j, with eyes analogous to 
those of the preceding, a narrow receding forehead and projecting elongated curs, has ii 
bulging tower part of the face. In the centre of the forehead is a pellet. The project¬ 
ing hair, with a row of venical incisions, is tied at the base by an applied bund. 

A small crudely hand-modelbdligurine (pi. CXXXV B.d), in the round, with 
lower portion below the waist missing, has circular eyes with holes for pupils, a pinched 
nose, a slit mouth and a damaged tufl. No attempts were made to fashion Uic forehead. 
Tlie left band of the figurine rests above the waist, the extended tapering right arm being 
broken. A bund with a row of punctured dots is applied diagtnuilty on the front part like 
an upavifa. Another band, also applied, is extant partially on the waist. 

A hand-modelled female torso (pi. CXXXV A. 1), with a shallow circular 
ilepression for the navel, is in the round and bereft of ornaments, flic remaining four 
arc reduced to leg^ (pi. CXXXV A, 2 and 4) and arms, all crudely cxecutCLl I'be nails of 
the toes of one leg, with indsed lines difTerentiating the fingers and an applied anklet, 
are marked by circular incisions (pi. CXX.XV A. 2). 

Fragment of a walled endosurc (one corner available) evidently represents a 
votive tank (pi. CXXXVI A, I). Red with a grey oort. the avatiahic portion is absolutely

(pi. CXXXVI B, 2). 

Forming part ol' an inUetenniiLate object (rotilo VI Is a bundle In red, 
its lop edge being llutcd (pi. CXXXVI B, 3). 

An ellipsoid object with a central groove (pi. CXXXVI B* 4) was possibly 
used for a nct'Sinlter or loom-weight, 

6, LAMITYA (DISTRICT TAUUHAWAj 

Slightly above 3 kjn, sou th of Taulihawa and about 200 m. east of the village 
of Lamtiya (lal. 27' 31' N-; long, 83* 4' E> i» an elevated goeftar land, locally known as 
koft where Sdniai-mai, represented by a small pedestal of bricks and mud, is being 
worshipped a plum wee with an oflering of crude terracotta elephants, horses, pigs 
and goau. The denuded mound rises almost imperceptibly from Ihe peripheral lidd 
to a maximum lieighi of about 2 m. 

The pottery on the surface is Tttiher scarce and mostly in small rragmcnis. Of 
the thick grey ware only a few sherds were recovered. Tlie major part of tlie red ware is 
post-Chri$tum. The rest along with the grey sherds has just enough correspondence 
to the poixcry of Period I ofTilauju-kot to indicate the oonieitiportineity of this site with 
Tilaufa-kol in its early stage of occupation of Period L 

Of the sherds of the grey ware, some arc black-ajid-grcy. The slip is either 
grey or blackish. The dish is the only form available in this ware. It represents Types /, 
la, fly lie. Ilia and IVa from Period ! of Tilaura*kot. 

The mesh'Uke impression is the sole decoration found in sherds of the red 
ware. Bowls are not many and represent a coarse variety of TypesXlVk, XX^Illf and a 
variety of XXXb fr om Period I ofTilauia-kot and Typer / and lb from Period IV of Hasti- 
napura. In basins are found Types XLVL XLIXa, Lti and a variety of Ulf from Period I 
of TUuura-koi, Lids are represented by Types Via and Vlb from Kodan, A single fragment 
of a shallow frying-pan, with a loop-liandle in continuation of the out-turned externally* 
thickened rim, was alone found. Vases resemble Types CA*K//fti, CXVlife, CXXlllb, 

■ Anclmt iitdia, tiu. 4, pt. XXXIX, hfi. S7 and 
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CXXintK CXXVinXXUW a variety of CUll and CLfrom Period I of Tilaura-koi. 
Types Vf VtH, VUle^ a variety of .V, A7tf, XiVu, XVU and XVlIIa from ilie imscellaneouji 
pottery of Tjlaura-kot and a variety of Ty}fe XVIU, a variety of XXl^ XXiV\ a variety of 
XXVI, XXVib, XXVh\ XXVld, XXVh and a variety of XXVin from ICodan. Two 
of the sherds represent spouts and a third a bottle-necked vase. 

All appreciable percentage of poilcfy appeant to be even postcriur to tlie 
poiiery of Ko<,lan. With their types, fabric and comparatively fresh look, these sherds 
luve atfmiiy with those of Piprahwa tp. 226), Sihokhor, Hardewa, Dalckdha, DoJmi, 
Bijuu, Pailiarkou Cliagaiuh, Paikahawn and ilic later pottery of Bamhni. 

The site yielded only one copper coin (pi. CXXXil A, 7) belonging to tltc 
circular dic-siruck series of Ayodjiya ascribed to the hrst and second centuries Ar.t>. by 
Allan. On ihc obverse is a bull, badly defaced, below which is the legend [X«]/ [ya\mit~ 
[raj sti. On The reverse are u peacock (on the left) to right, a palm tree (on the right) and a 
wavy line (below) representing perhaps a snake- The diameter of the com is 1*1 cm., tLs 
wei^l being t 64 gm. 

Other finds cousist of a sealing willi three indistinct letters in churacters 
of about the third century a, i>. (pi. CXXXVll A, 5), a misshapen standard cylindrioU 
circular terracotta bead in smoky-red (pi. CXXXVU A, 6), a fragment of a icrracotta 
ball or bead in smoky-red (pi. CXXXVU A, 8), a plano-convex fragment of a terracotta 
object with granular indentations on the hat side (pL CXXXVll A, 7) perltaps for use as 
a stamp, fragment of a hollow llgurme { 7) and a solid terracotta head (pi. CXXXVll A, 4), 
crudely executed by hand and badly damaged. I'he last, with large incised eyes, a slit mouth 
and hair with vertical incisions, lacks forehead and is somewhat affilialcd to the similar 
figurines from Kacitahawu (p, 213), It ts red with grey core. Apart from these, there arc 
4 glass bangle, uii ornumcnial brick carved m the style of Kodan and the comer fragment 
of a !H|uarish or oblong terracotta votive tank ( 1) with verLiuul wulls, a fiat base and an 
oiicntiig in one wall, Tlie latter is treated with a red shp. 

7, SISANIA (DlSTRiCT TAULIUAWA) 

The ancient habitation-mound (pi, CXXXVllI), called kot, of Sisania,' 
(tui, 27" 2lt* 20* N,; long. 1(3 5‘ 10* E.). 0 km. south-east ofTaulihawii and strewn with 
potsherds of red ware and brickbats, Is quite extensive, though not very high. The bricks 
recovered by the villagers during digging operations are of large size. Though the anti¬ 
quity of the she goes back at Ica-st to the Auriga period, os suggested by the find of a plaque 
(pt* CXXXVll B. 3> of the laie-Suhga phase, the most flourishing period seems to have 
been the centuries immediately following the Chrisiian era, a.s at Kadzahawa. On two 
sides of the mound, but some yards further, are mins of brick structures.

Uds are simihtr to Types IV, XII and XtVh from Period 1V of HaitinSpurn and Typt fid 
from the imscellancoos potlcry of Tilaura-kol. Apart from this, there arc tlixce iVagmems 
of tliick lids of coarse fabric with an out-turned cxtcmully undercut (grooved in two 
specimens) rim and receding sides. Basins* some Jipped* present Types XUV. XLVL 
XLVUIm^ a variety of UJf from Period I of Tilaura-kot and Type XL from Period IV 
of Haslinapura* There arc two speeimons of shallow frying-pans with a loop-handle in 
continuaUon of an oul-iumed featureless rim. The vases inclucie a variety of Type CXXtL 
a variety of CXXTIIb. CXXXlIp. CXXXIh. CXXXIV. CXUIIc. CXLIV. CXLVUd. 
CUIc, CLIIL CLV. CIVI and CLVill from Period 1 of Tilaura-kot, J>-p<? 3 r V, Vi. a 
variety of VIf, VIIlc, IX, XllLXVlfLXVIUa and XVIIlb from the miscclbtieous pottery 
of Tilaura-kol and a vancty of T}pe XtXc. XXV, XXVI and XXVIb from Kodan. The 
types affiliated to Period I of Tilaura-kot arc usually coarser. Apart from these ilicrc are 
fragnwius of several vases, a few wuh some affinity with the vases from Period rV ol 
Hasiinapura- A single specimen of spout, with two prominont grooves round the middle 
part, alone was found, 

A few sherds, to judge by their type and fresh look, appear to be posi- 
Kodan and arc contemporaneous with the pottery of Pipnihwa (p. 226), 

Of the three circular copper coins from this site, one CXXXH A. Ij, 
2‘4 cm* in diameter, ‘4 cm, in maximum thickness and 1315 gm. in weight, is an issue of 
Kaniflhk n On the obvmc is the standing king to kft, clad in a lung coat, with his right 
hand above an uliar (defaced), the raiwd left hand holding perhaps a Jong spear (defaced)* 
The standing deity with right liand advanced and left hand, akimbo, near ihc waist, on the 
ravetrse, is too defaced to be identified. The legends and tlic monogrant have vanished 
completely The highly defaced second coin (pi CXXXIl A, 5}. 2'4 cm. in diaTnetcr and 
35 cm, in thickness and 14-45 gm. in weight, probably belongs to Hu vishka. On I he obverse 
is the king sealed ('0 unci on the reverse is the standing deity, blmred. Tlic third com 
(pl. CXXXIl A, 6), 2‘5 cm. in diameter. 15 cm. in ibickness and 7'33 gm* in weight* b 
a coin of ancient Nepal. On one side is a lion to left with one of its fore-legs raised; the 
legend above the lion is blurred, On the other side is a deity, with his right hand raised 
and left hand on Hugh, sealed on a lotus within a dotted border. Typologically. the 
coin is associated with the issues of M^Mku. 

Other aniiquilies from llic site, apart Croro arms of crude terracotta human 
figurines resembling the iliustrated one from Period IV tjf HastinSpura/ arc only four,

girdle of two beaded strings is alone extant* The lower parts of the legs are missing. 
The second tpl- CXXXVTl B, 2) represents the fragmentary bust of an almost Hfe^siMd 
female ftgurc with an applied broad necklace decorated with oblique incisions. Red wiib 
a grey core it preserves a red slip on the front side. The concave back side is also red and 
fairly welt-finished, Presumably* the body wa.s hollow. The third figure (pi. CXXXVll B, 1), 
with the lower half missing, is badly damaged. Red with a grey core, it lias incised 
lenticular eyes, an applied band-like torque and ring-like ear-ornaments, With the excep¬ 
tion of the Face, which might have been partially moulded, the figure ts freely modcited 
by liand. The back side Is Qaitish. 

The fourth find (pi. CXXXVll B* 4>, in red with a grey core, is the fragment 
of a tnuUer-sliaped object with ridges and incisions sijniiar lo those from Tilaura-kol 
(p. U9:pLXUI B, 19). 

8. BAMHhO (DISTRICT TAUUHAWA) 

The village ol Bmnhni (lal- IT 29* 30*R; long. 83^ T 30* E.),locally called 
Babhni, lies 6‘5 km. to the soulh-wesi of Taulihawn, Immediately to the west of the village- 
habitation is a low ftattish mound which rises from the surrounding field to a maximum 
height of about 1'5 m. Locally known as kof, it has a sacred spot where terracolla ele¬ 
phants and horses arc dedicated to the presiding deity represented by a small aifipU' 
shaped clay object. The mound is under active cultivation. 

The iwttcry found on the mound is entirely of the red ware and appears to 
be posi-Christian, It is affiliated to the pottery of Kodan and Piprahwa (p. 226) and some 
types of tlie miscellaneous pottery of Tdaura-kol. Most of the types found here arc also 
reprcscnicd by the sherds of Sisania and Kadzahawa. There arc coarse fragments of ncck- 
less vases with a narrowing extcrnally-collaied rim (some with grooves) and a globular 
profile and basins with cxternally-collured rjms; these types are evidently survivals of 
early forms found in Period I of TUaura-kot. A single sherd has two rows of short 
oblique incisions, 

Bow'ls are aimilar to Types /e, // and /// from Kodan. A fourth type is re- 
presentod by a small bowL with a slightly-iiuurned bevelled rim and convex sides, which, 
from the fabric and look, appears to be later liian the pottery of Kodan. Lids represent 
Types VI^ Via, Vlb* a variety of VII and VIII from Kodan and Type II from the mjv 

cellancotts pottery of Tilaura-kol. The available portion of a lid'frugmcnl is analogous lo 
the upper part of TypeXIVb from Period IV of Haatinapura. There arc three more types, 
one with nn out-turned nail-headed rim having two grooves on lop and receding sides, 
the second with gradually-expanding sides crowned by a knob and the third, of thick coarse 
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fabric; with ii« out-iurhctl exwriLjlly*undcfcul and ribbed rim and reeling sides-- Biisuui

An appreciable percentage of sherds, mostly of vases, bears similnriiy to 
the pottery of Pipraliwa tp. 026) in sliape, labric and look. 

From ihe cleanings of an old well, faced with hricks, a number of tsiracolta 
figurines are said to have been recovered. With tlie exception of iwo, which lay by the 
side of (He well, all of them ore reported to have been removed by a Block Development 
Olliccr oi' fuulihawa. 

A tnojoJ part of the uppci portion of one (pL GXXXVIl A. 21 of thetic two 
tigurines i^- extant. Like four of the specimens from Kadziihawa (p. 212 and pl.CXXXV B. 
1*4), it haspTiicliealiy no rorchcad and K hiind-TtiOdelled, Tlie outlandish fciiturcs of the 
iriangukir fate, with ii pointed chin, a horizomally-slit mouih. a pinched hook-like nose, 
targe incised Icttucular eyes, protruding cyc-bnlls with incised circles round them 
and incised eye-biMws. are pronounced, llie car^ are double iriangtcs. each with u deep 
hole, I he arm^, with crude incisions for fingers, are dwarfish and iiiia-shapcn. The rolled 
hair, in the form of a peaked cap tilled to the sinister, is incised with two horizonlul lines 
with a row of stamped circlets in between. Above tlie nose b another circlet. Round ihc 
neck is an applied Hat tortiuc decorated with circlets. An applied folded scarf (not 
reproduced ou the back side} is worn diagonally in die ttpum fashion. Red with a grey 
core and a red slip, the liguriiie is in the round. 

The other piece is reduced to head alone wiili foreign features (pL CXXXVII 
A* 1), With the U-Bhniv5d face, mouth in the form of a semicircular slit, very conspicuous 
thick nose, prominent lenticular incised eyes, raised arched eye-brows meeting together, 
receding forehead and projccUng elongated large ears with two stamped circlets, it is 
analogous to u spccimeti from Kadzahawn tp. 213; pi. CXXXV B, 6), At the junction 
of the cye-l>f«w« b u circlet. The crown-like raised IiaiT bears inctsed lines and is decorated 
with three raised circles, each with a central pellet. Turned grey due to indifferent firing 
and treated with a dark^red slip, it is partly moulded. 

The only oilier antiquity, w-hieft is coUceted from Uic surface, is ilie torso 
of u tcrracolta animal with a red. slip (pi. CXXXVII A, 5).

The pottery op the surface is scarce. AtfiUatcd to the pottery of Kodan 
and Piprahwa (p. 226)and to some of the types from the miscelluneoos pottery o( I'iiaura- 
kott it ta entirely of the icd ware. A single sherd bears Qngcr-'Uail inctsions. 

Oflhe bowi-fragmerus. one lias a slighlly out-turned rim with a groove on 
the lOp and receding sideSf a second presen is a vertical nail-headed rim witJj a ^oove on 
the outer side and the rest are peduced to lower j>arts with a dai bation«basc and receding 
sides- One of the Ud-fragmcnis has a ccniral knob, while others arc similar to 7>-pe kV 
from Kodan. Of ihc two types of basins, one resembles Type Xa from Kodan and ilie 
other has a nail-headed rim w-ilh a prominent depression on the outer side and siigliily 
convex sides. One of the vessels is like a tumbler with a vertical rim having a groove on 
the top and straight sides having an outward turn nearthc lower portion. Tlicfc are several 
fragincnts of cooking-/id|j(/la with a carinated and ridged waist. Vases include J'ypes 
vm, XIa and XVil from the miscotkneous pottery oF l ilaura-kot and XVfUa, 
XlX^t XIXc a »d XXXlIc from Kodan. Among other lypes of vases is noteworthy a 
iicckless one w‘ith a narrowing txiernaUy-coIIared rim and a glubuJar protiie. 

A torso of a lerracolta animal hgurinc lp1 CXXXIX A, 2) forms the only 

other aiUiituhy, 

Id, SONAGARH (DISTRKT^ TAULIHAWA) 

Located between the right bank of Ihc Bel and the left bank of the SukJibcl 
(wesiorn) near their confluence, Sormgarh (lat. 27 40 N.; long. 82 55 £.), also known as 
Sonawangarh, is about 600 m. from Bhilria (locally called Hhiiariai and nearly 5 km. 
north-east of Mudahwii. Except fora hut where lives a Mm, the site is absoluicly 
deserted and engulfed by Jungle. 

In a tliatclied room, by the side of the sddiut*,*s hut, is installed u tcn^arined 
image of C'hfimupd^ tpl* CXXXtX B). possibly made of sandstone. TIk image, 
1 m-29 5 an. high and 75 cm. wide, is badly defaced. Still one can feel that it wa& 
originally of good workmanship. The back portion of the figure is cut Out of the back- 
slab. Stylistically, the sculpture is uscribabteto ihc ninih century A. o- 

Reduced to skin and btintsA and dcuirateU in a girdle and buft-siiaped 
coiffure, the goddess is sealed in iuHtamm with her right leg ijcadani above u corpse. The 
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iwouppcrmoiSi hajJwli carry ibeskin oF andcphant above the licufi^ Aiiioag her rcfftaining 
four lefl hands, the lowest holds against the navel region a skuU-cop^ the next a chopjX'd 
head and the third a shield (?). while the founh» ihraugli the arm-pu oF which passes a 
iakti tspear), perhaps attached to the teeth {tiantu-hignay Of the ri^t hands, the 
lowest possibly restttt on her right thigh in vura-nuM (?), the next holds a iriiHlat the 
third a small swurU abd the fourthafFo/ftartf. Near each of the rounded lop corners of the 
buck-slab is u nylog Hgufc. On cither side oi' Chamupd^ arc. in a vertical row. several 
of her attendants. A jackal is seen below the chopped head held in one of the lol'l hands 
of the deity. 

Near the hut is a heap of bricks and brick-bats. Several of these bricks arc 
beautifully decorated like those in the exposed lemplci of Rodan. A few fragments of a 
badly-weathered door-fraine of sandstone with three gradually-receding carved faoei.s 
also lie amidst the pile. 

These omamcnial bricks evidently hailed from the two ruined brick structures 
(pi. eXL A), reduced to mounds, which stand near ihc hui. A portion of ihc inner wall 
(pi. CXL BJ of the larger of the two had been exposed by an unknown treasure-hunter 
who also made a deep pit in the centre of botit the mounds. The larger structure, which, 
according to the s^hu, enshrined the image of Chamupdat has more than one chamber. 

Not far from the temple of ChSmtiod^ but on the right bank of the Sukhbcl 
tpl, t'XLI A) are ruins of brick stnicturos covered with jungle-growth (pi, CXLI B), 
Suremlra Singh ofTaulihawa (p, 203, fn, 11 showed the author several beads of cuntcliiut 
agate and chalcedony and three circular copper coins which he claimed to have coliecied 
from this she. Thon^ corered with corrosion these coins appear to be early; one of them 
miglit even be punch-marked. 

The pottery picked up on the surface near the right bank of the Bel is entirely 
of Ihc red ware. Though greatly water-worn, it displays unmistakable afUniiy, both in 
shape and fabric, with the pottery of Kodan. A single sherd bears on the micu-dusted 
outer side Hvc-petalled flowers in relief,^cach petal and the central circle having within a 
raised pellet: possibly the vessel svas finished with a mould. 

Thougli the number of bowls is fairly considerable, niovi ijf llu: sherds arc 
reduced to the lower parts with receding sides ending in a hutton-base bearing thread- 
marks. The available rim is slightly intumed and featureless and roughly resembles 
T}>pe /froin Kodan. Lids present Types Kf, Vlit, a variety of Vjf and vnj from Kodan, 
Apart from these, there are two more types of lids, One of them preserves only the lower 
part of the receding sides, the flat base and a central knob, the available portion resembling 
Type XIV from Period IV of Hastinapura. Tlie other type is represented by fragments of 
targe lids of a thick section and coarse fabric with an out-turned externally-undercut and 
ribbed rim and receding sides presumably ending in a convex base. This type was also 
found u( SiBuma and Bunibni. Type IX from Kodan is presented by a single specimen. 
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There nre scverat shcnis of oarinaied cooking-/l#^w whh a ridged waist. White mvnt liave 
prominent ridges like Typt Xt from Kodan, others lutve inconspicuous ridges. Two of 
the latter type bear triangular notches above the ridge. Spouted vases are analogous to 
Fvpc XV from Kodan. Vases present Types XVIHt XVllla, XVlUb^ XX! t XXIV a 
XXV. XXVI iiml VA From Kinhin and Types XflL XHIOy XVfl. XVIU, XVIIIa, 
AV.V and XlXb (these types themselves are allied to some types from Kodant from the 
misci'JIaiicous poTlcrj of Tilaum-koi. The only distinctive type is furnished by the 
fragment of a husin^likc vessel with slightly-convex aides and a lug-hnndle in conti¬ 
nuation of the natUheaded rim. 

II. SMNA-MAINA (DISTRICT BHAtRHWAl 

Saina-Maina does not feature in the Survey-sheet, li is located on the sloi>e 
of iKc hill immediately to the north-east nf the Tliaru village tpt. CXLIJ Aji of tlankaiwa 
(lat. 27* 41 N.; long. 83 22'JO* E.). 9 km. w'est-south-west of Bittwal. 

The description of P C, Mukherji is still applicable to the extensive ruins 
mostly hidden In the forest. The tmage of Buddha seen by himon the first rise (phCXLll B) 
of the Kilt could not be traced, though there are ruins of brick structures, bricks dccomted 
in the ^yle of Kodan and sherds. The image had been there even fifteen years back 
when the District Magistrate of Tauilhawa chanced upon it. The pillar (pi. CXLITI A), 
with the inscnptlon *0m Manipm!me hiirii' in Tibetan characters, now lies in the field to 
the east of the village orBankatwa. According to the local report, some people attempted 
to take it away by a buKock-cart some twelve years back, bul after bringing il down, they 
IcH it where the party found it. 

The rums and the scattered stone architeciunit pieces like door-jambs 
(pi. CXLIV A>, lintels. k<iUika and bmahko (ph CXUll B) are mostly covered by a shroud 
of fa Ben leaves. Most of Ihe frugmenis noticed by B C. Mukherji are still there. One 
of the lintels (pi. CXLTV Bj, by the side of the hill-stream, bears Gap^c^ on the /ti/afu- 
bimba: evidently, it periained to a Brahmanicul temple, either of Siva or of Caijefei, 

Tlie collecied sherds, entirely of the red ware, are akin to the pottery of 
Kodan and Sonagarh, One of the sherds appears To be moulded; it is dcconHed with a 
raised fine having pellets on oil her aide, all in relief. The other pattems consiitt of rows 
of incisions, either drcular or in ihc form of finger-nails. 

One fragmem of bowl resembles Type ill of Kodan, but the nail-headed rim 
w'hh twogrooves on the topis morepnnuumced inthis specimen.Other specimctisof bowls 
are reduced to lower parts, avatlahle portioa^ being similar to Type le from Kodan. 
Lids presem Types VI, Via and VIb from Kodan. Two of the lid-fragments have a 
central knob, a flat base and receding sides. There is a single specimen of a frying-pan 
(or shallow basin) of coarse fabric with an almost vertical prominently nail-headed rim

Stfinagm flat. 27* 30* H: long. 83^ 5‘ 30* E.) Is 7*5 km. nortJi-easi of 
TauUhavva and idaoui HOO m. soutii of Sapir, The denuded low raOund yielded 
wom-oul pottery of the red ware closely afliliatcd to the ptittery of Kodan. One of iJic 
%hcr<b hears an incised double wavy line between concernric grooves, a design found also 
in Kodiin. The pottery rqircsems >he following ceramic types of Kodan: L a variety of 
H and ii variety of /// for bowls; V VL k'/rt, VIh and Vfil for lids: varieties of A' and 
All for btisins tor lUls); and A/, ATa, A’k'/f/. XVUIb^ XiX^ hlXa, XK, XXb,

four fragmeniA of Icrracolla animal figoriites constitute other finds: two 
of these arc torsos fpl. CXXXTX A. 1 and 31l the remaimng iwo arc cither leas or trunks. 

13. BIKULI (DISTRICT TAUUHAWA) 

Bikuli (lat. 27''37' 30' N.i Uujg.k3'‘ 7' E.i Is 10*5 km north-casi ofTauli- 
httwa One gels a rude shock at tlic slgjn of its completely denuded mourrds. What had 
l^ccn left by nature was demolished by Fdhrcr in search of relies. But for P. C. Mukherji's 
timely report and drawings, nobody now can even suspect that the site once nourished a 
prosperotH rdigiotis establishment. The site ui present contains brick-bats alone. 

The largest of ibe three brick temples was closely similar, on plan, to 
Temple 1 of Period I from Kodan. From this and also from lUc wi/rto^haped gargoyle, 
ii may be presumed that both wen? of the same period. P, C. Mukherji rightly thought. 
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Oil the cvidmict: of tile Scancfvi! 'niiilMlutJe of ciiTVctJ brick^j iit hinuiriifTithlc paltcins, 
fhaT the snpcrslriictures. of ihe temples hiul l^ce» Uiglily ofnamcnial \ portion of the 
smallest temple was actually found by liim faced with onuimcnial hricks. Thus, ilic 
coaicnipoTaneily of the csiablishmenls of Bikuli and Kodati is heyonii doiiN 

Only a few sherd* of the red ware were found, One of these appears lo be 
motild'mntle and possibly represcrus I he lower pan of a bowl: il bears rcliels of two row-s 
of pellets and a wavy line wiili flowers (btully defaced) in its loops, all Ihc row's being 

individuiiJIy within borders of conGeniTre raiwd lines. 

Only four other sherds pre^rve ihcir shapes pcirily: one is the lower pari 
of a bowl with ii Au( l)ajie and receding sides. I be availahic portion being similar to 
Typi” /e from Kodan; ihc second is also a bowl, which is somewhat amalogous lo fypr /ff 
ironi Kodan; the third islln; fragment of a vase resembling Type .V/rfrom KodSn; and 
the fourth Is possibly a lid with a splaycd-otii iiitemally-thmiiing rim having a carination 
at the l>ase on the inner side. 

M, chaoanth (district TAULIH AWAi 

The Tharu village (pis. CXI.V and CXLVl A) of CbaganiU (Im 27^3' 40' 
N.; long, SJ* 2‘ E.), tiKally called Changhai, is 20 km. north-norfh-wc&t ofTaulihawa. 
At the Dcvl'Mlifln there are comspicuous mounds thoroughly covered with jungle-growth 
(pi, CXIVII). WheiJier ihcy are natural or contain mins of ancient siriictures remains 

lo be seen. Tlve site yielded pottery. 

Iti Ihe jungle to the north of the village arc the ruins of two brick structures 
in the last stage of thelj" decay. Tlie walls of the larger one are traceable around the tree 
which is partly responsible for the destruction of the structure ipl- CXLVl B). 

The pottery fs entirely of the red ware. While several sherds are akin to the 
pottery of Kodan and some of ibe types of the mfscellancous pottery ol 1 jluuni^kot which 
themselves arc afliUated to the pottery of Kodaiii olheni appear to be later. Tlie latter 
assemblage is found represented in the ceramic industry of Piprahwa (p, 226). 

Bowl# arc represented by two fragments, both reduced to the lower portion. 
With a flat base and reading sides, they resemble Type /e from Kodan. Lids reprcsL'ni ii 
v-aricly of Types Ku, Tfh and a variety of t'llt from Kodan . THerc arclhrce lypesof basins, 
one with a narrowing cxtcrnally-thickened and undcrctil rim and convex sides, the second 
with a» inturned extemally-thickened and ridged rim and receding sides and ihe third with 
an ounurncti cxtcmalty-bcvclled rim imd iveeding sides. Among the vases, cooking- 
wilh a carinaicd and ridged waist predominate. Tliese display a wide variety of 
some being similar to fho« of Type Xh from the miscellaneous pottery of Tilaura-koi 
and Types Xla and A'W Irom Kodan. One fracment is distinguished by oblique incisiomon 
the ridge which Is not vcjy promlnenl. Other shapes of vases include Type XVil from Ihe 
miscellaneous pottery of Ti la urn-kot and a variety of Fv/wj and XXV from Kodan. 
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One or the sherds reprcscjilj^ a spuuu-d vase afld a second (Jie lower portion of a with 

a pcdesiiij-b4t*e. 

A fragmenl of a terracotta dahber (pi. CL, 5), a disc made of s sherd itiid it 
fruirineiii of a terracoita ball (of bend) with concentric grooves constitute other finds, 

15. PATHARKOT (DISTRICT TAUUHAWA) 

On the lower reach of llic hill (pL CXLVIII A) overlooking the village of 
Patlutrkot (tat. 27* 45* 40* N.: long. 83M* E; pis. CXLVUJ B and CXLIX A), which i!i 
•2?*5 km. north of Taulihawa, and by the side of the track which leads to Outmi is a 
(pi. CXLIX flJ where some sherdi of the red ware and a few- bdek^hats were found. The 
site does not look promising. 

or the antiquities, one is a red terracotta ball (pi. CL. 1) and ihrce are 
bangles. One of ihc Inner, in black opaque, is iriangjilar in section and the second, also 
triangular in section and opaque, is partly black (lower half) and partly jndigo^blue with 
a row or tiny ycJTow studs round the top edge, while the third, with an elongated 
Lriangular section, a. black opaque core and yellow and white bands and red and green 
strokes on the sides, has an Inconspicuous ridge decorated with a cabte-paneni in yellow 
und red. The last docs not look old. 

TIic pottery is analogous to that of Kodan and Piprahwa (p, 226). Two of 
the sherds bear stamped raoUfs resembling leaves. 

Cooktng-Adff</rr, with a carinated and ridged waist and various rims, pre¬ 
ponderate over other forms; some fragments of this class of vases are akin to Types Xia 
and Xlh from Kodan. Among other kinds of vessels the following types of Kodan are 
represented; Je for bowls, Vt a and Vfl for lids and JTF, JTXf^', XXV, XXVIc and a 
variety of XXV!! for vases, 

16. PATKAHAWA (DISTRICT TAUUHAWA) 

The low mound, which lies dose to the village of Paikahawa (lai. 27“ 33* 
30'N-;long. 83" I' 20*E). about 3*5 km. wcst-noilh*west of Taulihawa, yielded sberdsof 
live red ware alone. Of the three antiquities found on thesurface, one is a crutlely-eaecuied 
terraciXta torso of an animal (pi, CXXXIX A, 6), possibly an elephant, witli a red slip on 
the red surface, a grey core and an applied band round the hind part of the body. The 
second, also in terracotta, represents the head of a bovine Anima\ (pi. CXXXfX A, 5) with 
punctured dots Cor eyes and nostrils, an indented incised line for the mouih. a transverse 
liote ihrouglt the snout for a string, a row of punctured dots M^ithitt incised lines on the 
forehead and a red slip on red surface. The third is a disc of a sherd of the red ware. 

The pottery is akin lu that of Kodan and Piprahwa (p. 226j. A single sherd 
has triangular notches on the inner side of the rim. 
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One ofllie sherds representingbowts is someTVhatanaloggnsio TypesUf from 
Kodan. Of tiicoiher shapes^ one has an ineonspicuousiy naibheaded rim with agroave on 
the top and receding sides, the second presents an incurved intcrnally-undcrcuf andexter- 
naUy-beaded rim and sb'gjnly-convex sides, while the third is a bowt-cwm-Ud with a flaring 
externally-thickened rim and receding sides. Lids are analogous to Types Via, Vfb and a 
variety of VU from Kodan. Basins arc somewhat similar to Type from Kodan. Cook- 
m$-fian^s with a carinated and ridged waist and various rirns are fairly common; some 
of these bear alfimiy with Type Xfh from Kodan and Type XIa from the miscellaneous 
poiicryof Tilaura-kot. Vaseis tiiclude Types XVIH&^XlXv XXV, XXVIb and XXVId from 
Kodan and Types XVIIa and XVItifrom the miscellaneouB pottery of Tilaura-kol. Parti¬ 
cularly ftotewoTlby among other shapes is a ncckicss vase with a narrowing externally 
thickened and undercut rim and a globular profilc. 

17, BIJUA (DISTRICT TAUUHAWA) 

Bijua (Iftt. 2T 29* N,; long. 83" 8' 50' E.) b 11 *5 km. south-east of Taulihawa. 
The site, already noticed by P- C. Mukherji under the name of Sijuwa^* yielded sherds 
of the red ware affiliated to the pottery of Kodan and Piprahwa (p. 226)- Of the two 
decorated sherds, one bears sets of oblique hatchings meeting one another, while the other 

has rou^y teaf-aliapcd stamped motifh. 

Bowb, with a single exception which has an out-tunied internally-thickened 
tim and receding sides, are reduced to Uic lower parts which resemble Type le from 
Kodan. Lids include Type VI and a variety of Type Vll from Kodan. Basins have an 
out-tunicd nail-headed rim and receding sides,The single vessel with a ring-base is similar 
to Type IX from Kodan. Among vasesonly one variety of cooking-Adee<fo with a carinated 
and ridged waist is similar to Type X7a from Kodan. Other vases have analogges in the 
pottery of Kprahwa (p, 226)- 

Two discs made of sherds and a crude terracotta emaciated head of an 
animal (pi- CXXXDC A, 4), with applied circular eyes and a slit mouth, form other finds. 

18. ARAURA-KOT (DISTRICT TAULIHAWA) 

Araura-koi (iat. 27“ 35' 30' N.; long. 83" 6' 30' E.) b 7*5 km, north-east of 
Taulihawa. The koh which was free of jungle when P. C Mukheiji visited il, is now a 
Forest, almost impenetrable duo to thorny trees and shrubs. A proper exploration of the 
site needs considerable clearance. 

A few sherds of the red ware alone were collected. They have affinity with 
the pottery ofKodan and Piprahwa ip. 226). There arc a few specimens ofcooking-AdncfT.t 

‘ P. C. Mukberji. tv- dt„ p. 41, 
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with a carioated and rideed wiiist, one being similar to Type Xla from ibe miscellaneous 
pottery of TUaura-kot. Of the two shapes of bowls, one has an ittiunied rim with a row 
of ciieulBr depressions on the outer side and convex sides, white the other lias a slighUv 
inturned fianopped rim and convex sides, fv/vs VUl (for lid) and XXVh (for vase) 
from Kodan atone art represemed in the pottery. Among other shapes is noiewonhy a 

necltl^ vase mih a narrowing externally oval^ollafed rim and a globular profile havino 
prominent striaiions: ^ 

In the possession of Surendm Singh of Taulihawa were found five copwr 
owtmar coins and several beads of camelkn, quanz, amethyst and agate, which he had 
collated from ihc area of Sagrahawa, Sirinagra and Amum. He has not kepi any record 
of the exact find-spois of these antiquities. Of the coins, two have a four-spoked wheel 
on one side. Tlte rest are indistinct. The beads are mostly sphericaJ and barTel-shaped. 

1% PIPRAHWA (DISTRICT BHAIRHWA) 

To the Donh of the village of Piprahwa (lat. 27* 23" 30' N,: long. 83* ifi' 
^ E.)Md on the left bank of the Dano opposite Nipania (p. 205) is a low liattisli mound.

21. DOHNI (DISTRICT TAULIHAWA) 

Near the village ori>ohni(lat.27^ 32^ N.; long. 83^ 5" 40* E.>, 4-8 km. easi- 
south-cast of Taulihawa. is a low unproimsing mound (pi. CLI A) by the side of the 
Taidiliawa-Lumbini road. The presiding deity is in the shape of a lump of clay, around 
which is a host of terracotta animals (pL CLI B) offered by the local people.^ 

The sherds on the surface are extremely limited in number. Entirely of the 
red ware, they are similar to the pottery of Piprahwa (p, 226). The decoration consists of 
triangular notches and obtiejue incIMoits. A few sherds have some resemblance, in shape 
alone, with TyptsXXVlb, XXVfc and XXVII from Kodan. Specimens of cooldng-/wp(ffj 
with a carinated and ridged waist are also available. 

22. StHOKHOR (DISTRICT TAULIHAWA) 

To the north of the village of Sihokhor (lat. 27“ 30' N.: long. 82“ 59' 30' E.), 
8*3 km. Bouib-west of Taulihawa. is a low flattish mound, at one end of which is under 
worship Sftmai-mai in the form of a jriJpa-shapcd lump of clay. 

With the exception of a few sherds of the blackish-grey ware and a single 
sherd with a crackled greenish glazed surface which are ascribable to tlw Muslim period, 
the surface-pottery is of the red ware and closely resembles the pottery of Piprahwa (p. 226) 
in texture, shape and slip. Some of the shapes of Kodan found in the pottery of Piprahwa 
are available here as well. The decoration consists of incised zigzag lines, obUque incisions 
and sli^tly leaf-shaped impressed motifs. 

Fragments of two terracotta tiles, afragmentary disc of thick section (pi. CL, 
3), a disc made of a sherd and the torso of a terracotta animal (pL CL, 4) are the other 
anti(|uities. One of the two tile-fragments is moulded t at its two available comers is a 
quadrant of a flower within a border, all in relief (pL CL, 6). The other tUe-fragnaeni, one 
of the sides of which takes a turn at right angles to the main body, is meant for the roof. 

23. PARORA (DISTRICT BHAIRHWA) 

Parora (lai. 27*32' N.; long. 83* 13' 36' E.) is 9*3 km. north-west ofLum- 
biitl. To the south of the village-habitation were found quite a few sherds in tlie section 
made by a rain-gully on the bank of the Kothi. The deposit, which is nearly 60 cm. thick

A major part of the sherds is of the gJazicd ware. These sherds have a terra¬ 
cotta corc,rcd or greyish in colour and of medium or coarse fabric.and a crackTcd green or 
bluish-green glazed surface- Tlie base of tJie coloured surface is a whitish gritty layer, 
suffldenUy fused. Bowls,, tumbles and plates alone arc represented in this ware. Not a 
single vessel was found intact. Very few sherd,*! even preserve the rim. 

Sherds of the red ware represent a bowl or basin with a vertical flat-topped 
niiil-headed rim and two types of vases with a globular profile, one with a splayed-ou( 
featureless rim and the other with an everted intcrnalty-lhinning rim and a vertical neck. 

A specimen of the medieval blackish-grey ware U furnished by a miniature 
g/wfn with a bottle-neck, a truncated convex profile and u flat base- 


24 GOTIHAWA (DISTRICT TAULIHAWA)

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The stoQC of Ihis pillar and that of the two fragments of die upper part of ati 
inscribed Aloltan pillar that Ue on the bank of the Nigali-sagiir (p. 149) are ideiUical. As 
already noted by P, C Mukherji, the pillar of Nigali-sagar is not in situ. Traces of any 
ancient vestiges, not to speak of the siBpa of Kanakarauni which the pillar conimeniDrated, 
are not in sight WTihin the imitiediate neighbourhood. It was evidenily brought from some 
other site. The possibility of the Nigali-sagar fragments forming part of the Gotihnwa 
column cannot be entirely luled out. The upper ponion of iheOoiihowa pillar is missing, 
but n major part of the bcll*^hapcd capital is available. The corresponding lower part 
of the Nigali'sagar pillar and the capital arc missing. Tin; girths of the two fragmeiila of 
Nigali-sagur art such that they can well be the upper portion of the Goiiliawa pillar. 

Adjoining the pillar is the Afitikan siupa, utterly neglected. Not only slakes 
have been driven into it for faaicnlrig the cows, but the entire exposed part is being con¬ 
veniently used for preparing cow-dung cakes (pL CUJ A). 1 he stupa was, no doubt, 
partially exposed in 1899^ but it is very likely that the lower portion of Hie base is siU) intact. 

25. DOHNl (DISTRICT TAUJJHAWA) 

Adjacent to Siwalwa is Dohnl* (iat. 27‘ 27' N.; long. 83’ 12' ii.j, which is 
7*3 km. soutii-^west of Lumbini, In ihis village were found fragments of two mutilated 
sculptures ibeed on an earthen platform. According to the local people, they had been 
lying in this very spot even before the habitation started here, though a villager from 
Siwalwa attested to its recovery from the nct^bcuring well. 

Of the two sculptures, one (pi. CLUJ A and BJ particularly deserves atten¬ 
tion for its fine workmanship. Fashioned in the round, it represents n four-armed deity, 
possibly Vkb|iu, standing in sama-putia. Clad in a short t/hotf (indicated by wavy lines) 
worn with a kachcliha, the image h decked in coiled armlets and an ornate necklace of 
two strings held by a central clasp. The partly preserved hair is airrangcd in ringlets, Tlie 
face has been chipped off; the upper part of ilw head along with the crown (if any), the 
lower part of the tegs and the major part of the arms are also missing. A fragment of the 
two left anns of the figure lies on the pedestal. It appears that i he hanging lower let'i hand 
rested on one of the dyudftas. Around i he licad is a plain circular hido. Made of sandstone 
of slightly reddish variety, the sculpture (68*6 cm, high) is stylistically ascribableto the 
Gupta period. 

The second sculpture (pi- CLUI C) is in several fragments, two larger pieces 
depiedng respectively the lower part up to the thigh (47 cm, high and 5<)*H cm. wide) and 
the bust (38 cm. high) of an image of SQrya. Made of sandstone of greyish colour and 
poor brittle quality, the available portions of the image are badly weathered and defuced. 
The unfinbhed back side is mostly cut out of the buck-slab. Standing in sama'pdda, the 
deity presumably held the stalk of a lotus in each liand. On the dexter is Ptngala with an

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inkpol, beyond whom is a defaced figure, Osha or PratyOsha. On the siimtcr u evidently 
thoroughly defaced. Between the lcg> of SQrya h the charioteer Arutja driving 
a leam of seven horses carved on tiie pedestal. 

On the earthen platform also finds place a small paAdwat/m pedestal of 

sandstone. 

Not far from the Images is an old defaced liiiga placed inside the octagonal 
socket of a monolithic arghya-paffa. The portion inside the arghyu’palta is octagonal. 
This tlnga lies by the side of a large brickdined old well mentioned above. The platform 
round the well is rauld-faced and covered with a thick coal of Itme-plaster like the iniKr 
face of the well. 


26. SIWALWA (DlSTRJCr TAUUHAWA) 

The site was noticed as early as 1899 when P. C Mukherji visited the plact.^ 
The vUioge, 8*3 km. south-west of Lumbinl, is now called Siwalwa (lal, 27* 27' 30' N,; 
long. S3* 11' 30* E.) and not Mahadeva as mentioned by Mukherji. 

Close to the village near iu south-east comer and to the south of a modem 
temple known as ^iviUaya, is a mound (pi. CLIV A) about 3 m. high. To its west is a large 
tank. Thoroughly covered by thorny jungle, the extent of the ruins docs not appear to 
have been much. To presume from the dimensions of the mound and the brkk'bals that 
lie on. it, the mound represents the ruined plinth of a brick temple. 

The pieces of the door-frame, noticed and sketched by Mukherji. have been 
covered by earth and Jungle. The local people, however, pointed out the spots, which, on 
clearance, yielded the pieces. 

Tile right door-jamb (pi. CIV A and E), reported to have been embedded 
by Mukherji, was also traced out. Made of sandstone (?) of greyish colour, it b 1 m. 
69’5 cm. high and 35 5 cm. wide. At the base b Gahga. with her right hand on her thigh, 
standing with pronounced Betuons on a ntakara. By her left side is a mSga, also standing 
with flexions. DeUib of these two figures are not available due to their defaced state. 
The portion of the jamb above these figures b divided into facets, two being broad. The 
innermost facet is relieved with a sucoession of flowers—one circular allcrnaling with a 
diamond-shaped one. Flanked on cither side by a receding narrow facet with a verticat 
row of diatnpaka flowers is the first broad facet. Its facade is boldly relieved with a scroll 
having leaves, flowers and possibly ani m als within the circular foils and birds outside the 
foils. The decoration of the next facet is similar to that of the innennost. The second broad 
facet beyond it is completely defaced. There are two sockets, one on the bottom 
and the other on the top, to receive the dowels which went into the sill and the lintel 
respectively. Of fair workmanship, it is asciibable to about the tenth century a. d,

thick, is similar io the right. The decoraiton on ibc second broad facci is picscrs'cd here; 
coneh'slmpcd petals occur on Uie inner face, the facade being [cllevcd with alicrnaUng 
round and diamond-shaped (lowers. At die base of Ihc jamb is Yamuna, her mount 
defaced beyond recognition. To her right is a standing male holding in his left hand a 
staff. These iwo figures arc noted by Mukherji as ‘a pair of husband and wife in amatory 
attitude*. 

The sill (pi. CLV I A), I in. 71'S cm. tong, 394 cm. wide ai the maximum 
point and 33 cm, high, is elaboraiely carved. In the cenire is the iliick stem of a lolus- 
plant, on either side of which and issuing from it is a scroll containing within a imrhsa 
perched on a lotus-leaf. The wavy shoot in conlmuatioii of the scroll has within it a irwJfcora 
ridden by a pair of human figures. Beyond this at either extremity is a recumbent lion. 

On two sides and at the base of this composition is a band retteved with a row of flowers_ 

circular altcmaiing with diamond-shaped. On the lop face of the sill arc two sockets to 
receive the dov.’els which kepi in position the jambs. 

Two small fragments (pi. CLIV fl) of the lintel alone were found. One, 
63‘5 cm. long, 30'5 cm. wide and 38*1 cm. hi^, of them is relieved with the abhisheka 
of Lakshmi by elephants on a projected Inset in the centre, beyond which are the 
moLifs found on the Jambs. The figure on the inset of the other piece is too indistinct to 
be identified. 

The sixth slab (pi, CLVl B), 87 cm. long, 29 2 cm. wide and 15*2 cm. high, 
possibly served as a step lo the sill. On its front face, between two semicircular curves, is 
an indistinct motif Hanked by a conch on cither side. 

27. SAGRAHAWA (DlSTiaCT TAULIHAWAJ 

Tlic ancient ruins were located on the west and South banks of a large tank 
called Sagar (lat, 27* 36' 50' N.; long. 83’ S* 30' E.>, which is 8-3 km. north-east of Tauli- 
hawa. The place is now claimed by forest. Series of depressions mark the sites of seventeen 
small brick structures removed by A. Fiihrcr. In the middle of the ruins of an impressive 
structure—the stupa of Mahanaman with attached monastery according lo Fllhrer and 
siiipa attached lo a cruciform monument according to P. C, Mukherji—exists a large pit 
also made by Fiihrcr in search of relics. 

Fdhrer’s report^ on this destructive excavation is not merely meagre but 
full of fabrications. Il is entirely due toP.C, Mukhciji, who look pains to bring on record* 
whatever infonnation that could be gathered from Ffihrer's draftsman. Bhairava Buksh, 
that one gets a picture of this interesting tite.

relic-chambers. V. A, Smith made a great service to archaeology by exposing in umc the 
fabrications ofFuhrer in respect of the alleged insadpiiotts.* Both V» A. Smith* and P. C. 
Mukheiji* were, however, in favour of Fiihrer’s ideftUficalion of the siie with the place ot 
the massacre of the Sakyas, They also regarded those seventeen structures as stupm* as 
several of lliani yielded some precious objects, like gold and silver pieces including rtdgas, 
(lowers and leaves and semiprecious stones, usually deposiied whhin vases. These vases 
were mostly found buried in the ground immediately boloi^' the central brick, carved 
with a lotus, of the bottom course of the foundation-brickwork. Whctltcr they actually 
contained ashes or bones as reported by FUhrer does not appear to have been ever 
verified,* as P. C, Mukheiji had no chance to see the deposit, and V, A. Smith, who once 
paid a visit when the excavation was in progress, only remembered to have seen a few gold 
stars in the small metal caskets fouitd on that particular day. In <^c these vases did not 
contain ashes and bones, there wilt be little justification for identifying these structures 
with Buddhist jiupui, as the site, which evidently once nourished a flourishing religious 
establishment, did not produce any antiquity specifically Buddhist and there are textual 
prescriptions* for llt^ deposit orpreciQiisthin:p(r^af^T^^<is‘a) in the roimdations of iempies, 
Tlie deposit of frwiWiflS (t'ase) or nfdfti-fruKiWl® within the foundations of temples is 
also attested by several texts-* 

Even these seventeen structures arc regarded as stupast it is diiiicuU to agree 
with regard to their supposed early date, as sfiipas with such high square bases aienot met 
vrith in the pre-Christian period. Tlie carved bricks’ ^fig. 38) of the facade of the so- 
called Stdpa 2 were essentially similar to those of Temple 1 of Kodan, Further, the plan 
of the largest structure-ihe r/«po-monaslcry of A, PUhrer-was too analogous lo that 
of Temple 2 of Kodan (o have been far anterior to the latter temple. Temple 1 of Kodan,

In all probability this particular struaurc of Sagrahawa was a temple whaiever its religious 
afliliaiion mtglit have been. 

Tlic most singular feature about the demolished structures is the represenU- 
ijon of several symbols Oil bricks, usually of ihe bottom course of the rouncUition. V. A. 
Smith found a justification in these motifs for reganling the site as ‘the supposed scene of 
the slaughter of the Sakyas', as many of them represent weapons and indicate ‘that the 
persons whose cremation is commemorated fell in battle 

llKsc bricks with symbols call for a detailed study. For, it is not unlikely 
that sjmilarly-carvcd bricks exist in the foundation of other structures including those of 
Kodan about which one will perhaps never know, as the modem method of excavation is 
totally difierent from what had been ruthlessly followed by FUhrer. Further, these fuicb. 
as will be shown below, furnish a material corroboration to Ute prescriptions of the aneienl 
archiieauml texts. All ihe available drawings,* mduding the four aircady published by 
P. C. Mukherji in bis book, are iUusuated here even at the risk of some repetitions not 
only for their iniiinsic value to the students of ancient architecture but the rarity of the 
book Itself. 

Analysing the patterns from the available report of P. C* Mukherji and draw¬ 
ings of Bhairava Buksb. ii appears that the lotus formed the most important motif. For, 
out of the thirteen small structures which yielded the so-called relies or caskets, twelve 
(Structures 1,2, 3, 5. 6, 8, 9, 10, 12, 13.14 and 15) had vases immediately below the 
brick carved with a lotus and the remaining one (Structure 4) bore the precious deposit 
within the central socket (covered by a lotus-marked leaf) ol the lotus-marked brick iti^tlf. 
Further, the brick with ih** lotus invariably occupied the central p^ce in the assemblage of 
bricks bearing symbols. Evidently, it served as the foundation-brick (the pivotal founda¬ 
tion-brick when in a group of carved bricks), a presumption supported by architectural 
texts. Thus, the Silpi-potfd^ an Oriya manuscript,’ enjoins the laying of the foundation- 
stone carved with a lotus having a pistil and eight petals pointing towards ilicdgtii direc¬ 
tions, In this connexion it may be noted tliai the teprcscntcd lotus on the bricks of Sagra- 
hawa is almost invariably eight-petal led. The portrayal of the lotus on apart of the ccnUal 
foundation-stone (or brick), called dhanmi or Aarmn-iiVd, of an assemblage of nine is also 
referred to in the Apar^itaprcchd* According to the yUvakartna-prak^t loius-markcd 
itones bestow success.*

T!ic lofufi-miirkcd bricks occurred singly in Structures 3. 4. fi, 10. 12 and 14 
and in I he a-sMtnbbge of bricks in Smtcturcs 2, 5, 8.9.13 and 15, alf thesecascs being either 
the bottom brick or the twtiom courte. fn Slnicture 1 the brick with the lotus lay above 
the central ptain bnck of the bottom course of live bricks, of which four bore motifs. 
In Structure ID, above the bottom brick carved with a lotus, were two more courses of 
bricks with symbols. 

The maximum number of bricks with motifs in one layer was nine occuning 
In Structures 8 and 9. Tn both, the nine oblong bricks formed the bottom course of the. 
foiindaiion. One of these bricks was in the centre and the rest were arranged round it. the 
layout of the assemblage in Structure 8 being square and inStruaureVohlong. The copper 
vase (fig. 39, 2 and fig. 4(1. 2) with unspecified objects underlay the central brick. The 
middle part of ihc^centrai brick represented a Jotus with tight petals pointing towards 
the eight directions, as enjoined in the Sifpi-pothu while tlie eight peripheral bricks bore 
the ayudhas, evidently of the tlikp&ias (guardians of the eight quartcisi. The Svtidhan 
(fig. 39, n depiacd in Structure 8(fig. 39, 3)arc the characteristic attributes of tltJ eight 
{Ukpdian. Starting front ihc bottom middle (which apparently marked the east side) and 
going round dockwise one comesacrossa wiyrafthundcrbolOof Indra(the lord of the east), 
a iakti (spear) or Hamc of Agni (south-east), a da^da (cudgel) of Yama (south), a khudga 
(sword) of Nirriti (south-west), a pSia (noose) of Vampa (west), a dh\'aju (banner) of 
VSyu (north-wcsi). a gada (mace) of Kubera (north) and a trUiiia (trident) of TSdtia 
(north-east), )n Structure 9(fig. 40, 3) nor only was the mode of the representation of the 
Syudhttx disslmtlar to that of the Syudhivi in Structure 8* but the altributf^s depicted on the 
bricks of the directions of Nirfiii and Isina were altogether different. Commencing with 
the lop middle and going clockwise the dyudhas arc a trident-like ha\T-mjra on a pedestak 
fire on an altar, a plain a paroiu (battle-axe), a pds&, a stylized dhvaja resembling 

an adkuia (elephant-goad), a gadamd an elongated loop-Hkeobject (fig. 40, 1 ). An anulo- 
gous arrangement of stones or bricks in foundation is laid down in several architectural 
texts. According to the ApaySjitapfcchSt*' the and the l^parpava,* the 

foundation-stones (or foundation-bricks in the case of brick structures) should be nine, 
of which one, called dfmrapf (also known as kurnta^HJ^^ should be in the centre and 
the rest in the eight directions. The direction from which the laying of the stones 
should be commenced is also prescribed in most of the texts. The Proidda^nmndana, 
for instance, suggests (north-east) or Agni-kono (south-east).* One of the 

texts quoted by N. M, Sompura in his compilation called ^ilparattidkartP prescribes 
not only Agn i-Ao^ig for the first stone to be laid but also the fepitseniation of the

P. O. Sompura. in one of his ediiorlaj foot-notes,' says that IheSompurd Silfrins have a 
tradition to carve the dyudJm of on the eight peripheral stones (which should be 

covered with pieces of cloth according to the colour of T^sptcth^dikpdiMl ihe rajra being 
on the eastern stone, smva (sacrificial ladk) on the stone of the Agni-Aofitf. datt(fa <in the 
southern stone, kha^gtt on the stone of the Nirftri-A'o^flr, pasa on the western stone, dtnaja 
on the Slone of the Vayu-A-oito* gw/d on the northern stone and friHifa on the stone of the 
l4ana-/rofffl. He has also given a diagram showing the layout of these nine foundation- 
stones.* Tliis diagram and two others, one published in the ^itpoyamakara* and the otJu-j 
in Bhagwandas Jain's edition of ihe Frdsmla-itia^^nti,* bear a similarity to the anange- 
ment found in Structures S and 6. panicularly in respect of the dyudhas. The dyudfm 
in tlu^ diagrams, though differing in their mode of representation, arc tdenticul witlt 
the eioeplion of the ones at the directions of Agni and Vilyu, the ajw//frt,? of these two 
particular directions being a sacriftetal ladle and a banner respectively in the diagram 
of the Dfpdrtutva,* & la*fi and a banner in that of the Prdsdda-mapdana and alaitr/ and 
an £aikuia in the diagram of the ^ifparaindkura. The eight dymikpx of Structure thus, 
correspond to those of the Prdsddamand^ina, 

In Structure 6 (fig. 41, 3) there appears to have been a single brick carved 
with a lotus (fig. 41^ 2) ai the extreme bottom* over which was a layer of ten bricks, the 
two central being plain. The (fyi«//!iaj(fig. 41,1) on the eight peripheral bricks were simitar 
to those of Structure 8, hut llie manner of their depiction is somewhat differeni. The 
stylized representation of the vajra, presumably on the eastern brick, was in the form of 
two triangles meeting each other at the apex, their base having three mild prongs each. 
On the south-eastern brick was a iakti which, with its long stuff crowned by a triangle, 
resembles an arrow. Below the lotus-marked brick was a copper vase. 

In the light of the above, it is dUheuh to accept Sn)ith*s interpretation of ihe 
weapons on the bricks, Tliese special bricks evidently formed the foundation-bricks* laid 
in conformity with the injunctions of the Vmiu-Adstrojt with regard to the ijtkflkd-nydxir. 
In case the so-called relic- caskets did not contain the hones, they were riiiffti-kunthhax'd&

29, PATNA (DISTRICT TAULIHAWA) 

Patna (lai, 27* 3t' N.: long, 82^ 46' 30’E.) is 2-4 km. norlh-north-wcsi 
of Kiishnanagar fJhandciinagar)and 27"5bn. west-south*wes( of Taulihawa. Here an 
image of Gahg^ was said to have liecn unearthed a few years back at a depth of 30 cm. 
below surface. 'I’hc spot pointed out to the author by the local people Is right in the field 
where andent vestiges arc absolutely lacking. The possibiliiy of the image having been 
brought from some other site, thus, cannot be entirdy ruled out. 

llic image (pi CLVIT B), made of blackish stone (basalt 7), is 72 cm. high 
without tenon (&1-2 cm. high with tenon). It is b a perfect stale of preservation. The back 
portion of the figure(exc1uiling the head) Is cut out of the back-slab, which is inconspicu¬ 
ously pointed at the crown. But for the proper left foot which is unnaturally contorted, 
the image is rather wtll-modcHed and remarkable for its sharp features. The provision 
of the tenon points to the possihiliiy of the image having once been installed within a 
sanctum. Certain fcatincs of the image arc reminiscent of the PSla art-tradifion, while 
others arc indteatTve of a much later date; the Image, ihus, presents the impression of 
its being a ctrpy of an older image of the P^a pertod. 

Standing gracefully witli flexions on a mu/rom* Oanga is draped in a long 
.^Jd^cltnging fast to the legs and held by a girdle with wavy loops and pendants issuing from 
Rower-shaped clasps. A folded scarf, encircling the back side of the shoulder and passing 
over the upper part of the arms^ reaches as far down as the feet. Decked in a long hara

Thus two 
luxuriantly-foliated wavy lotus-stalks, the dexter one issuing from the mouth of the makara 
on which Ganga stands, encircle her, The doxter stalk, with flowers, hitds ends hoot^ 
within wavy folds, ends at the crow'n in a lotus which acts as an umbrella over her head.

No detailed note% 
were drawn about the mounds of Paisia and Karidah, visited rather casually towards 
evening. They appear to contain ruins of brick temples dedicated to Brahmanical deities, 
mutilated images of whom arc found on the lop* of the mounds.

Localuy 

UiusaiBya U a liny htunici, half a Viliijncire to the AOulh-%i>uth‘«a&t of 
Tilaura-kot* (l ts so called by the local potters because of a large heap of iron pieces near 
the locality, btti docs not find mention in the onc-inch-to-a-mile map-sheet of the Survey 
of India. There arc only iwo families of the pollers living in ihatchi^ huts (pi, CLX A) 
in this hamlet. The method roHovred by the potters in the making of pitchers (fulgrl or 
jffknfii'f is as follows,

In a comer of a' thalchcd shod (pt. CLX 8) there is ii circular shallow ph» 
7'5 cm. deep, on which U placed a solid clay wheel {chdk\ 9fr-5 cm. in diameter. In the 
cciurc of the solid wheel tpL CLXI A) a tertacoim disc iftidth), 30*5 era. in diameter. Is 
iwcurcd by clay. The pots are prepared on this disc. Asmall stone slab (pathre) is fixed 
with day in the middle of the underside of the wheel. In the centre of this pathr^ is a 
s mal l conical socket, When the wheel is In motion, this socket rests on a short conical 
wooden pivot (khuAfa)^ the latter being hair-buried in the ground in the^niTc of the pit. 
On the upper surface of the wheel b another small socket, 2 5 cm, in diameter. The wheel 
is revolved by a stick, about 91-5 on. tonf, inserted into the socket. 

Preparation of pOts 

Pots are manttfactured out of the locatty-avaitable sticky day. without any¬ 
thing mixed in it. As cl^hcre, the first stage of the pitchcre is prepared on ttic wheel 
itself. The rim is fashioned by hand, and the of the pot is cut out of the wheel 
by a thread. 

The pot is allowed to dry to a certain extent inside the work-shed itself. On 
hot days pots taken out of the wheel at about four o'clock in the aRernoon arc beaten 
lo shape next morning.
